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Moſt ſtrange Phantaſies and Apparitions, 
with the various ſleights and cunning 
deluſions of Devils. ; 


WAIS came together to Sardis, where it is reported, Brutss 
IISY/AR was accolted with a horrible Viſion. He was a man, 
119 naturally very watchfull, and one fo laborious and 
continent, that he affarded himſelf but a very ſmall 
part of histime to fleepin, In theday he reſted not 
atall,in rhe night very little z and char when (all men being drown- 
ed in {lcep) he had neither any employment ro do, nor perſon tg 
converſc with, And, atthat time, being engaged in a War, and 
. agitating things of a moſt high concernment, he was ſo carefull and 
intent concerning the proſecution and event of thoſe affairs, thar, 
having ficlt (for a ſhort ſpace) refreſht himſelf with fleep after 
Supper, he wholly ſer apart the reſt of the night for the promotin 
of his urgent occaſions, Andif it happened, that he had finiſhe 
his buſineſſe before, he berook himſelt to his ſtudy untill the third 
watch ; when, all his Cencurions and Tribunes were wont to re- 
pair unto him, When he was (I ſay) at Sardis, and projefting how 
wo convey his Army outof eAſiay in the beginning of the night the 
Moon began to abate of her wonted luftre,the Camp being in a deep 
filcnce, Whileſt Brutus was deeply cogitating of ſome ſerious mar- 
rers, he thought he heard the footſteps of fome one near him z 
whereat he looking back towards the door, behold, a prodigious 
Apparition, one of a monſtrous and horrid ſhape and bigneſſe ſiood 
by him, without ſpeaking one word. Brutus, not without ſome 
reluRancy, ask't him, what Man or God art thou? or what is thy buſi- 
neſſe here? The Viſion anſwered, O Brutw, [ am thy evil Angel,and 
thou ſhalt ſce me agatn at Phtlippi, Ar which Brutus nothing daunted 
ſaid again, 7 ſhall then, Bur when it was vaniſhed, he called roge- 
ther his Servants, who averred _ they neither ſaw nor _ 
CItNCcT 


D A4/cus Brutus and Caſ{iz, who had murther'd Ceſar, ]. 
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eithet Viſion or voyce; after which Brutw took his reſt again, 
Vhen it-was light, he went to Capi, apd rald hyny of this Phan- 
teſm, VWhen,after Caffime was {lain ar Philippe, whilcſt he pre- 
arcd for g ſecond fight, wherein he was conquered, after he bad 
& Vidor in che firlt ;- In the night (as the ſtory ſayes) the Tame 
Viſion appeared again to Brutw inthe ſame ſhape, not ſpeaking a 
ſyllable, bur ſo vaniſhr. Plutarchw 51 Bruto, 


night;as be 1ay#1 his bal ingulph's with cares ang perplexizics, he 
checked, a anof-a motels magnitude, 2 black and ugly hae, 
his beard incomprt and ſqualid, and his hair diſorderly hanging 
down, came to him; And being askt who he was > anſwered, 
xaxeaipoye, i,e, thy-evil Angel, or Genius.. Being at laſ affrighted 
with 10 horrid a preſence, and ſo evill a name, he called 1n his fer- 
vants, 86g-gueſtioned them, whether they {aw one of ſuch a dreſle 
and 'viſage cither cqme in, or go out of hus Chamber e and when 
they had aſſured him they ſaw none Tuch, he again compoſed him- 
felt ro his reſt : bur preſently the ſame Phantaſm haunted him 
Wherefore he caſt off all thoyght of reſt, and commanded a Candle 

_ yptohis chamber, andenjoyned his ſervants not to depart from 
him. Between this night and his execution infliaed by (ſor, was 
bur a very ſhort interval, as you may read in Yalerrw Max, l.t.c.7. 
8nd Sucten, iu Ang. and Plutarch, in Vita Antonit, 


TDD lon of Syracuſs, after the Syyracuſans were made free, and a little 
before he was ſlain by Calsppus, as he fate by chance in his 
Porch inthe = ing full of. caretull choughts, heard a ſudden noile; 
and looking r him, (ir being yet day-light) be ſaw a huge wo- 
man,in face and habir nothing differing from a Tragick fury,tweep- 
ing the houſe with a Broom, He, very much terrified, called his 
friends, and acquainted them with the ſight, and intreated them to 
fiay and lodge with him that night, for he ſhould ſink under his 
tcrrovur, if they ſhould leave him, and the Ghoſt haunt him again. 
The Ghoſt, indeed, troubled him no more, but his Son, being almoſt 
artived ro Manhood, by reaſon of ſome flight and puerile cpofle, 
became ſo forrowfull and enraged, that he precipitated himſelf 
from the houſe top, and fo periſhed.

{peaking thus, he on a ſudden vaniſhed, The young man being in 
a wonderfully manner tranſported with this Oracle, a long time 
ruminating within himſelf ot this matter , durſt not open it to any. 
Bur when Eihelfred was ſlain, he being brought home iero his own 
kingdome by Redwvaldam, being adviſed by Ethelberg his Wife, 
the ſiſter of Edbaldw King of Kent, to embrace the Chriſtian Religi- 
on ; when he on purpoſc delayed the bulſineſle, and could ty no 
perſwaſion be made pliable, Paulin a devout man, which by long 
tarreating could do no good, in the interim being raught by an Ora- 
cle from Heaven, (as we muſt believe) came to him, who made 
ſtay at Tork, and purting his moſt ſacred hand on his head, reque- 
ſted him, that he would call ro mind what that meant, Edu; 
bcing amazed at the Oracles ſudden iſſue, inſtantly fell down at the 
Prclates feer, and was with his fellow Chriſtians waſhed in thar 
holy Fountain.

«Acchabew Coleen German ro Ducarnm King of Scotland and 
Banquho Stuart a valiant man travailing through a forreft ro- 
wards the Court, met three Women of an unwonted and ſtrange 
habit and appearance, One of them ſaid, Hail Macchabeus,Thanus 
Glamm1s, which was a Title of Honour he had lately received. The 
ſecond ſaid to him, Hail Caldarius Theanus another and higher title of 


honour : and the third, Hail Macchabeus, Thou ſhalt hereafter - 


become King, Then ſaid Banquho, Mc-thinks you are ſomething un- 
kind whoſoeyer. you are to prefer this man nor onely above all the 
noble Men of the Land, bur even untothe Throne, and give me no 
promotion atall. To this the firſt anſwered, Yea we declare un- 


rothee far greater things 'than theſe ; for this man, indeed, ſhall 


reign, bur his dominion (hall have an unhappy end with him for 
vone-of his poſterity ſhall ever enjoy his King(hip after him: where- 
Hg as 
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and cunning, delufions of Devils: 


as (although thou ſhalrnot become King thy felt) thy poſterity for 
a very long ſucceſſion ſhall obrain and hold the Throne. Waen 


theſe words were ended, they all vaniſhed our of their ſight, At 


' firſt theſe things paſſed asa vain phanſie : bur when Macchabeus 


firlt aſcended to the dignity of Caldarius, and afterwards beyond 
all expectation was made King, King Ducanus being ſlain z and ha- 
ving ewo Sons, he began to call ro mind the Viſion z and inviting 
Banquhones, and his onely Son Fleanches ro a Supper,by that means 
proje&cd borh their deatns : bur when they had {lain che Father , 
the Son,by the darknefſe of the night, made an eſcape. Ar length 
Macchabeus was {l2in by Malcalmus the third Son of Ducanus and af- 
er many Generations the Kingdome tell into the hands of the Suc- 
ccſlours and Gran-children of Banquhones Si{uart,and remains to this 
day in the poſleſſion of a daughter and heirof his Family, Cardan;

—_— King of the Swedes and Danes, as he wasa lunting ha- 
ving loſt his company, as he wandred alonecſpied a company 
of Nympbs in a certain Den or covert, who promiſed him all good 
fortune, bur withall adviſed him, that he (hould by no means wage 
war againſt Balderus King of the Danes who was a ſuperlatively wile 
man, and one generated by a ſecret {eed and production of the Gods, 
Having ſpoken theſe things, they ſuddenly vaniſhed, and left Ho- 
therus(who thought he had been 10 a Cave) in the open field, Some 
years aftcr, (having commenced a war againſt Balderur,but hither- 
to with very ill ſucccſſc) he chanced to lighe upon the ſame Vifion 
when he ſadly bewailed rothem his adverſe fortune, and the ſad- 
ncfſe of his condition ; nor would he ceaſe his complaints untill 
they had made hima promiſe of better ſuccefle, The Nymphs 
rold him (though he ſhould ſeldome come off viRor yet) that he 
ſhould loſe no more men then his enemy; and that he ſhould ob. 
tain the victory it he could bur find by what means tro intercept cer- 
rain food prepared for the Enemy to augment his force and courage; 
So he departedand rallied his forces, And whilſt he diligently 
watched the Camp of the Enemy, he ſaw three Virgins go out 
who ſecretly uſed to carry them proviſion, whom he tollowed as 
faſt as he could run, till at laſt they came to a houſe which they fre- 
quented ; where,\by the help of his Harp; (on which he plaid moſt 
tweetly) he got from chem a moſt glorious Belt, and che powertull 


girdle of Victory, and having returned the ſame way he went, met : 


the Enemy, and overthrew him, ſo that the day after he was waf- 
red over to Proſerpina, who was {eento ſtand by him as he flepr, 
Olaus Magnus, lib, 3.c.10, 


« Julrus Ceſar, in his civill war, when he had gone as far as 

the Bank of Rubicos, is ſaid ro have ſtood at a pauſe, and confi- 
dering with himſelf what a deſiruQion the paſling of that River 
would be ro Mankind : whilſt he ſtayed upon thebavk he had an 
apparition; A man of an extraordinary bulk firring upon the 9p.

ſhepheards, many Souldicrs, and amongſt chem fome Trumperers 
flo:k'r ro the Bank(ideto hear him,aggot their trumpets Ieap'r from 
him into the River, and with a very (hrill voice began to ſound an 
alarum, and fo paſled tothe other fide. Then (Ceſar 1aid, Let us go, 
ſince the wondertull ſigns of the Gods and the wickednefle of our 
Enemies thus invite us: The lot is now paſt, Sabelicus 1, 7. 
Enead, 6, 


Pinide, General of the Theban Army, (whileſt he encamped 
about the Leufrjan held, where the daughters of Scedafixe were 
entombed) ſaw Scedaſſus and his daughters; they Jamenting abour 
their Tombs, and curiing the Lacedemontians : and their tather (who 
lopg before for that he had not re venged ſo horrid a crime, curfipg 
the Lacedemonians, killed himſelf upon the tombs of his daughters) 
cold him, If he would conquer the Lacedemorians, he muſt ſacrifice 
a red Virgin to his daughters. Bur when this ſeemed ſomething 
too barbarous a ſacrifice, to appeale the gods with a humane offcr- 
ing, not ſatisfied ip his mind about it, at laſt a young Mare which 
had never taken horſe, came from theherd and ftood in that very 
place where he had conſulced with the Ghoſt. And when Theocyt- 
:w the Prophet ſaw the Mare was of a yellow ſhining colour; and 
proudly reining-in her neck , ſhe pranced and neigh'd, ne called 
Pelopidas with a lgqud voice, and (aid, that this was his offering, and 
that he could expect noother Virgin. Then they brought the Mare 
adorned with garlands to the Sepulchre, and there ſacrificed her ; 
Sgon after, the Battle began, wherein the Lacedemontans- received 
that memorable overthraw of Leutiriaby Beotarchus and Pelopidas.

vV Oe Gennadw the Chiet of Conflantznople, under Leo the 

Great Emperour, was by night fianding atthe Altar, 
and praying to God for the world, a certain evil ſpirit appeared to 
him, which being by him forc't away by his making a croſle, an- 
ſwered him -thus in the voyce of a man; Thatas long as he liv'd 
indeed, he would avoid, and be at quiet, but afterward, he would 
leave no way unatrempred to trouble the Church of God, Nice-

A Little before that Henrythe ſeventh Emperour dyed, and the 
{laughter of the chief Rulers of the Nation, as cHuſatus Pata- 
Uinus, and Franciſcus Petrarcha do hiſtory ir, the Inhabirtaets of XMe- 
diolanum,in the houſe-floor of Mattheus the chick Governour, who 
alſo merired the name af Mattheus the Great, when Sun was (ct, an 
armed horſeman appear'd to him far bigger then the ſhape of mans 
when many for an hours ſpace had beheld ir, it then vaniſh'd away, 
with great terrour to the beholders, Likewiſe three dayes after ar 
the third hour, in the very fame place, rwo: horſemen in the like 
ſhape, being ſcen skirmiſhing berween themiclyes, . vaniſhed allo, 
Sabellicm libro 1, cap.

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"TT Wo famous Merchants, going into Fraxce through theigeoves 
near the «Apes in Ftaly, the} mct a man bigger then the ofdi- 
nary (ize of men, he calling them ſuddenly, charged them thus ; 
Speak to my Brother Ludovicus Stortia, axd giue Þin Letten fo 
me, They being amazed, and enquiring, Vvho he was > hkxf- 
plyed, Thathe was Galea-z Sfortia; and ſtraightwsy he waniſhed 
trom their fight, They returned in all haſte tro Meavolangn, from 
thence to Yiglevanus, where Mauras lived, They'preſenrtheir es 
ters to the Prince, the Courtiers ſcoff ar them z bur they ſtanding 
Riff in rheir errand, were caſt into prifon, and being put upon-the 
wrack, they ſhewed by their conſtancy, that there was no fraud in 
them, In the mean while with great fear and oftoniſhmeny they 
deliberated about opening the Leners, All che reft making doube 
what to do, one Galeacius, a Commander in chicf feared nor. The 
letter was folded up like a Biſhops Vrir (as they term it) very long, 
faſtened with ſmall infiruments of brafſe. The words whereof 
were theſe; 0, 0, O Ludovicus, take beed to thy ſelf, For the Vene- 
tiahs and the French have conſpired to ruine thee anal thy off-ſpring, But 
if you will grue me a thouſazd nobles, I will endeavour to reconcale their 
high ſpirits, aud to turn away your ill fortune, and I doubt not to accom- 
pliſh it, if you do not ſtubbornly refuſe me. Farewell,” The ſubſcription 
was; The ſpirit of Galeacius thy Brother, Here ſome being aſto- 
niſhed art the ſirangeneſle of the thing, others laughing at the de- 
vice, and moſt _— he muſt pur money into his hands; yer teſt 
he ſhould make himfelt a laughipg-ftock, the Prince refrain'd rhis 
{uperſtitious prodigality, and {ent home the Merchants again, Bug 
in a ſhort while atter he was unthron'd by Ludovicw the Twelfth 
King of the French, and carried away pritoner, Artunus Sefiion 1, 
biſtor:e Medzonenſ. oculatus teſtis, 


f a Father of Ludouvicus eAlodifius, wha was poſſeſſour of all 
the wealth of tht Ciry /mola, a little after he went from henae, 
appeared ina private place to the manin his journey, whom has 
1onne Ludovicus {ent to a City in 7taly called Ferrara, fitting on 
horſeback with a hawk, (as 'twas his-manner in hawking to hold 
him) and ſpake to him, although in great fear, to bid his ſonne to 
come that very next day into the ſame place; forhe would tell him 
of a buſineſle of great conſequence. Hearing that z Zudovicw,both 
becaule he was incredulovs thereof, and was alſo afraid of ſome 
treachery, ſent another in his ſtead, That ſame ghoſt meeting him, 
which appeared beforc, was very ſad that his ſon came not; for he 
{aid, he would tell him many morethings : But at that time he bad 
him tell him onely this, That ewelve years being expired, and one 
moneth, the day likewiſe being particularly ro Ann. he ſhould be 


no longer Governour of that City which he had. The time which: .

very ſame night, which his Fathers evil Angels ſuf] , Philippus

Everus Sulpitius writes in the life of Martin his firſt book, and 

likewiſe in Clemens his life, That a ccrtain Monk an hermit, 
whoſe father lived hard by him, who not loving his-ſon' carrycd a 
U_ him , wherewith he cut down trees,to carry home as 
he rec ; Upon which the Devill in the ſhape of am"Angell 
appeared to this Monk, then in the form of his Father he was' com- 
ing to him, with a hatchet to kill him, telling him; and averring 
he came to that end and purpoſe, an Hermit adviſing him ro pre- 
vent his intent and reſolution, and rather firſt ro kill him, rhen be 
killed by him. Thinking therefore his father| comming towards 
him, and ſaluting him, to be the Devill, preſently killed nim, and 
on the other ſide, the Devill inſtantly throtles the Monk, 


| 5x the Emperour Ludovicus the 3d, the City Mogantia was 
A miſerably haunted with a dzmoniall ſpirit. There is in Gey- 
mary, and in the third part of Gall:a, a little from the rown Brngw, 
where the River Navas and Rheze meet, a country town commonly 
called by thename of (amontw, quaſi caput monttum, the higheſt 
mountain, There inthe year 858, a ſiragling fugitive ſpiric did 
many ſtrange miracles, and plaid many jugling tricks, ſo that he 
was a great vexation and trouble to the Inhabitants. Firſt he was 
a deadly dangerous ghoſt, which none could ſee, throwing ſtones at 
men, and knocking at their dores. Anon in the ſhape of a moſt pe- 
ſtilent and wicked genius, lying lurking in corners, and Prophecy- 
ing, diſcovering robberies, moſt infamouſly branding all manner of 
delifs, and fiurring up trite and contention among them. By de- 
grees he burnt downthcir barns, and ſmall cottages ; to one he was 
more vexatious, haunting him whereſoever he went, and at. laſt 
ſcr his houſe on fire: And that he might incenſe all the neighbour- 
hood againft this innocent-man to pur him to death, this. abomi- 
nable forger of lies bragg'd up and down,*Twas for his impieties, 
that this place was ſo infamous and execrable, He was made to 
ſand all night in the cold, for their night hobgoblin by force kept 
this good/\man from his houſe, He to ſatisfie his neighbours, car- 
ried a hot Iron in his hand, and receiving no hurt thereby, he, ap- 
proved himſelf guiltleſſe, yer neverthelefſe his corn being cock't up 
in the fields 3* This wicked and forlorn creature burnt down his 
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dwelling houſe ; And when he perſiſted daily more and more 


ſpightfull, rhe Towneſmen bring the cauſe betore their Governougs 
or Biſhop. The Prieſts were to purifie and expiare their fields, a 
Townwiuh holy and devour prayers, and holy water, This wich 
edand diſturbed ſpirit at firſt was oppoſice and ſiubborn, wourft: 
ing- ſome with ſtones, bur being inchanced with divine hymnes, and 
by prevalent prayers conjured, was at laſt hu(h'r, and was never at- 
tcr ſeen, When cheſe were gone, came another turbulent Ghoſt, 
and ſaith, Vhile thoſe bald Prieſts mumbled over and over,l know 
not what, I hid my ſelf under one of their ſurpliſſes, and hearg him 
by name to take notice of him, who the night before through my 
perſwaſion lay with his hoſts daughter, When this relation was 
done, making a great howling, the Ghoſt departed from thoſe quar- 
rers, and vaniſhed up into the Ayre.

Here is a Caſtle in the coaſts of F:;ulandia, under the ſame do-

forcrold him4hat there wasa place, which he ſaw nort- far 'off lefr

Which ſport, when another Maid tha. lay in the next bed heard, 
ſbetrembled all over, and was tortur'd with ſtrange kinds of con- 
vulſions z ſometimes in the fir ſhe was blind, and though ſhe ſeem'd 
to be in her wits, yet ſhe uttered divers things lightly, and deſpe- 
rately.

Antagoniſt ; Of which Magnus Anaſtafiw the Biſbop of Theopolis 
thus writes ; In ſome places unto this day, the a&ts of Apollonius 
ſtands, and has their «fhicacy, ſome of them good for. the driving 
cvil ſpirirs from beaſts ; others to reſtrain the inordinate excurſions 
of the mind, and to expell thoſe things which endamage men ; 
neicher did the Deyil do ſuch and ſuch things when he was alive, 
buralſo when he was dead, and went along with him to his romb, 
and by his name onely did great wonders, to deceive \igno- 
rant men, which cafily after this manner are deceived, + VVhar 
ſhall I ſay of the magick of AMaretbon,. who was ſo expert and ar-

IN the year of our Lord, 2462, Ferdinand the King of the Neaps-

near the entrance of the Mafick Mountains, and by reaſon of the 
{carcity and want of water, he almoſt compeiV'd them to yieldand 
ſurrender themſelves ; When the wicked Pricfts durſt by their con- 
jurations.caulſe great ſhowers, for therc were found-in the Townel- 
men who were beſieged, who in the night-time deceiving the Ca- 
files Watches, thicvouſly ſtole to the ſhore through rough and 
hard rocks, bringing with chens the Image of Chriſt crucified on 
che Crofle, firſt with q——_ cu it, and proſecuting it 
with Mapicall Verſes; sfrerwards they fall into & trenzy, callin 
upon Heaven, Earth, and Sea; for & Tempeſt, Ar what time theſe 
Prieſts, the wickedeſt and blaſphe of all mankind, ſtudied 
by their prophane arts eo pleaſe the Souldiers perſiſting in cheir 
wicked rites 4nd ceremonies, by which tacans (as it is reported) 
they procured rain, and an Afle being ſer before the Gores of their 
houſe, and they ſurg an Elegy, as chonpt(he were troubled in mind, 
Afterward the Sacrament was thrown into his mouth, the Aﬀe 
making great moan, and Jamenting, as though with funeral ſongs; 
at length they buried him quick before the dores of the Temple, 
But therite or ceremony being fearce finiſhed, the Sky _y_ ro be,

Mz Sictdites Mag, Manuel Comnenu being Emperour , 
who would not ſuffer nor allow of ſuch fights, which did 
effacinate the peoples eyes,bur ſent all cheſe Divel's, companions ro 
them which he would have baniſhed ; when he- (aw a lictle ſhipin 
ia a large place of the Palace, in which ports and diſhes were tranſ- 
porrted,he by his magical verſes cauſed the Marriner to be ſqueeſed 
andcruſhed , and made him no ſooner leave to ſtrike and daſh the 
ports together, then they were all reſolved to duſt: a little while 
after ſkroaking his beard, he began ro lament, and rhe miſt being 
palt, hedeplored himſelt, that he was fo handled by ſome irefull 
dicty;.and being asked why he broke his ware in peices , he wich 
much greif declared,thar, being very buſt: rowing with his Qares, 
there was a horrible greatSerpent,that extended itſelf over the car- 
then Veſlclls ,'and thar he faw it with' ſtaring eyes, as though ir 
was ready to devoure him, and no ſooner beganto leave off rowing 
about, than that all the pots and plarrers' were: broken and cruſhed 
tro pieces. This Magitian played another prank , 'fomething like 
this, for waſhing in a Bath, he began troquarrell and wrangle with 
them, by and by he went our of che Bath, a little afrer {ome others 
through fear and haſte running out together, and treading upon one 
another, djd leap out ofa Channell, in which there was hot-warer, 
and when they sKipt ou of ir, they were as black as Pitch, and they 
were thrown our of the Bath, and were foundly Kickt. Nicetas 4

Emperour ; and by this deceit he did it, by his conjurations and

heroick deeds of Perſius and others 3 Pelzas did conſent to his 
deſire, riot that he migint encreafe rhe glory of his youth, nor adde 
ſplendour ro ir, bur hoping that he would quickly be ſlain in ſome 
wartlike Expedition or other ; for he feared his brother ſon, leſt 
by the help of his fon, he ſhould ger che Kingdom from him. In 
the mean while, he promiſed him ayd for bis Warr, if he would 
prepare for a Voyage to Cholco5,to ger the Golden Fleece, Then was 
Pontus inhabited by the Barbarians and wild Nations, and they

The Ship(we will, not ſay, whep dipped in the 
water) was calledeArgo,fromArges its builder,who alſo rook care of 
repairing her, when ſhe was ſailing on her Voyage.z or elſe named

In the 
firſt place, Pelias made Jaſon's tacher ro drink Bull's blood, he flew 
his brother Pomechus, being but as = a boy. Alchimede his Mo- 
ther was deſigned for death ; for all ſhe was a VVoman, yer ſhe'did 
one very memorable thing with a manly courage; when ſhe fled 
into the inmoſt receſſes ot- the Palace, and there begging of the 
ods, that they would reward and revenge ſuch impiecty, ſhe ran 
| ſelf thorough wich a ſword : Jaſon returned back into The faly, 
and the eArgonautes promiſed hitn to de-what they could torevenge 
ſuch an hainous wickednefle, if he would fight againit the City. 
Medea promiſed, that by her crafe (he would kill Pel/as, and 
would deliver the Kingdom unto them withour any danger, and 
that ſhe would do her task roo; for ſhe was to inſtru them in eve- 
ry thing; and ſhe from the Palace was to give ſigns of the whole 
Affair ({moke by day, fire by night) to the Keepers of the Vatch- 
Tower on the Sea-coaſt ; therefore preparing Diang's Image, which 
was convex and hollow, in which ſhe hid divers kinds of veno- 
mous things.

cameEatone, they transformed him into an horſe, a ſwine, or an 
Aﬀe, and fold him for a-certain price 20 Merchants. A cerrain day 
a young man appearing, by his geſture a Srage-player, being enter- 
rained of them, and eating mear with them, was by them transfor- 
med into anAſſerthey gamed much by him,who ſhewed many won- 
derfull cricks co paſſengers ; for at the command of the old women, 
or any fign they made , he turned , or moved which way' they 
pleaſed z for his underftanding periſhed nor,chough his ſpeech cea- 
ted, whereby che old women gor mach money; which: being per- 
ceivedby a-neighbour, he for great fumme of money bought the 
Aſle; bur the women conditioned he ſhould fo keep him, that he 
ſhould not go 2nvo the wacer. His keeper for a long time kept him 
from the water, | but ar laſt was fo incaurelons, that he broughe 


| him ro a pool in the neighbourhood, where he a long time wal- 


lowing and rumbling, he was reſtored co his own proper ſhape ; 
and when his keeper raifed himup-tofce whether ir were his Aſle 
or no, he told him who he was; rhe ſervant told this ro his Maſter, 
his Maſter telterh che fame to Pepe Levy the old women being con- 
verted, confeſſe it, The Pope doubred hereof; but a moſt learned

riouſly thaken, wondertul works were ſhewed, Morauia and Ba- 
varia telt me loflc of rwenty fix Towns and Caſtles thereby chrown 
dawnzas itis related ta the adts of that year; Men and Beats periſh- 
ed, Walls, Temples, Buildings were overturned, whole Cities 
overthrown; morcover mountains burſt aſunder, ſqueezed rhar 
ruinous de{trugian and loflc of men;tor ewo Mauntains (as it were) 
ran to the devoured Cities, and being drawn violently go the 
Town of Eliſa, killed all living Creatures that were therein z the 
gaping of the Earth, chat chereypon enſued, partly remained as 
che Earchquake left it; but ſame parc of it growing wiler, (wal- 
lowed up all before it, the foyl being fo fallea into ic, thac there 
was no poſſible paſſage.

charmed with magical incantations, and placed him in a high-way, 


wherein the King paſſing was fet upon,and by his horns was killed, 
and (o loſt his Sceprer, John Mag, in his book 8. chap.13. 


ID Hilip Melan8ber reports, that he was told by Chribopher Groff 

and Sigiſmund Galentus, that a certain Virgin of Bozonzs, that 
was .converlant amongſt men two years after her death, and who 
was at a Banquet whureunto ſhe was invited, not tafting agy hegr, 
and ſitting amongſt other Virgins, by chance g Magitiap preſent 
knowing the fraud of the Devil, ſaith to them that were preſent; 
This pale Maid hath bcen dead, and coming ſtraight ro her, takerh 
from under her right ſhoulder, an inchantment, whereupon ſhe 
appeared an ugly dead corps. This inchantment had been per- 
formed by another Magitian, and thereby the Devil had carried 
about this corps all this while, 


A Studious yourg man of Sffordia, with the ragiog love of a Vir- 
gin, became almoſt mad by the violence of his paſſion ; be beiog 
ioumarely acquaioced with one Skilfull in the Magick Art, was 
told by him, that he would by his skill fo work, that the Maid 
with whom he was ſo much in love, ſhould come ro him, ſo that 
he would abſtain from the imbracing of herz the young man pro- 
miſcth 
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- miſerth continence ;z preſently the young Maid being moſt beautiful, 


eners his bed-chamber, by words and geſtures declaring much 


" love; which he {eeing, upon his firſt behalding her, he was fo 


wrapt our of himſelt, and unable ro command his affeRionate pal- 
ſton, imbraces her very courreouſly ; whereupon the Virgin pre. 
jently falls down dead, which did infinicely rorment both: him 
and ene Magitian, who by his inchantments fo worked at length, 
that the Devil entred her body, and by his motion of the Devill, 
the Maid returned home ; ſhe was inrent to her accuſtomed labors, 
bur wholly pale and filent. Afrer three dayes her Parents got Di- 
vines to her, who when they had ſcriouſly converſed with her, the 
Devil went out of her, and{1he falling down, appeared a meer ug- 
ly baſe carcaſs; blood is the cauſeoft a good colour, and indy 
ſpirits; theſe che Deyil cannor create ; God onely our Creator 
can, Our of the Colloquies of Luther. 


IN the year of Chriſt, 1543, a certain 7talian, by name Anayeas, 

a jugler of Sathan, coming up and down among the Sepulchres, 
and leading a red blind dog, by which he did many prodigiovs 
things; ſometimes in the middle of the Marker, A-dreas (a great 
company ſtanding about him) would cauſe them ro throw down

VN Valens was Emperour of the Romans, Libanus, a 
 Rherorician, and Jemblicw, the Maſter of Proclus, are 
reported by the divination of a dung-hill cock, ro have found out 
who ſhould be Emperour after Yalens; and moreover, after this 
manner it was found our z Twenty four letters are written in duſt, 


and agrainof Vheat and Barley is put to every letter; then the

IN the year of our Lord, 1323, Frederick of the Auſtrian Family, 

challenging to himſelf the Title of Emperour, againſt Lewis of 
Bavaria, Emperour, waged a cruel Vatrr, in which Frederick be- 
ing taken, was for three whole years detained priſoner in a Caſtle 
near the famous Town Naburg, ſcituated by the River Nabus. In 
the meantime, a certain Magitian coming to Duke Leopold, the 
brother of Frederick, promiſed, that he would free himout of pri-

Therefore the ſpirit immediately in thenight, comes to the Cap- 

tive Prince, ſaying to him, Thy Brother Leopold bath ſent me bither 
to-take thee out of Priſon ; Wherefore ariſe, and mount this Horſe, and 1 
will ſafely conduB.thee to thy Brother, , To whom Duke Frederick an- 

ſwered, who art thou ?  Ask not who 1 am, ſatththe- ſpirit, but ' without 

further delay mount this horſe, if thou-deſireſt tobe delivered out of Priſon, 
then grear fear and crembling ſcized, nor onely upon Frederick, bur 

alſo upon all - that were: with him; bur they figning themſelves 

with the ſign-of the Croflc,. the {piric vaniſhed away, and retur- 

ned alone to the Magitian.In the Chronicle of Hed:oz, book 4. 


'T is reported that in the year of Chriſt, 1271; one Joby, an eAl- 
main,a Prieſt at Halberftadium, was ſo skilltull inthe Magick Arr, 
- [chat upon Chriſtmas Eve in the morning, he ſaid Maſle thrice, 
Firſt at Halberftadium,' Secondly, atAfoguntia, Thirdly, ar Colonia, 
the ſwiftucſſe ofhis Horſe which herode upon, which wich in- 
credible ſpeed, carried him fromone of theſe Towns to the other, 
Many very prodigious things are written, which this Prieſt did by 
his Magicall Art, .

N the year of our Lord, 1272. came to Crucenatum, a Town in 

Lower- Germany, a Magitian full of tricks and Legerdemains who 

cut off his ſcrvant's head-publickly in the Marker place, the peo- 
ple being ſpeAators, and within halt an hour, joyned that: 10 his 
body which lay as it had been dead, upon the ground; the fcrvant 
1mmediately recovering life,and becoming as fprightful as ever he 
was. He was ſeen carried up and down in the Ayre, and makin 


We you noiſe, he ſcemed ro be a-hunting to thoſe that beheld him 
[ 


often times. He feemed alſo ſomerimes (to them that fiood ga- 
zing at him) to be an armed manthat did greedily devour a Cart or 
Waggon of Wine or VWood-and the Horles too. 


N the year 1553. two inchantreſles were taken, which by tem- 
[octis,hail, and cold, endeavoured to defiroy the fruits of the 

Earth, Theſe women ſtole a Neighbours child, which they cuc 
in pieces, and pur into a pot to boyl, It came to paſic by provi- 
dence, that the Mother ſeeking her child, came at that inflant, and 
ſaw in the por the diſleted members of her child, therefore cheſe 
two pcſtilenet Witches being taken and examined, confeſled (by 
rortures that were defervedly inflited upon thew) thar if the boy- 
ling of. this child had been perfeted, they had cauſed fuch 
terrible cold as: had defiroyed the fruits of the Earth, He- 
dion, book 5. | CY 
IN the year of qur Lord, 1558. in aneigbbour Town of eFhezs, a 

certain Magitian cured wany mad-men- by hearbs which che De- 
vill had ſhewed him. Moreover he had commerce with him, and 
took dayly advice ot him for curing of diſeaſes: it happened char 
there was great diflemtions twint him and a neighbour: of his, a 
Carpenter ; in their railings and brawlings, tbe Carpenter did - 
exaſperate and vex the mind. of. the Magitian with fome 
bitter and reproachfull ſpeeches, Afrer ſome Monechs were 
expired, the Carpenter fell inwo a. dangerous diſeaſe, and as one 
having forgot all former diſcontent berween himand the Magitian; 
ſcekerh to him tocure him of. his: moſt miſerably aMicting fick- 
nefſe; The Magitian counterfeiting himſelf appeated& and:mucthis 
friend, whilft he promiſed his mmoſt indeavours.to cure him, in 
the mean time he reſolves, having this opportunity, 10 revenge: the 
wrongs heconceived, andgives him a potion compaled of vene- 
mous hearbs, which as ſoon as the Carpenter had taken, his body 
was ervciaied and rormented with ſuchextream pain, thatheſude 
denly/gaveup the Ghoſt. The wife therefore of the Carpenter with 
his Kindeed; accuſe the Magitien of man-flaughter, for which:cauſc 
be is. convented before the Senate ar Aber; and beivg examined by 
coxments, he confcſſedchis murder,. and: acher impious and \ moſt 
wicked deeds, and that he had learned his Magickote certaip'old 
Woman inthe neighbourhood, which lived arthe. Vvood: Herrynts 
for which moſt horrible and flagitious arts, they cauſed:him ra _ 
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tryed roa ſtake and burat to death, Manlize in his ColleQi- 
00S, 


Artin Luther uſing many words concerning Witches, tells 

V K.chat his Mother was many wayes vext by an inchantreſlc, 
a ncighbour, inſomuch chat ſhe was wont for fear to ſhew her 
much kindneſſe, and by intreatics and courtefies, uſed to procure 
her gaod will : for this Wirch did ſororment her Infants by in- 
chantrwenrs, that-with continuall crying, they expired their lives. 
And when a certain Preacher in.his Sermon declaiming againſt 
ſuch kind of Witches, and/alluding to her impiery, he was to in- 
feſtedand infected with inchantments,that he had no way to eſcape 
deſtruction; for by theſe Witchcrafts, the ground (o(hrinked from 
his fect as he went, that he could not ſtay himſelf, bur was there- 
by forced into the River, being ugable ro ſtay himſelt till he was 
caſt chcrein.

queſtion the Devil fo anſwered, That (A lexaxuer underſtood{hitn -

rhe upper Conclave, and bids him bring him the book.that lay up- 
on the Table,in which Magical Arts and incantations were taught ;

ed, That he came thither for the Pope's book. To which the De- 
vil replyed, Vhart doeſt chop call the Pope? I am the- Pope, 
When the Pope being fick, by his Miniſter, heard theſe things, he 
was greatly afraid, and eafily- uaderſianding how 1the-cate flood - 
with him, by his own cotnmand he was carried ints the inner Con- 
clave, whither as ſoon as he was come, the: Devil raking the habir 
ot a Poſt-meſlenger, cometh and knocketh haſtily at the door, and 
being ler in, comerh to the Pope lying in his bed, and re}{s Fin; 
that the time was now expired, and therefore he muſt ſpecdily de- 
part this life ; VWhereupon there arofe-eontention, whereby thoſe 
who were preſent, underſtood'the firife betwixt them, to-be con- 
cerning the number of rthe-years ; but Satan evidently demonfira-

The fame Witch did often ſell romen, ſwine, which after 
they were bought, turned into bundles of firaw; art laſt Divine 
Juſtice brought him to a deſerved puniſhment at Norburg,(with two 
women that were his.complices) he and they, by diabolical tricks 
which they uſed, when they.were not obſerved, (tole mens goods, of 
which bciog ar laſt dereted, they were apprehended and caſt into 


priſon together; anda rich Woman, who was till that time re- 


puted a Matron of good converſation,' was confcfled by the women, 
ro be/guilry of the ſame wickedneſſe of ſtealing and- fornication, 
which by their legerdemaines they exerciſed; and therefore the 
was likewiſe caft into priſon z bur the chief Magitian himſelf, 
though put ro. great rorments, would confeſle nothing ; and - when 
it was conje&ured, his art, and ſpirit or familiar, was in the hair

THe horrid and much ro-be admired example of the power of

hend a Witch, and bring him to execution: bur they were (o 
annoyed with loarhſome (tincks, and ſtruck with ſuch a terrour 
inthe buſineſle, that they utterly deſpaired of cffcfing ir. The 
Judge (tis name was Peter) inſiſting more carncſily upon the per- 
tormance of his command, again exhorts them, that they would 
rake courage and lay violent hands upon the Witch, for now the 
appointed time was come, wherein the deteed crimes of this im- 
pious perſon muſt be puniſhed ; by which encouragements, -being 
animated ro repel the faſcinations of the devil, the V Vitch was ta- 
ken, and brought to execution, - 


A! another place when a Witch was bound and brought te the 

Gallows top, ſhe ſper in the face of the Hargman, and he pre- 
{ently fell down dead; in like manner the did by a ſecond, Bur the 
third going about a little more warily, was yet {o invenom'd by her 
breath, thar all his face ſwelled till he was ſtark blind with it, and 
a lirtle after, he died of ir, | 


Wir power the Devils have to afflit Brutes , Cattle, and 
all other creatures, and how they can raile ſtorms and tem- 
peſts, you may find ſufficiently laid open in the 14. & 15. chapters 
of the forecited Author ; the examples are very horrible, nor do1 
think it neceflary to commemorare any more of them. The Hiſto- 
ry of Job will evidence the fame thjng, what is not onely the 
power, but how extream the malice of that evill Spirit. 


Here were two brothers, to whom their Father left a compe- 

. tenteſtare when he died, the one of them took upon him a 
Monaſtick life, the other married, and ſer up a common Inne ; and 
moſt earneſtly gaping after Riches, uſed all means poflible to. de- 
fraud, nor onely his gueſts, but their beaſts by falſe weights and 
Meaſures, - and conveighing their provender from before them, 
Whilſt he thus trove to be rich, his eftate went to wrack on every 
fide, and rhe more he rook careto heap up, the more and greater 
Joſſes he fuſtained. VVhen bis brother the Monk came ro him to 
part the eſtate with him according to his Fathers Will ; he deſired 
his brother that he would forbear proſecuting him for the diviſion - 
of the goods ar preſent, for he was poor andina very low condition 
and notwithſtanding thar he uſed all means poſſible for the gaining 
of an eſtate, yerallthe fraud he could-uſe profired him nothing ; 
when the Monk heard this, he ſaid ; O wy Brother, if you order 
your Family ſo unjuſtly, 'ris no wonder that things go fo ill with 
you. For you keep ſuch a gueſt that conſumes all,. and more than 
you 
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you can poſlivly gather: and it thou wilt ſee t im, follow me into 
the bottoin of the Cellar, and I will ſhew thee who confumes rhy 
eſtare, Whither when they were both come, the Monk by his ad- 
jurations, made the Devill that lay hi4 there, (hew himſelf to bis 
brother, And preſently a beaſt otan immenſe bignefſe, and fo tac 
that, withour much ado,he could not move himſcif,appeard, which 
when the Monk ſaw, he ſaid, O what a gainfull lane Joſt thou 
keep, and turniog ro his brother, ſaid, Behold that bealt thou haſt 
pampered by thy fraud, for whatſoever thou fraudulently gottett 
trom any wan, this ugly beaſt devoured, Therefore hearken to 
me; Be faithtull andupright 1n thy dealing towards all men, uſe 
an equall meaſure, and defraud no body; and after four years I 
will come again, and then divide my Fathers eſtate with you, His 
Brother follows the Monks countetl, and as much as he went back- 
wards inthe world before, he now came on, and in a ſhore time 
had ſuch expericnce of divine goocinefſe, that he was Maſter of a 
great eſtate. Ar four years end, came his brother the Monk, to ſce 
what condition his brother was yet in, who received him with 
greatalacrity, and told him he had followed his advice, deſiring ro 
ice rhe beaſt now again, in which the Monk gratified his brother, 
and commanded the beaſt that lay hid in the Cellar ro appear, 
which when he came was ſo lean, his bones would ſcarce hang to- 
gether. Then fayes the Monk to his brother, now it's time for this 
gueſt ro get hence and ſeek another Hoſt, Bur if thou ſhalr here- 
atter order thy affairs with the like Juſtice, thou ſhalt alwayes 


learn experience of the great bleſſing of our great and good 
God. 


Ot long fince; ſayes Bodizw, in Valts (which is a name of the 
>uburbs of Laodenum) acertain Witch by her inchantments, 


| treed a woman from her diſeaſe, who was mot grievoully affli&- 


ed, and thus ſhe effe&ed ir, Falling down upon her knees, and 
looking towards the ground, \,c called upon the Devill very ofcen, 
and with a loud voice, that h- would cure the Woman ; and pro- 
nouncing certain ſtrange words, gave her a morſell of bread to car, 
and by this means the woman recovered, VWhichkind of cure is 
plainly ſuch, as if the ſick woman had prayed to the Devill for 
bealth, chan which it were better to indure the moſt painful death, 
D4monomanie, lib, 1, cap, 6. 


Remember about 20, years ago, at Lutetia,in a Noblemans houſe 
there, I ſaw a young man by often reciting certain French words 


in the preſcnce of many honeſt people (which I think not good + 


to mention at this time) make a ſeive dance, and move at his plea- 
ſure, And that he had a Familiar to help him is manifeſt, for that 
waen he was gone, and another repeated the very ſame words, he 
could effe&. nothing of that nacure by ir. dem, Lib.

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O Country-man (fayes the ſame Bodinw) is ignorant, that if 
cwo Verſes out of the Pſalms be recited while the Milk is a 
caurning, there will no buttcr be produced by any Art. I was at 
Chills ot the YValeſians, when a boy ſtanding at the maids heels,hin- 
dred the butter ro come or gather : but ſhe threetning curſes from 
God upon him, if he did not ceaſe and remove his Verſes, made 
him ſpeak ſomewhat prepoſterouſly, and backwards as 'twere,and 
then the Butter came after ſhe had ſpent almoſt a whole day abour 
it, If you putbura lirtle Sugar into the milk, it will makeno but. 
tcr; for this proceeds from an antipathy innature, and by the ſame 
reaſon, if buta little Cyprian-brafle be caſt into a Furnace of Iron 
ic will never melr, bur curn to aſhes, and therefore the Forge-men 
when they kindle the fire, {ce thartthere is none in the Furnace, nor 
any one near the Chimney. 


Here is a diabolicall art called aaJvaruarlder, or Ring Magick 

which is performed by putting a King upon a bowl of wacer, 

This a famous VVitch, an /tal:an born, uſed at Lutetra in the 
MDL XI1. yearof Ciriſt, mutcc ring out with all fome kind of 
words, and by this conceir, gave anſwers aright to ſome that con- 
{ulred her : but moſt were deceived by .it. Joachemw (amerenſis 
rells us that Hieronymwrthe Stage-player, whoſe ſon'became Chan- 
ccllour of Mediolarum, had a ring thar ſpoke, or rather a Devill 
ſpeaking in a Ring, which rightly rewarded the Maſter of ir at 
laſt, for ir cauſed him robe excommunicated and curſed. Bodenw, 
Demorom, lib, 2, cap. 1, 


Once (aw a Phyſitian of Toloſa exerciſe *Pabuarrie, or rod-Ma- 

gick, and with a low voice murmure out ſome (1 know not what) 

words, till the two ends ofthe rod met, and rouct\'c each other, 
But when it proficed nothipg tothe cure of the affected, he blamed 
their incredulity, and cuting it into pieces, he cauſed ir to be pur 
about the necks of thoſe that had the quarrane Ague, for their reme- 
dy, lbidem, 


F all wicked Ygevices of this nature, none arrive to that com- 

munity and perniciouſneſle, as that of reſtraining new-marri- 
es people doth ; Tnis the common people call che binding of the 
Ligula, which boyes praiſe with impunity, and with high impu- 
dence, ſome bragging of ir. Nor is this a uew thing, for we read 1n 
Heroso!us, that «Ameſis King of Egypt was ſo bound inthis nature, 
that he could not have rodo with his V Vife Laodzce, till with exor- 
ciſmes and ſolemn prayers he was freed, Paulus ,Emilius alſo te- 
ſtifies in the life of Clotarus the ſecond, that his Concubines uſed 
this trick againſt Hermamberga, Some Epicurean Philoſophers laugh 
at this miracle, becauſe theſe Artiſts in knotting the Lrgwula that 
are abroad, make people wonder when they ſee that they can by 
no means curethe ſame, And therefore rhe Canon ſayes ghus, It ar 
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any time by Wirchcrat: and {orcery through the hidden, bur al- 
waycs juſt Judgmenr of God permicting, and the Devill preparing 
them, thy copulation is hindred, repair to God, by humble cor- 
tcſron. Out of which place we may note tour or five Axioms , 
or- vndemable pefitions, Firſt, That copulation may be hin- 
dered by W irchcraft, which all Divines unanimouſly conffrm,end 
Thomus himſelf upon the fourth book of Sentences, in the 24th di- 
ſin&ivn, where he ſaith 3 Thar a man may be reſtrained un that 
parcicularyas to one woman,but not otherwiſe z and in his laſt chap- 
rer of Frigid thivgs, The ſecond is, That itis done occultly, but 
by the permiſſon of Godin juſt Judgment. The third, That ic is 
performed abſolutely by the Devill. The fourth, That in this caſe 
God is to be repaired to in Faſting, which laſt head is chiefly to be 
obſcrved, leaſt rhoſe chat are trouoled with chefe ehings (as many 
do, and as the Devill defires and intends they ſhould) run ro Dia- 
bolical means for remedy, | 
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Specially ir is Grange, that little boyes by prohounging fore 340, 
words, (hovld be able moſt exquititely ro perform this inchant- 
cent, I remember Ryolew, general Embaſſadour' to the Ble- 
ſe»ſes rold me, that a little boy was ſeen tying this Þfhot under his 
batwhile( Matrimony betwixt two was celebrateg in the Church, 
and that the boy being (gjzed on, eſcaped with the knot, Whileft 
a« Pi#aviam 1 acted as Vice-Procurator i thy yeat 1567, there 
was brought a caſe before me of this nature ; which when I told 
romy Landlady, a very vertuous woman, (he (as if moſt skill'd in 
that Art) in rhe preſence of Jacobuw Bauvafis an Attorney in the 
cauſc, declared there were above fifty waycs of tying this knot , 
whether totye a married man,or a wotnan onetly, that theone- de- 
ſpuſivg rhe oener's infirnity, might run aftee adultery, but thac 
the tan for the moſt part was bound, bur ſeldom afthd hardly rhe 
woman, and that they might be bound for a day, a year, or ever, 
or for as tonp as the kaot ſhould laſt,” ualefſe it were diffolved. 
Thar there was 4 knor, whereby one mighr be brought ro love ari- 
other, and yorto have reciprocal retuths, bur extream hatred; 
and that rhere was another way to make two love one the other 
moſt affe&ionarely z burit they came ro lye rogethtr, that ' they 
ſhould kratch with their nails, and beat one the other moſt 1nhu- 
manely. As I heard ac Tholoſa, there wete two thus illigated 
tor three years {pace, and then reconciled, and had a very fine 
child, And (which I moſt admire) the woman whileſt ſhe was li- 
pared, declared ſhe had litrle tutmours like warts roſe upon her as 
zz of children ſhe (ſhould have had, bur for this lifgacure. She 
ſaid, there wete knots ro be. made to hinder procrearion, and nor 
hinder copulation, that there were men could not be ligated, and 
ſome that might before marriage, and ſome after ; bue rhoſe few, 
and the Urines of men might be ttopr by thistrick, whereof they 
were not few thatdyed. I found a poor boy almoſt dead with this 
thing ; and che man that did che fear, lool' again the knor, and fo 
gave 
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gave his urine vent. And not many montths after, this very Sor- 
cercr dyed of a like ligature, 


' F His miſchief proceeding to a community in the Countrey of 

the P:As, the chick Quzſtor of Nrortum, when a new-mar- 
ricd wife accuſed a Neighbour of hers for reſfiraining her husband, 
in the year of the V Vorld, 1560, he cauſed her to be caſt into a 
very loathſome priſon, threatening her ſhe ſhould never come 
thence till the man were looſed ; aid after two dayes the impri- 
loned woman gave leave ro the marricd people to enjoy cach 
others bed z and when the Judge heard che man was freed, he freed 
rhe woman from priſon. 


T His is worthy our obſervation, That ir paſſes the $kill and 
power of the Devil, or any of his Agents, toreſtrain mens (cn. 
ſes, or bind others from cating or drinking, by intercepting their 
power or ſtomach; or deprive a man of the uſe of 'any member, 
ſave only that ſecret one, and fign of our virility, which in Germany 
they often deprive mes of, by making them run up into their be]- 
lies. Sofprengerus tells of a man of Spira, who when he thoughts he 
had loſt his premiſes, ſent for Phyſicians and Chirvrgeons to tearch 
for them, who found no {car or wound at all , therefore he repair'd' 
to the VVirch he had offended, and appeas'd her, and ſo was cur'd, 
Alſoa Cirizen of Ratisboxe furniſhes us with another example, of 
one who violently laid hold upona VVitch, and threatening to 
ſirangle hcr,compell'd her to looſe him from that »odus. All theſe 
Badinus relates in chap, 1, of his ſegond book, 


T Nſulanus, Abbot and Lord of the Notalians, who now is ſent 

Ambaſladour ro Confiantinople by the King, and Polonus (who is - 
-alſo. called Pruniskus) Ambaſſadour for France, told me, that one 
of rhe greateſt Kings of the V Vorld being very deſirous of the know- 
ledg of the number of his years, and the time of his death, ſenx 
. for Jacobi, a Sorcerer, who when he had ended Maſle, and conſe- 
crated the Hoſt, commanded a firſt-born ſon, or man-child of ten 
years old, who was provided for the-purpoſe, to be beheaded pre- 

ſently, and putting the head upon the Hoſt, pronounced ceriain 
words, and inſcribed ſome charaRers not neceſlary to be known by 
us; Then he ask'd the head, what he would have > which an- 
ſwered only two words, / ſuffer Violence, Ar this the King was 
inraged, and cryed, Take away the head; and preſently in that 
fury dyed. This ſtory is very common in the Country, wherein it 
was acted, and very certainly reported, although there were onely 
oo perſons preſent gt the thing. Theſe things thus writes B0- 
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Þ} Obannes (harterim, that wrote the Hiſtory of Charls the VIIstells 
AF us how one Guzelbelm, Edelenw, a Door of Sorton, was condemn - 
-J ed for Sorcery upon Chriſtmas Eve, inthe year, 1453, who 
confeſt he had otren 1n rlie night-rimebeen carried abtoad to a grear 
meeting of Magitians, where he alwayes- rencunced God, and 
ador'd che Devil in rhe ſhape of a Goar, kiſſing his poſteriors. 


A Certain poor man, when his' Vife often went forth in the 
*"\.vight, :and forth would remain the man knew not where,ma- 
kiog for her excule ro him, either that ſhe went to ſtool 'or bath 
wuh her neighbours z wherein when he had often diſprov'd her, 
he began co {uſpe& her chaſfity, and'ithrearned to kill tier, unlefle 
' ſhedire@tly told him where her haune was. She- being rerrified 
with-the ſenſe of preſent danger, told the marter plainly, as it was, 
in-every particular ; and furthermore; «that-he might experience 
therruth of what ſhe ſaid; promited ſhimhe ſhould ſee, and go 
himſclf whitherſhe uſed ro go, - Ad to that purpoſe giving him 
an oyntment, wherewith they being both anoinred;'and ſhe having 
protaunced ſome words; the Devil immediately carried them from 
the Countrey of the Lochriz, ro this Bawdeg alenſian Santis (which are 
diſtant no Icfle: than fifteen. dayes- journey., or more); when the 
man ſaw himſelf in company with 'Mggiiang” Witches, and De- 
vils, (ina humane, but horeid:ſhape) —_— unuſual ro him, 
and an a ſirange Countrey,” he begary20ibleſle Himſelf, 'and ay, 
Govd God, where are wernow 2 .Aitwineh words the! whoke com 
pany vaniſhed; Thenhe-underſtoodi thiathe was naked, and was

Here is in the ſame Author, in the year 1535, that a young 

Maid in the Dukedome of Spoleto, of the age of thirteen, ſaid, 

char ſhe was brought by an old woman into the company ot 
Witches, and ſeeing the convention of them to be ſo wondertully 
rumerous, ſhe cryed out, Bleſſed God, what meaneth this > which 
as ſoon as ſhe had pronounced, all vaniſhed away ; and the poor 
girle, being found early in the morning by a Shepherd, eo14 the 
wriiole bufineſle to tim, who bringing her nome, the Witch was 
accuſed by the Maid, and, being found guilty, put to death by 
fire. 


T He ſame Paulus Grillazdus in his Book de Sortilegits writeth, 
that being invited by a certain Nobleman to the Caſtle of 
Saint Paul in the Dukedome of Spoleto, coming thither, he told 
him of three ſage mairons, one whereof truſting in his promiſe 
that ſhe might freely ſpeak without danger, conteſſed that fifteen 
years ſince, ſhe was brought by a ſage old Woman into the com- 
pany of Witches, where the Devill being preſent,obliged them by 
an oath to renounce God their Creator, Faith, and Religion, and to 
be faichfull ro him, and that with their hands laid upon a book 
of moſt obſcure writing, healſo bound them to ſome ſolemn ſervi- 
ces to him in the night, and that they ſhould whenever he comman- 
ded them upon Holidayes, or ſet dayes, come whitherſoever he 
ſhould conduc them ; the Devil on the other fide promiſed ro 
ti;em mirth and felicity eternall : ſhe confeſſed further that at that 
time ſhe killed four men, many Cattle, and brought much hurt to 
the fruits of the Earth, and it ir happened at any time that ſhe 
came not to their meeting,without ſhe were able to give good rea- 
ſon for it, ſhe was ſo vexcd that ſhe could neither ſleep nor take 
any reſt z when She came to their meetings, She heard the voice 
of a Man which called the Devill little Lard, and ſometimes Mr, 
Martigetus; and as foon as evcr She had anoinred her {elf with a cer. 
tain union, She mounted a Goat that ſtood ready at the door, 
and held by the hair and tail ; by which Goar She was ſuddenly 
conveighed unto the great coverture of Bexeventum, where She 
found a very yu company of Witches and Inchanters, There 
when She had vow'd allegiance to the Devill, She danc't, fate ar 
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Table, and laſt of all, every Devill concopulared with her, or him 
they had to their peculiar proteRtion z and when they had thus 
done, every one getting upon their own Devills, returned particu- 
lariy,witn the ſame incredible {wittnefle that they came thither, 
and char alſo they did privately ar home adore the Devill, when 
this was all conteſt, and comparcd'to the confeſſions of two more 
rtl.cre were many others acculed who acknowledged the crime, 
and together with their oyntments and powders, they were all 
burnt alivc, | 


Lſo inthe third book of Tarquamadas of Spain, amongſt others 

you i-ave this more modern ſtory. That a Magiuan being 
very iumportunate, at laſt perſwaded a companton of his that he 
w:-uld be a moſt happy man, it he would bur be of his Faith, and 
ceme to their meetings. And when he bad given him h1s conſent, le 
on 4 night took him by the hand, and ſpeaking ſome words, they

mus Wite of Nueles Lavertus, walking with Mary his Mother the 
Munday next afcer into the convent at Franqurſaum near Lognium,

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which ſtandcth in a Meadow, her Mother putting a Broom berwixr | 


her legs, and ſpeaking ſome words (here omitted ) ſuddenly both 
Shean4 her viother were carried toa place wherethey found Joann 
Roberta, Joanna Guillimiza, and Maria the Wite of Simon eAgnus 
Guilelinva, the Wife of one Gruſpus, with whom were fix Devills 
of humane ſhape horrid to bchold, &c, And after {cme dancing 
with them, thc Devils lay with them, and had to do with them ; 
and that one that cook her to dance with him, aftcr he had ſaluted 
her ewice, lay with her tor half an hour together, and that the ſeed 
he ſpent was very cold. Joarze Guillemina aſlents with her in thele 
things, confeſfing thar it was very true, that at leaſt halt an hour 
ricy were incopulation, and that the ſeed ſhe received was very 


cold, 


V VE read al(o in the 1 6th book of Johannes Meyernm who 

moſt accurately wrote the Hiſtory of Flanders, Thar 
in the 1459th year of Chriſt, there was a very great company of 
botn men and Women burnt 1n the Town eAtrebantium, who mu- 
tually accuſed one another, that they. met in tthenight, danced, and 
lay with the Devill, Likewiſe Jacob Sprangerw, and four of his 
col:cagues alſo tcll us, that from the mouths of many wile and: 
good Men, they have been confirmed that many Witches had ar 
the ſtake in Germany confeflcd, and in particular art Conſtantia and 
Raitsbon in the year 1485, that the Devill lay with them after 
they had by liis 1n:1igation denied both God and all Religion. And 
thatnota few liad repented, and turned off themſclves trom thar 
wickedn. fl, and confcſled that whilft they were Witches the 
Devill 324 often ro do with them, It is written likewiſe char very 
many came, and freely acknowledged, though no man accuſed 
them, that they had been guilty formerly of commerce with the 
Devil! being Vitches, to ti.cle rhings Spargeus adds, that Witches 
did very oft copulate with the Devill, in the fight of the Sun, or 
clear day, and did ſiripthemlſelves in fields and Woods, and were 
often ſeen naked in the fields, and were ſometimes taken by their 
husbands in the manner withdevils which they conceiv'd tobe men, 
and therefore they (ct upon them with Swords whereby they could 
do no execution upon them. Paulw Gralandw, a Lawyer of 7taly 
(who knew very many VVirches ) doth declare in his book 
de Sortilegits that he was commended by an Abbot of St. Paul's ar 
Rome, in the year 1526. inthe Moneth of September, to take cog- 
niſance of three Witches, who amongſt other things, confeſſed thae 
every {orccreſſe had a particular Familiar to commerce withall, in 
the Hiſtory of St. Ber-ard, we read there was a Witch who uſually 
copulated with the D-vil ; her Husband not percciving hcr,tizough 
he lay in ehe ſame bed with her, 
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N the flouriſhing Garden of eAxton:w concerning Turquomeda of 

Spain. ] found another Hiſtory concerning a noble Spaniſh woman, 

who related that ſhe was induced by an old Witch when ſhe was 
cightcen years of age, and from that time ſhe had to do with the 
Devil; which was burned alive,and unpenirent,being a Cerdenate, 
'The ſame doth declare that another did repent, and was put ihto 
a Monaſtery. eAdamus Martinus the Laodunenſian Proctour of 
Confeſſion, rold me(ſ{aich Bodin)that he had a Witch of Biebra (that 
15 a Village two miles diſtant from Laodure) in queſtion, in the Ju. 
riſdiftion of D, Boaz, the Captain of the Yerumandtans, in the year 
1556. who was firlt condemned to be hanged, and afterwards 
to be burnt; but ſhe was delivered alive tothe fire by the fault of 
the Hang-man, or rather the juſt Judgment of God, who did fo de- 
monſtrate, that the puniſhment ſhould be equall ro the offence, rci- 
ther was there any miſchievous a& that did more dcfcrve fire, 
Therefore ſhe confefled, thar Satan ( whom ſhe called her com- 
panion) was wont tohave to do with her, and that ſhe dil feel his 
cold ſced,

1567, performing my office amongſt the under ſervants 
of the general Protour, I rook two filthy and beggarly Magitians, 
which did beg alms at a rich mans houſe 3 who being denied, did 
caſt in Witchcrafts, and all the houſhold being driven into fury,

T Here was a crafty Taylor at Lutetia a Magitian, who onely 
rouching with his hand, did curea Quartane Feaver, but he 
was in no wile curcd that would not believe that he could cure him, 
And there wasa certain /talian old woman at eAudes curing diſea- | 
ſes in the year 1573. who when ſhe was inhibited by the Judge ro 
cure any more diſcaſes, called a Court of Parliament, her cauſe 
was pleaded Eloquently, and likewiſe Learnedly, by D. Johanxes 
Baltruus, Lawyer to plead the cafes of the Parliament;tellow officer 
with the Lord of cMatratius,and my Countreyman; but it is proved 
that the means by which ſhe cured, did diſagree with nature, as 
with the Brains of a Cat, which is poyſoned ; the head of a Crow, 
and other ſuch like things 3 which things do plainly convince, that 
it was not done by the ſtrength of the excellent Oyl, or of the 
healthtull Oyntment (which many gcod men,and lovers of the poor 
do make) but by means beyond Nature, or by charms of heal- 
ing.

require it earneſtly of the Devill by intreaties, and She did labour 
by many mea2os (which is doth yor concern us to deſcribe) for bis 
healing, which Saran 8nſwered it could nat be done, And thereforg 
She fayinggohie, that for that cauſe he ſhould come no more to 
her , the Devil'anſwered her, that hewould not come.

which he did no more care for, then Z4&:benodorus the Philoſopher, 
who dur(t dwell in a houſe forſaken by the Athenians, and the Inha- 
b'rants, becauſe of an empry ſpit : Bur when hc heard that thing 
which he never believed, that he could nor go tothe Cellar ſafely, 
neithcr ſometimes take reft, having admonithed Leſit anus a certain 
Srudenr, to be in the City, who did exhibir hidden rhings to be 
ſeen in che nail of a little boy, he canſed that this S'yudenr ſhould 
uſc his art ; Bur a girle fullof knowledge, faid,' That ſhe ſaw a

rentimes flew, and eſcaped oat of the Bernates freld, out of the midi 
of hisenemies (for he had very many) and he conld never be flain; 
but when he was aſleep, he left rwo of his Diſciples Hippo and 
Stadlinus which were the chict Magitians in all Germany, who raiſed 
rcmp« fas, cavſtd lightning and gre as ſtormy.

Valcass Temple in the manner of f{acrifcers, the chict Prieſt of the 
Temple, numbring cach of them, except Pſammetichus who (tood 
io the laſt place, took the Phiall,and offered; and he being compel- 
led by neceſlity, took off his Helmet, .and ſacrificed therewithzthen 
he bore his Cenſer asthe reſt of the Kings did : the thing being min- 
ded, and obſerved, incontinently they that ſtood by, remembred 
che Oracle, and conſulting together, they judged Pſammetichus to 
be worthy of death, But by chance it happened 10 be known, The 
greateſt part of the Kingdome being ſhaken off, the other Kings did 
relegate and diſmiſlc by their Lawganother pare of them into the 
tenny parc of £29pt, andtharthe reſt (hould abſtain from that : 
Pſammetichus did take very ill that ignominy, and uncerhand took 
private counſcll how he ſhould revenge thar contumely : therefore 
1a the interim it was told by the Oracle out of Latone, which was 
in the Butt City, accounted the trueſt of all thoſe that the ZAgyprti- 
ans had, that he ſhould uſe the help and aid of the brazen men 
that ſhould iſſue our of rhe. Sea, and thar they ſhould vindicate 
Pſammetichus, and inthrone him in greatdignity, Not much time 
was {pent cre that the Jortars mixt withthe [arran viewing all the 
Sca-colt thereabouts, that they might rob thereabouts, and being 
driven by Storms and Tempeſts, did voluntarily ftcer their courle 
into &gypt: therefore one of the inhabitants ſeeing them land, and 
come on ſhore, affrighted at the uncourhnefle and ſtrangeneſſe of 
the thing, being full of fear, related it to Pſammettcb«s that the 
brazen men were come, For the AZgypuans, unrill that time, had 
never ſeen an harneſſed Souldier, rhen he perceived that the farall 


time was come; and quickly he entercd in league with the Jon ans, 


and with their companions, and got them on his fide, for the ap- 
pointed war with many-promiſes z and Pſammetichus aided with 
theſe helps, quickly deſtroyed the Kings by whom he was relegared 
and diſmiſſed, and all the Countrey was yiclded ro him. Sabellicus 
lib.

eAnuel Comnenus Emperour, having a Son born,that he might 

make his birth-day more famous, did entertain his nobleſt 
Cirizens (as the cultome was) with a {umpruous feaſt, carrying 
boughs in their hands, and called his Son!

field aor City when it came into his mind,that ic was utterly ubpofſi-

arriving at Syracuſa, and then incontinently related the Victory to 
che Tyrant, and was gratified with great rewards. Diony 1 was 
excceding glad of the news, and offcred gratulatory ſacrifices to 
his Gods, and celebrared great feaſts, banquettings, and Bacchana- 
lans; and when he had invited his friends and familiars indulging 
and overcharging himſelf with roo much wine, fell into a grievous 
ſickneſſe by reaſon of his roo much gulphing of Wine. Bur when 
he was told by his Gods that he was to dye,when he had overcome 
his betters. He taking the Oracle in this ſenſe, ro wit, as having 
reference to the Carthagenians, that they were berter, ſtronger, and 
more warlike men then he, Wherefore having many conflicts, 
bickcrings,8& skirmiſhes with them,if the viRory ſeemed to hang in 
equilibr;og,e,ceven-ballance,or rather his fide was likely to have the 
Preftat, he was wont to make the two VVings of his army tofly away 
and go be ore-come of their own accord, lcaft he ſhould ſe:m ro 
overcome his betrers, bur yer for all this Matcheuilian Policy, be 
could not eſcape the ſentence which the fates had dercrmined 
againſt him, But being an indifferent good Poet, was adjudged 
by the A:henten ſuffrages to overcome beter Poets; therefore the 
ruth ot the Oracle beiag io ſome meaſure accompliſhed, and ful- 
filled, the rerm and date of his life ended, Diodorw, bb,

Lexander the Epirot's King, being called intro 7taly by the 
Tarentines, and by the lots of the Dodonean Oracle, he was 
warned to have a care of Atheruſia, and the City of Parndoſia; for 
there he was to yield himſelf ro the fates, for this cauſe he ſent 
berime into /taly, that he might keep a diſtance from Pardoſia a 
City of Epirus, and Acheron its River,which the Theſprotza-: boſome 
Z 2 reccived, 
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An Hiſtory of ſtrange Prophecies, 
reccived, it Howing out of Adcloſ/rs, Randing hellifh black jer-like 
pools and bayes. But no humane providence-or forcſight could 
cichew faial neceſſity, whigh tor the moſt part ruſhes ſooneſt into 
that which is aimed moſt to avoid, Ofrentimes Alexander had 
ovcrcome the Bruttans and Lucans in battell, and had raken many 
of their Cities, In the mean time, he had fortified and ſtrength- 
encd three Monuments not far from the Pardoſrar Ciry, which did 
orieve and moleitthe borders of the Lucas and Bruttans, and did 
gricvouſly oppreſle the Countrey thereabouts. But continuall 
thowers did fo deluge and overflow the ficlds that lay berween, 
and fo the army being parted into three, could nor get help from 
any other, Alexander, not being able to ger ſupplies, made two 
Bulworks or Caſtles of defence, therefore they environed with their 
fiege, rhe Caprain parting with, and loſing a great part of his ri- 
ches and proviſion : There were of the Lucaxs exuls and baniſhed 
men about Alexand'r 200; by this means, they with their party 
promiſed that they would bring the King into their power, either 
alive or dead, Therefore the King daring to adventure, broke 
through the mid{t of his enemies with his our-ſpread waving hands 
andarms, and killed the Caprain of the Lucans, fighting with him 
hand to hand, and gathering together his army into one, he with a 
tull body came to the River, the ſtrength of whoſe Tide a little be- 
fore had broke:down the bridge,and when he conſulted of an eſcape 
over it,. being nor fatl;qmed by him, and his Army being tyred 
out, and by chance one bJab'd forth the name of the River, which 
was much hated by the King, and ſoexclaimed and cryed out, Art 
thou called Acheron, which being known, he made a great heſirati- 
on whkcther or.no lie ſhould paſlc over the River : and when ie fo 
delayed, one Sotzawa lervant, gave warning that the Lucans did 
{cek placestolye in wait for them, and when the King thoughr 
that they wereready to ruſh upon him, with his naked Sword, he 
lcapt-into the River, A Horſe on the overthwart bank ſtood to re- 
ceive him $5 which when one of the Lucans had wounded him with 
caſting a Dart, and the ſtreaming Tides carryed him down (his 
Spear ſticking faſt) rowards theenemics Camp dead, and they tea- 
ring it to pieces, and cutting it in the midſt, one part they ſent 
away, the o. her. was kept for to be mocked, which they a long 
while battcred with ſtones and darts, and at the laſt they delivered 
irtoa Woman, that ſhe might keep it to bea ranſome to redeem 
her Husband and children which were captives on the adverſe 
party, and they ſentaway the bones of the burned bedy to their 
enemics at cMetapontw, from whence they were further ſent ro Cle- 
epatro, and to her (iſter Olympras, the Mother of Great eAlexander, 
Strato. lib, 6. Valerim Maximus, lib, 1, © 
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Hcre was arnold Oracle came from the Altar of Jupiter Am- 

mon, concerning the death of Az! the famous Carthagentan 
Capizin. Lyhyfa corpus teger tuum, Ly.yſſe ſhall be thy grave. 
Amnnball did futpe& Africa, and that his buriall (ould be in Car - 
thage, and thought he thould end his life there, for ehere 15 a fabu- 
lous place of Bythinez :; betiderhe Sea not far off, there is a little 
Village called Ly/yfa, and by chance Au+tbal was baniſhed 
there; and becaule he alwayecs ſuſpected the mollities, and 
rendern le of the King of Pruf:ta, and abhorred the Romans, there- 
tore he opened ſeaven ſubrerraneal holes or paſlages betore his 
houſe, or out of his Tent, and divers foramrna or oilet holes made, 
jn which there was many lecret conſpirators, privarely combine- 
ing rogether, And when he received that commandement of T, 
Quinta Flamintwthe Roman Ambaſladour which he had dcfired and 
outained of the King, he attempred a' flight through the private 
holes; bur when he tell into the Kingdomes ſnares, he determined 
ro kill himſelf. Some report him to wrap his neck in his Cloak, and 
commanded his ſervant that he ſhould infix his knee in his poſteri- 
ours, and twine and twiſt him hard, untill ke ſhould dye. Zivi- 
«5 lib. 8, Decad, 4. and had poiſon given him; which he had power 
ro mix and mingle himſelf, and taking the cup himſelf, faid, We 
free at laſt the Roman people by this dayes work, when he believed 
that it was expected there ſhould be a long and a tedious death of 
thar hated old man, and by this means they ſay Azzball periſhed. 
Plutarchus in Flaminio, Pauſauntas vero in Arcadicts; that when he gor 
upon a horſe, he of his own -accord, wounded his hand, and had 
not rid far when a Feaver got hold of him by reaſon of the inflam- 
mation of his wound, and that he dyed within three dayes, And 
ſo the fatall name ofthe man whom the Nicomedienſes called Lybyſ» 
ſam, fulfilled the Oracle. 


Ppiu Claudixe in a Civil war,in which C7. Popeire falling out 
with (Ceſar, breaking the league, bringing both derriment to 
himſelf and to the Common-wealth, defirous to find our the ſpring 
and root of that great ſedition (for he excelledin ſtrengeh the Achat- 
an Empire) he compelled the chief Governovr of the Delphick Tri- 
pos, to deſcend into the inmoſt concave that they might know cer- 
tain things;conſulting with the Oracles, they werealmoſt choaked 
ſuch a damp and ftinking vapour of that divine, or rather diabo- 
lical ſpirit was drawn in by them. Therefore an inſpired Virgin by 
the inſtin& of the Deity, and with a horrid voice, ſung with ſuch 
quavering ſounds of words, utrered the deſtiny, or Oracle, For 
ic is nothing (faith ſhe) ro thee; in this Romare war, thou ſhalt ger 
the Valley of Eubes : but he thinking to be admoniſhed by «Apol- 
ly's Oracles, leſt there ſhould ariſe any contention or difference 
abour ir, departed intothat Region and Countrey which is between 
Rhamminta, that noble and renouned part of Mika and Cariſtum, 
bordering upon the Chalcidick Sea, lying between, got the name of 
| Eu'ga 
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Eubea, where he was ſpent and conſumed of a diſcaſe, before the 
Pharſalian combat and fight, and he poſſeſled that burying place 
which was forctold him by the Devill. Yalerim Max, lib, 1.

"© Oraclesgavean Item urto (\, Cal:gsla that he 
thould havea care of Caffim, therefore he gave order that 
Cafiim Longinus the Pro-confſull of «Aſia being a Lawyer, to be put

{lain by Cat Cheres, not being able ro eſchew his fate, Rutzlize, in

Mi Comnenu Paleologus Emperour, grieved with a pain at 
his heart, and being much troubled and perplexed with the 
tcar ot death, he asked thoſe that ſtood about him, what was the 
name of that place, When he had heard the name of Pachoms 
and «Allages,with a great ({igh, he faid,that there was he to finiſh his 
life, and that his death was decreed by the fates, and therefore 
bietcrly accuſed himſelf, that before that tiine he had not blinded 
and pluck'r out the eyes of that honeſt man Pachontns, for thar an 
Oracle was publickly reported to be given out concerning the Em- 
perour, that being deceaſed Pachonrws ſhould ſucceed him in the 
Kingdome, and being deceived and blinded with the love of ruling 
he had not haſtned to make Pachontins unſerviceable for the Empire.

Here was & famous City in Clympes, whoſe name was Libethra, 

which Mountain ſtretched it felt forth into CMMacedonia, nor 

far from which City there is Orpheus's Tomb and Monument, 
and there was formerly an Oracle had from [ibert patres, to the 
Libethrians our of Thrace, that their City ſhould be raced our, and 
deſtroyed by a wine, when the Sun firſt ſhould ſee Orpheus's bones, 
And theretore they being ſo well verſed and accuſtomed to the 
Oracle, that they never miſtruſted any thing, neither did they be- 
lieve that thcre was any wild bea(t endued with ſuch ftrength that 
could deface ſuch a City, which relyed no lefle upon their own con- 
fidence then it's great ſtrength. Bur when ir pleaſed the Gods that 
theſe things ſhould come to paſſe, a certain ſhepheard ar noon-tide 
being weary, laid down beſide Orpheus his Tomb. And by chance 
talling aſleep, in his dream began to chant and to {ing Orpheus Ver- 
(cs in a {weet and deleQable tone, and by that {weet chanting, 
thoſe ſhepheardsthar were hard by, and thoſe Plowmen that were 
plowing nor far off being much taken with ir, left their work, and 
ran to hear the ſweet ſong of the ſleeping ſhepheard, and there 
when they joggled and juſtled one another nearer and nearer to the 
ſhepheard, they threw down the Pillar, and that being caſt down 
the Urne was broken up, which done, the Sun ſaw Orpheus's bones: 
Therefore in the following night, a great deal of rain came, and 
the River ſides (being one of Olympay ſtreams) caſt down the —_ 
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of the. Libethrians,. and o'returaedthe noly Temples and-builtings, 
and deftroyed all the men and beaſtywhach were within the wals, 
Pauſ.,uuntas 12 Beoticts.

The Event confirmed the Oracle ; for the. Siphaians at that time 
bad a Markert-place and a Councel-houſe buile of white Parian 
Matblez when the Samraxs inſtantly came themſelves to Stphnum, 
and ſending a Ship with their Ambaſladours to the City, which 
was (as all ancient ſhips uſed to be) painted red ; the Meſſengers 
did require ten talents; rhe Siphnians refuled;* The Samians poſ- 
{fled rhem(ſclves of their fields, and flew niany of their City, 
and took many. priſoners, which the Sphzrans redeemed fora hun- 
dred Talents; Then art Jaft (although it was: vcry late) they un- 
cerftood the Oracle, of a woodden Army, and a red Ship of Le- 
gates and Ambaſſadors, Herodotus, lib, 3, | 


Here was an ancient Oracle given to the cAMeſanerſrans in 
Sicily, Carthaginenſes urbss ſue lixas futures; Which they un- 
dergood 1n this ſenſe, that the Carthagenrans were to be flavcs of the 
City Meſara, and to be ſerviceable ro them, and by this hope 
were puffed up with pride; therefore they attempred to oppoſe 
themiclves againt Hamrlcar the Carthagrnian Captain ; bur their 
City being raken, art the Jaſt they underſtood the equivocall ſenſe 
of the Oraclez for Hamilcar did command the Carthaginian Soul- 
diers, like ſervants, that they ſhould demoliſh and pull down all 
their- houſes, and that they (hould leave nothing unruinatcd 
and not puli'd down, and to burn all, and to.ſparter the tuines all 
about; neither was there any delay for his commands, they did 
ruinate the walls, and o'cerurn the buildings with ſuch violence, 
thar rhe multitude haſting, and being urgent, in a ſhorr time they 
ha4 finiſhed rhe work,all cheMWonuments were preſently aboliſhed; 
andthe manner.of the place was utterly blotted cut, and the 
ground, where the Citv formerly ſtood, did appear {o overthrown,

He Phocerſes being miſcrably vexed with War by the Theſe 
lians, ict to confult the Oracle at Delphos, concerning their

The Phocenſes being puſled with this dubious Oracle, and not at 
all underſtanding the meaning of it, ſent our three hundred Scouts, 
who were all {lain even tothe laſt man, with their Captain Gelo, 
This laughter ttruck the'Camp with a very great terrour, And 
at laſt they were come to that w__ of deſperation, that they 
brougnt together their Wives, Children, all their goods, and 
whatloe ver they could: wrap or wring, as gold, filver , and rich 
clothes, and amongſitne reſt, the Enſigns of their gods, and build- 
ing about them a-very great Pile, they left onely thirty men to look 
to them, with ſtri&;charge, that when they were in fight with 
their enemies, if they ſaw any thing go croſs or againſt them, 
they ſhould firſt lay their wives and children, and then caſt all the 
goods upon the Pile, and then pur firetoit ; and laſtly, that they 
thould cither kill 9ne another, or run deſperately upon their ene- 
mics weapons; from which among lt the Greeks all cruel and im- 
mane Councels and Deſigns were called Phoczca, or Phocenſian. 
Things being thus ordcred by the advice and counſel of Tellias, an 


| Elian Prophet, rhey draw our againſt the enemy, and being reſo- 


lute, ruſh-moſt deſperately in amongſt them, and being ated with 
utzer dcfperation, plyed their hands fo furiouſly, that they ob- 
rained the moſt abſoluce and ſignal victory that ever any Ape could 
boaſt of, -Then was the Oracle plain and obvious to every ordi- 
vary underſtanding.

make uſc of their fetters. | Bur having fought them, they them- 
ſelves were vanquiſhed, and thoſe char came alive into the enemies 
band, were fertered with thoſe very ropes they had brought, and 
t to mow and till the Tagean Land, being refirained within the 
gh of their fetrers. Thoſe very ferters remained in the Tem- 
ple of Minerva eMles atTh es within the memory of man, being 
hung up as a Trephic for that victory. Herodotus, 4b. 1, 
Leomenes, King of the Spartans, conſulting the Oracle at Del- 
(] , had this anſwer, Eum Argos eſte capturum; which runs

Which when he heard, being an inconfiderate 
man, and icarce above thirty ; he fo wholly gavehimſelf up to ſe- 
curity, that he feared no.hing, concluding that the Oracle had 
promiſed-hima peaccablc reign during his whole life, and that he 
could not dye before the appointed year ſet down by the Oracle, in- 
ſomuch that he arived to that heighe of infolence, vaine conceit, 
that having loſt ſome precious jewells in a tempeſtzhe was confident

nothing, and finiſhed his divinacions with runnings to and fro,and 
mad geitures. There ſtood little old womenby him, his kinſ-wo- 
men, who explained ro thoſe that asked Countell, what thoſe be- 
haviours of Baſilactu might foreſhew-'ot things to come, and '1nter- 
prered his filence asa wile ſpeech, He aniwered nothing to the 
Emperours ſaluting him, neither gave he thanks by a ſilent nod of

on both fides ralk together of this matter, he uttereth a voice our 
of his body, in which the dead husband of the poor woman ſeemed 
to complain of the greatneſle of the puniſhments, which he ſhould 
endure in Purgatory for the miſtruſttulinefle of his Wife, becauſe 
ſhe denyed ker daughter fo ofren defired by Brabantius a moſt ex- 
cellent man, with which complaints ſhe being affrighred, and pit- 
tying lier Husband, aflentedto the requeſt of the Knave ; who not- 


-withſtanding, it ſufficieorly appeared, ſought not ſo much after 


the daughter, as a dowry appointed her by ber Father in his will. 
For {ix Moneths after, when as he had waſicd the maids goods, 
the wife and Mother in Law being lefr, he fled away to Lugaunam, 
Thcre he had underſtood, that a certain Mcrchant and very rich

City, who, v/£#eas being Captain, had come into 7taly, They 
ſay ſhe was great with young, and to have come to the Altars, 
being ſtrucken with the hands of the ſacrificers z thence, to have 
fir down ona little Tomb, four and ewenty furlongs from the Sea, 
in a place ſurely hideous, and very difficult, ,£neas mindfull of 
the Oracle, followed the Sow aloof off, with a few that were by 
chance preſent, left being nigh thetrace, ſhe ſhould turn from 
the deſtinous way. Bur then contemplating the narure of the 
place, when as he perceived nothing in it which mighrinvite him 
to the tillage of it, being doubtfull in his counſell, he was vexed, 
neither could he bring it into his mind, that fuch unfit ſeats were 
ſhewn him by deſtiny. And he was now late buſied in advifing 
of that one thing, whether he ought ro-be there, or ſhould £0. as 
yer farther, hen as from the next place a voice withont ati 
Authour, was given, which commanded the 770jans to remain 
there.

Ertain Writers afirm Ezel:nw a Roman, and Albericus bre- 

thren, bloudy and fierce men to have been the fons of Adeb- 
heida, a Lady of the Noble bloud of the Tuſcans, of ſo high a wit 
and diſcretion, that (beyond belict ) as well by ob{crving the Hea- 
vens and Stars as Magicall Art, ſhe foreſaw things ro come, Many 
Predi&ions which accordingly fell out, were demonſtrated to her 
Husband and Children, and eſpecially this ene ; That on the day 
of herdeath, ſhe pronounced three Verſes in manner of an Oracle 
in which ſhe chanted forth the might,and progrefle, and the very 
place of the death of her ſonnes, and ir appeared by the events no- 
thing of the Propheſy bur came ro paſſe, Now I (hall ſay nothing 
of Albericu, whereas Ezelinu was admoniſhed to take heed of Caſ- 
ſazum, being ignorant thereot by reaſon of the obſcureneſle of the 
place, he ever moſt ſtudiouſly avoided the Caſtle Caſſazum, bor- 
dering upon the Paduans and Hetruſcians, fuppoling it the farall 
place; atlength after he atrained the age of ſeventy years, whilſt 
with all his might he warred againſt Medrolanzum, his terrible and 
inſolent ſpiric making him hated by almoſi all the Loxgobards, he 
was by them circumvented, for having paſſed the bridge, and fin- 
ding himſelf in extream ſtreights, and inquiring the name of the 
place, aſſoon as he heard Caſſarum named, and remcmbring the 
confuſion threatned by it, clapping his ſpurs to his Horſe, he ran 
readlong intothe River before him, murmuring to himſelf, O ine- 
vitable fate, O my Mothers preſages, O how was Caſſanum hid 
from me ! And before he could well (wim over the River, he was 
fallenupon by an innumerable Army,who had poſleſſed themſelves 
of the brink and bankſides of the River.

Avgury, that there was great danger portended to him by reaſon 
of a wound which he ſhould receive in fighting againſt the Indians, 
and rherefore he admopiſhed Alexander ro divert his intention from 
invading that City : who rebuked him for going abour to apall the 
courage of valiant men, and providing all chings neceſlary for his 
Marct;, he leading a great Army, arrived ac the City, and inten- 
ding to ſtorm jt, hc placed his Artillery againſt it, and making a 
breach in the wall, broke into the City, killed many, and parfued 
thoſe that fled to the very-Caſtle z and whilſt the Atmy ofthe 
Macedonians were ſeeking to ſcale the Walls, He, withour' any 
cunRation, ſnatching a ladder, and artificially bearing his buck- 
kr over his head, he falls a ſcaling che wall, and uſed ſo much 
celerity therein, that before dhe drowſy Barbarians could ger tothe 
wallto defend ir, he got to the top thereot ; the enemies durſt nor 
approach to grapple with him, bur pur. kim hard to. ir by Darts 
and Arrows which they threw and ſhotat him. The Macedonians 
with rwo ladders which they had rearedito the Wal}, did ofc en- 
deavour to ſcale the wall, aadrelieve Alexander, bur were ſtill re- 
pulſed by the enemy, Wherefore he being deſtiture of any help;

Eunm, who delighted in Magicall enchantments, and circula- 
tory legerdemains, ſerved amongſt the Eunenſians in Sicilia, This 
tellow-would rake upon him that he could by inſtin& and revelari- 
on from the Gods, who appeared to him in has fleep, tell things to 
come ; ſhortly after, he bragged that he could 'forcrell future 
events, not only for that the gods appeared to him aflcep, bur 
allo waking,and that they plainly told hum of things ro come: when 
as, by many of his Propbeſics, he was found a notorious liar, yer in 
the mean time ſome things came to paſle according ro his predi&i- 
ons, which was a rcaſon thatno man queſtioned him for his falſe 
Praphecics, but what he chanced truly to forerell, was ſo obſer- 
ved and applauded. that the people ſhortly had a high eſteem of 
him; atlaſt he deviſed ro blow a flame of fire our of his mouth 
with a certain fanatick fury, he Propheſicd like as it had been one 
of the Prieſts of «Apollo, ro which purpoſe he had a nur, or ſome- 
thing of like nature bored through, in which he put fire, and com. 
buſizble marrcr ro nouriſh it, and putting it into his mouch, and 
blowing, ſometimes ſent forth ſparks, and ſomerimes flames, this 
fellow was uſcd before any defeQion, to brag that the Syrian god- 
deſle did appear to him in his ſleep, and tell him that he ſhould 
obtain regall dignity ; and hedid not rellthis onely to the ordinary 
ſort of people, but likewiſe he daily related the ſame to eAntige- 
wes the Eupenfian his own Maſter : hus relation rayfing much laugh- 
ter, and Antzgines taking great delight in his prodigious lies, had 
him as a jeſter to wair upon him at his feaſts, and would enquire 
of him concerning ſtate-affairs, and what would become of all che 
company, and when he anſwered them all with great confidence, 
and promiſed.that irwould come to pafic, that he ſhould ſhew 
great lenity and.clemency to his Lords, be rayſed great laughter 
amoogſichem, The common people rayſing a tumulr, come to this 
Eunw, and asked him if the gods favoured their enterpriſe: he 
approving the thing , - perſwaded them to go on therein, and 
preſently four hundred of his fellow ſervants, taking him for 
their Captain, brake inro the City, and made ſuch a horrible 
ſlaughter, that they ſpared not very ſucking Infants, and this 
was the beginning of the fervile Warre which made ſuch hor- 
rible deſtruQion in Sicily, rhat Rutiliw ar length with much 
ade, made an cnd of it, Diodorw Siculm,lib.3 4. 


VV ar the Thermopile long Mountains paſſing through 


Greceto the Egean Sea, three hundred Lacedemontars 
were to fight againſt Xerxes, Megiſtias Ararnas, a Propher of the 
race 
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race of Melpodes, told that it was apparent, That dearth was itmm1: 
nent over all ti:eir heads z/ though Leonides offered openly rodiſmiſs 
Lim,that he ſhovid rot undcrgoſuch hazard of his life, yer he would 
not deparr, but alſo cauſed his onely ſon-ro go-along with him}'and 
be a SoulGier; all the reſt of his fellow-Souldiers which were'dil- 
charged of their ſervice, went their wayes ; the Theſb:enſjan and 
Theta»: Souldiers went on, and continuing with the- Lacedemontars, 
they all peritht together.

Gamemnon, leader of the Greeks againſt Troy, when he had 
taken Briſeides from Achilles, Thetis imterceding Joue for 
her fon, that he would ſubje& the Grecrans to the Trojans, 
cill rley really perceived, and found by wofull revenge, 
what lofle, trouble and vexation they had cauſed ro Acbilles, by

be the meaning thereof; ar laſt ſaid, That thereby was revealed 
to him from the gods, that Hyſtaſpes and his ſon Darts did lye in 
wait to ſurpriſe him and his Kingdomyhe uled therefore his utmoſt 
endeavours to return into his own Countrcy, the Maſſegetians be- 
ing conquered, and leaves his fon in his place ; bur that Viſion 
foretold, That Cyrus ſhould be ſhortly overthrown, and that cre 
long Darius ſhould obtain his Kingdom,: which came to paſle, af- 
tera ſhort reignof Camvyſes, which came betwixt this and Darimd 
his Conqueſt, Sabellicus, lib, 6.

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Ocrates forcſaw in his dreams, that his Scholler Plato would be 
Yui excellent Orator and Philoſopher; for the day before (he 
being brought to him by his father) Socrates in his dream ſaw a 
white Swan fly into his boſome, which by his muſicall tiriking of 
his wings, filled the Ayr; which Dream, as ſoon as Plato was 
brovght to him, he declared.

H Ippocrates in his Epiſtle to Phlopomenes, relates his Dream 
raus; That meditaring ſolicirouſly of Democritus, (ro whom 
being called rocure the Abderitazs, he {auh,that health would meer 
him in the motning). I ſaw, quoth he, vAſculapius, and as we 
were both before and even at the ports of the eAbderitari, Aſcala- 
pius appeared nor,as his pitures ſpeak him, mild and gentle,” bur 
with ſqualid habit, and an horrid aſpe ; and there followed him 
Dragons, a fierce kind of creeping creatures, of huge length, b ſling 
in deſarts and lawnes z: he had in his company likewiſc, men that 
followed him with boxes of medicaments handſomely cloſed up :

Eleucus was the ſon of Antiochus, who was one of Alexanders 

Capiains, He had Laodice for Wife; who, that night in which 
the conceived Seleucas, ir ſeemed to her, being at reſt, that ſhe lay 
rogether with eApolo, from whom ſhe had received a ring ingra- 
ven with the ſhape of an Anchor, and that he was found in the 
bed, and tobe kept with diligence, Laodxce pave him unto Seleu- 
cus (being well raught concerning his birth) going with Alexander 
into Aſia, It is added, thar Seleucus, and thole begorren by him , 
had their thigh marked with a yaturall Anchor, 


Hen the Romars being once ſhut up in difficult places by 

the Sanmes, were greatly preſſed upon P, Decrus, then 
Tribune of the Souldiers, he ſaw himfelt in his fleep, to lye be- 
tween moſt thick wedges, dying with much glory, By which 
dream, the moſt valiant man, moſt thirſty after glory, yet not fo 
much affcighred, as encouraged unto the deſire of his promiſed 
end, began to decline no kind of danger : and being admoniſhed 
by triends, that he ſhould fight the more warily, he opened unto 
them his dream and purpoſe. Then notwithſtanding being (be- 
yond thought) unhurt he brought the army out ſafe from the jaws of 
thcir enemies, But after three years paſled between, rhe late truth 
was brought ro ſleep. For in the Latine War, himſelf being 
Conſull, facrificed himſelf for the Common-wealth : and being 
brought into the middle of the enemies Armies, he dyed with 
ſuch glory, chat he ſtirred up his fon unro the like defire of an here- 
ditary death, Theſe almoſt after this manner, are both written in 
the Annals of Rep, and related by Tully,

. Gracchus ſaw the fhape of his brother Tiberi (who was kil-

affrightned through the cruelty ofthe dream, ceaſed not ro inrear 
him, thatthe next day he would abſtain from the Court, Bur he 
not noved with a VVomans dream, thought to do that, he earncſt- 
ly deſired to go to the Senate, in which the hands of Parrictdes were 
brought on him ; where, by Brutus and Caſf;us he was (lain. Ya- 
lerius, Book 1, chap, 3. 


L. Cornelius Sy!a, not onely forcſaw his death, but alſo wrote 
ſomewhat of ir: For in the twenty ſecond Commentary of 
deeds done by him, rwo dayes before he deceaſed, he fer to the laſt 
hand ; and ſaith, the Chaldearns forerold him, That where he had 
famouſly lived, he was to depart in the ftlowr of happineſs. He 
telleth alſo, That his ſon, wao had dyed a little betore Metella, 
was ſeen ina dream to ſtand by him in an unufual garment, and to 
have prayed his father, that he would lay afide cares, and would 
go forward with him to his Mother AMetella, there with her to live 
in reſt, Platarch. in Sylla, 


Beholder of Playes, who ſtanding in the place of beholding, 

had muſed in his fleep, that he was flain by a (word-player who 
ſeemed to be preſent ; by and by he cold the fitters by, that he had 
ſeen the Dream ; ſo being killed by him with an Eel-ſpear, he 
raught by experience, the vain dream to be true, by a miſerable 
iſluc.

Reat Sforttas, the day before he departed from Orthona againſt 
Braccim, who beſieged the Ciry Aquila, in the year 1425, 
dreamed about the morning, That being overwhelmed with a deep 
heap of waters, was converſant in the greateit danger of his life, 
and to have heheld a man in a Gyanr-like ſhape very like ro D.Chr. 
ſtopher, of whom even with a great and often repeated voyce, he 
beſought belp in vain. Bur he being nothing warned by his 
dream, departing by Orthoxa, in the croſle paſſage of the ſmall Ri- 
ver Aterzus, (which at this day hath its name from the Town 
Piſcaria) while he brought help unto a Lad, his Armour-bearer 
being in jeopardy, his right hand being ftrerched forth; pirching in 
the 
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the muddy Foord, his horſe, although famous, failed in his hinder 
legs,and fo his armour weighing him down,he was drowned, Jo-

Alpaga, an Archer, was not an unacceptable ſervant unto G a. 

leatius Sfortias, Duke of Mediolum, among his houſhold-{cr. 
vants. This man, the day before that Galeatius was killed, be ſaw 
in the night, ar the time ot reſt, as if himſelf had been preſent ar 
the thing, bim being thruſt thorow with wounds made, to be pur 
rogether with his father in the ſame Coſhn, That which after- 
wards he waking beheld to be done, Galeatias being dead, while 
a proper coffin was made for him, Which ſight, the ſame 24al- 
paza, before the Duke was killed, being through fear aſtoniſhed, 
had to!d unto his Earls.

Mz Anthony Taurell, Earl of Guajtela, when he warred in 
the Kingdom of Neapolis, in that War which Ferdinand the 
Elder, King of eArragon,.waged with Rezatas King of Andegauia, 
in the Rtanding Camps, which he had inthe Country of the Bru- 
21as; ariſing in the morning from his bed, he rold thoſe his Soul- 
dicrs who had ſtood about him, that he ſaw in his ſleep, that he 
was drowncd inthe watcr: and therefore dcereed to abſtain from 
ſwimming, to which he had accuſtomed himſelf.

him,lerting himſelf down with ſome others into the Lake ro ſwim, 
according ro the dream that he bad ſeen, he was drowned, when 
as none of his Souldicrs could bring him help.

he had purpoſed troobey Artabanus, Bur the deſtinics urging him, 
he bad the ſame dream ewice, He ſaw a man in a noble likenefle, 
chiding him, becauſe he defcrred to bring War on Greece, The 
thing being ralked of with Avtabanus, he confirained eArtabanus 
cloathcd with the King's garments, to take a fleep'in rhe King's 
I 1 2 'F hr once, 
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Throne, The fame reſemblance was alſo preſented before the eyes 
of Artabanus: Therefore he incenſed Xerxes unto the Warr of 
Greece,with no leſs diligence than before he had withſtvod : indeed 
rhe evil fate of Xerxes 10 urging it, that the moſt proud King might 
pay the puniſhments of his raſhneſs and pride, The ſame Yerxes 
{ſeemed to himſclf to be crowned with an Olive-graſs , with the 
boughs of which Olive rhe whole Earth was overwhelmed, and 
preſently the Crown, tyed faſt about his head, vaniſhed : This 
dream was more famous and ſure than the former. Xerxes had ak. 
frighted the world with Warlike preparation, and new ſcemed 
to triumph over Greece, eAthens being taken, when as he was by 
the diligence of Themiſtocles broken, he was forced by a ſhameſull 
flight co ſhift for hislife, Herodotus, book 7. | 


T He Spartans, Callicratidas being Captain, were to fight at Ar- 
ginuſa ina Sea-bartell with the Athenians, the diviners on both - 
{ies diſlwading them. For the head of a ſacrificed beaſt lyin 
on the ſhore, diſperſed the Lacedemonians, _ drawn thro 
the rage of a wave z the Soothſayers ſhewed, all theſe things be- 
tokened that the Pretor of the Navy was to periſh in that combar, 
Which thing being heard, they ſay (allicratidas anſwered, he ſhould 
withdraw nothing trom the Spartane worthineſle, if by fighting he 
ſhould falf, But unto Thraſibulm the Athenian, who being then 
Pretor, led the Navy, and ro whom that day, the top of Royall 
Authority had come by lot, by night this dream appeared, Ir ſee- 
med to him, rogether with ſix 9ther Prztors, to a&-the Tragedy 
of Euripides; whoſe title is inſcribed, [ Phensfu]- in the common 
Theatre, Bur it ſeemed his adverſaries ating the Tragedy, whoſe 
name is [Supplices], the Cadmean Victory to have happened to 
them, andalltohave periſhed, by imitating the Captains, who 
had pirched their Tents for the aſſaulting of Thebes, Theſe things 
being heard, a Prophet being called to interprer, they ſo expoun- 
ded 1t, that ſeven Captains were to fall in that barre)I, Bur the 
holy things otherwiſe openly promiſing V iory, be bade the Cap- 
rains, that it may be ſhewed unto their companions alone concer- 
ning every ones death, - bur that they divulge a ViRory (betokened 
by thoſe very holy things) throughout the whole Army, A battell 
being joyned, Calicratidas, ſome Ships of the Enemies being firſt 
overcharged, dyed z the conqueſt remained in the power of the 
Athenians, 25, Ships being loit, 77. of the Enemies ſunk. They 
fought on both ſides, with little lefſe then four hundred Ships, and 
that battel is mentioned to be the greateſt of all, which indeed 
Greeks with Greeks ever fought.

It ſeemed ro him tofſail in the Portick Sea, with 
a proſperous wind, and now to foreſce Boſphorw, and courtcoully ro 
ſpeak to thoſe that were carried together with him, as who rejoy- 
cerh in bis ſure and undoubred fafery : but ſuddenly he was found 
forſaken by all, and roſled in a ſmall broken piece of a Ship, His 
friends ſtanding by, ſtirred bim up, being buſied with thote trou- 
bles and Images, ſhewing that Pompey was at hand, A fight chere- 
fore (inſtead of a bulwark) being begun, he was overcome, Far 
more then ren.thouſand were {lain, and the Camps were taken ; 
Mithridates himſclf with a draught of eight hundred Horſemen 
with him brake through the Romans. By and by the reſt {liding 
away, he is left alone with three, among whom was the Harlor 
Hipficratia, who had alway been of a manly boldnefſe : Where - 
fore the King called her Hyſpicratzs, Burthen the being cloathed

young men, not without the ſafety of all, flaip; whote names be=

niſhed thoſe robbers that they ſhould reſtore the reward of Vertue 
which was given to that Woman by him, bur they, contemning 
his words, hc flew them all, for they were the Brethren of Althea; 
bur ſhe being much grieved fortheir ſlaughter, execrated and cur- 
{cd Meleager, and beg'd of the immortal gods, who had heard her 
prayers, that they would pur anend to the life of her Son, ſome 
ſay that in Meleagers birth, the deſtinies appeared to Althea in a 
dream by night, and ſaid, then ſhould the lite of her Son Meleagey 
be expired, when that wood (which was a quenched charcolled 
fircbrand) was burned out: the child being born, Althea think- 
ing thatby ſaving that Vood, ſhe ſhould alſo ſave the life of her 
Child, ſhediligently reſerved and kept it, Afterwards bcing grie- 
vouſly rormenced, and vexed by the death of her Brethren, ſhe 
burned the eband, and then the cauſe of her ſons death came to- 
light, and repenting her of the faQ, ſhe hanged her {clf, Diodorw, 
lib, 4. cap, 2. 27.0 


S Tympbalus a River in Arcadia, maketh a great Lake or Gulph, 
and percollating, and being filtred through the Veins of the 
Earth, inſinvates it ſelf at length into the Argolick field, and there 
its name is changed ; for Stymphalus *ris called Eraſiuus it the dayes ' 
of Pauſari#:this miracle happened,” when a ſolemn rite was very 
curlorily performed by the Arcadians to the Stymphalian Diana; and 
inthe firl} placethe rites, for their countrey being Prezermitred, 
Incontinently the Grove fell upon that cavern, under which the Ri- 
vcr Stymphalus did drain and ſweat through the Eartli's pores, 
ecrctore the mouth of the paſſage (by reaſon of the interveining 
rubbiſh) being dam'd up, and. the water making a reflux and 
flowing retrogradcly, the water did ſpread and cxpand it felf over. 
all the adjacent fields no lefle then 400. paces, and made a great 
pool or Gulph, ,And ſo by chance it happened that a hunter cha- 
ling his Hart, when ſhe had ſtuck her ſelf in the dirt of the fen, be- 
ing chated with grict of mind, ſwam through the water, and he 
had not Icft off the purſuit afterher, cre a great chaſma or Gulph 
borh ſwallowed up him andthe wild beaſt together (they report) 
that by and by the ſtanding water finding the channel of the River, 
and following it, fo that the whole Lake was drunk and dryed up 
in one day, the ceremony being more preparedly and magnificently - 
made to Diana. Pauſantas in Arcadicss, *

from her father that did obſtuprate her, delivered it ro her Narſe, 
chat it might be for a mark and ſign of himthat violated her, Bur 
afterwards when a grievous peſtilence did invade and come upon 
the City, for ſuch a hainous perperrgted wickednefſe, there was 
an Oracle given out by Pyth:as, that the Authour of that impiery 
ſhould be ſacrificed to the freeing and liberaring-gods. Therefore 
Cyane being conſcious of theſe things, flew her tather, haling him 
tothe Altar by the hair of the head, that the gods might be paci- 
fied.

reſt ; to this Tithorean Iſis are two Fairs yearly cclebrated in the

Entheus the King of the Thebanes when he had grieved Libey 

. his father, and reviled bim with many contumelious terms 
and other things, he did very inſolently, bur at laſt that he might 
pry into thoſe hidden ſacrifices of Women, went to Cytheron, and 
climbed intoa Tree, and frog thence he ſaw all, which when the 
mad Pricſteſles of Bacchus ſaw with a great violence, they tore him- 
bcing alive, in pieces, and pulF'd limb from limb. They ſay, there 
was an Oracle given at (orentbes, that they ſhould make inquiſition 
for, and ſeek out that Tree, and the finders out thereof 
ſhould be worſhipped with divine honours, therefore by the Item 


or inkling given by that Oracle, there was two wooden pictures 


found of his Father, Liber, put in the repoſitory of the Temple: 
beſides rwo mouthes which were anointed withred lead, they name 
the other Lyfius Bacckus, Pauſanias tn (orinthiacts ; Euripides writi 

cfrhe daughters of Bacchis Cadmus, and their ſiſters the Semeles 
which brought up Dr05ſ;us, did mention one Pertheus, thateach of 
them tugg'd away the parts of his body.

V Hen the Potz#ians had obtained the rites of the conſecra- 

red things of Bacchus, which was aſſigned for a gift to 
their nation by him, as an heritage, Apprus Claudius the Cenſor bee 
ing the Author of it, did transfer jt to the ſervileſt baſeſt office of 
their ſervants : therefore all that were above thirty years of age, 
eAdultt, were {lain and deſtroyed, and the name of the Potittans, 
divided into twelve Families, quickly was quite extint, And 
eAppins for his part was made blind, Yaler;us, ib, 1. cap, 2,L:Vius, 
lib, 2, Decad, 3, 


Cz . Terentius Varro overſcer for the Temples, when he made Crr- 
ces playes in the Temple of Jupiter, be put a boy of admira- 
ble veauty, a player, to keep the watches, Which being done 
aſter many years it was as well expiated, as remembred: for a great 
while after, being made Conſyll, fighyng at Canras, he proſpered 
joill, that-he almoſtloſt fifty thouſand Romans that were ſlain, Ya- 
ler, Max, lib, 1, cap. 2. 
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Nuibal and Himilco being two (arthagenian Captains, , be« 
lieging Azrigentum, commanded their Souldiers that 
they ſhould cat and throw down all the Sepulchres and Mo- 

numents, and fo by that ruine draw and contra a great heap of 

rubbiſh and to bring ittorheVals z neither was the Army flow to 
execute this command, nor to bring this work to paſle : but whileſt 
they were digging there, a great reverence of Religion and awe of 
rhe gods began to ſeize on ſome of the minds of the Army. For the 

Tomb and Sepulchre of Thero, a Monument of great labour and 

labour and Arr, ſhaken by lightning, trembled : which miracle 

being procured for ſome of their Prieſts, when they ſaw the multi- 
rude make haſte ro pull it down, laboured with all might, and 
main, to ſtay and forbid it ; and ſuddenly a peſtilence invaded the 

Camp, which deſtroyed many, neither did it wreſk a few into di- 

vers afflitions and calamiries in which eAnnibal the Caprain him- 

ſelf dyed, As alſo thoſe that did watch by night, did think they 
ſaw ſpe&rums and ghoſts, and the ſhadows of them that were dead 
walking and wandring in ſhades, And Hinulco gave over ſpoiling 
of the " ny and quickly performed his Rues to his gods,ſa- 
crificed an Infant to Saturn,and drowned a whole company of Pricſts 


to appeaſe Neptune, Dzod, lib, 13, 


|| Lus when he ſaw MinervaesTemple on fire,running in haſte,took 
up Pallas's Image which fell from Heaven, and inſtantly be was 
ſtruck blind, A while after the wrath of the Goddefle being appea-«

P £qaſmbearing the Images of Dionyſius out of Eleuthere a City i1 
Boetia into eAthens, the Athenians did negle their god, neither 
did they receive him (as the cuſtome was) with pomp, Where- 
fore their god was angry, and infeted the privy members oft he 
men with a grievous difcaſe, And enquiring of the Oracle by 
what means they might be freed from this puniſhment, had this 
anſwer, thatthey ſhould receive their god with pomp and honour.

For her Tem- 
ple wasin Eli (a Ciry of Achaia) which they called the Tem- 
ple of AriFarchus, Bur he being apprehended prelently after, 
when he refuſed to betray his companions, he was tory with new 
deviſed rorments, amongſt which he loſt his fe, Platarch, iz pro- 
blemat. Grec. 


Hilomelus, who firſt poſſeſicd the Tetnple of Apello at phocis re- 

{trained his hand trom the holy things, which neceſſity did per- 
mirhim ro rake. But Ozemarchus which ſucceeded him, ſpent 
munch of the Money in War. Phyallss the third, the brother of Ono- 
marchus, took away a great nambet ot the gites whici: were conſe- 
crared in the Temple z rocoyn Money, to pay kts hired ſouldiers, 
And truly having received 120, Golden bucklers dedicated by Ce- 
ſar King of the Lydians, which weighed ewo Talents, he caft them 
afideto make mency, and likewiſe three Eundred and fixty Gol- 
den Cups, which weighed twenty pounds, andthe Golden Images 
6f a Lion and a woman, fo thar all thole things were valued ar 
"rhirry Talents of Gold, and all thoſe things which were coyned 
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of the Gold, according to the account of Silver, did amount ro 
four thouſand Talents. Bur all the Captains did ſpend the ſumme 
of above fix thouſand Talents our of filver things, which were 
conſecrated as well by Creſm,as others : thar if the whole value of 
the Gold and filver were accounted, it would amount to more 
then 10000, Talents, Bur all rheſe were heavily puniſhed for 
their impicty and contewpr of the Deity. For Z?hilomelus fighting 
againſt the Beotians , therevengers of {acriledge, being wounded 
in many places, was ſhut into a certain ſicep place, whence he 
could not eaſily ger out (a puniſhment which ſometimes was wont 
ro be inflied on Captives) ; he being afraid,caſt himſelf headlong 
thence, and inthe ſame manner, payinga due puniſhment co the 
Deity, he died. Drodorus, 1:6, 16, Onomarchus having his Army 
vanquiſhed by Philip the ſon of Amyntas, lwimming to the ſhips 
which were bound for the eAthentan (hore, dicd ia the Sca, Phy- 
allus was conſumed with a perpetuall contagion, Bur Phalecw 
which after all them took away whatſoever was left of the gifts, 
lived long enough in fear, and divers great dangers, not that his 
fortune might be thereby better then the other companions of the 
wicked miſchief, but that being tormented for a longer time, and 
made more known to many by his miſery, he might undergo a 
more famous and much mentioned calamity. Being tofſed about 
with very much wandring, when he did reſiſt Cidovrs in (reet, he 


was ſtricken dead by thunder. 


.Fulvim Flaccus did not eſcape unpuniſhed,becauſe he carried 

the Marble tiles that were ro mend the Temple of June ac 
Lactrmum, torthe Temple of warlike fortune, which he made ar 
Rome, Fcr it is affirmed that atter this deed he was not long in his 
wits, but alſo yielded up the Ghoſt, by very great grief of mind 
when he heard that one of his two ſons (which were waging war in 
Hliricum )was dead,and the other ——_— {ick.By whoſe tal rhe 
Senate being moved, took care that the Tyles ſhould be carried 
backto Locrw(a City in the uttermoſt part of 7taly which was na- 
med Magna Grecia.)

Wir the Perſiars, under the condu of Xerxes, came to the 
moſt famous Temple ar De/phos with an intent to ſpoil it, 
great miraculous things were preſented to their {ight, The evill 
Demoxs (whoſe habitation without doubt the ſame was) never ſaw 
a greater prey of men offered to them, then with that Tempeſt,they 
could appoint the ſame new ſuperſtition to Xerxes, and the whole 
World which he took with him, Two Rocks being ſuddenly ſmote 
down from thertop of Parnaſſus, tumbled down upon the enemies 
lying under, and broke in pieces many that reſiſted, Moreover 
lightning being caſt down from the Heavens with 'Thunder, and 
the holy armes moved out of the inner pare of the houſe of rheir own

erva, did overthrow the Barbarians ſuddenly, fo that they caſt

And by 
thele various Phantaſms, the Temple remained uoviolated, Tro- 
gus ſairh, that the men of Delphos found four thouſand men, whoſe 
whole hands were conſumed by lightning, and the filthy tempeſt, 
and art length they proclaimed openly, thatby how much the grea- 
ter the offenſc of the gods was than the offenſe of men, by ſo much ; 
chey ought to uſe more ſudden and grievous puniſhment, Dyodor, 
Lk.

Hen Theron King of the hither Spazz, was driven with rage 
ro aboliſh the Temple of Hercules, which is at the $ades, 
(two Ifles at the further end of Spa:z beyond Granate) having fur- 
niſhed his army of Ships with neceſlaries, the men of the 1fles of 
Gades came againſt them, being carried in ſwift Ships, -and barrel 
being given, it was weighed in an equall ballance as yer, bur on a 
ſudden the Kings Ships were pur to flight, and therewith being 
caught with an unexpeRed fire 5 they burned. Very few of the 
enemies which remained being taken, did declare, chat Lions did 
appear to them ſtanding on the Decks of the Ships of the 6G ades, 
and ſuddenly their Ships were burned with beams ſent in, 
ſuch as are painted on the head of the Sun, cMacrreb.

Wii Pyrrbus King of the Eperots returning out of S:cily, paſ- 
ſed by the people of Loerus, he ſpoiled the Temple of pro- 
ſerptna notable for much Religion among the inhabitants of Locrus, 
ſaying inderifion : Knſeaſonable devotion ts ſuper ftition, and to gather 


Riches together without labour ts wiſedome. Bur the day after that he 


had committed that ſacriledg, his Navy being toſſed with an ugly 

tempeſt, all the Ships which had'the holy Money, were driven to 
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the ſhore of /taly, With which misfortune being aftrighred, he 
commanded that the Money ſhould- be my out, and laid up 
again amongſt the ancient treaſures of the goddeſlſe, Neither had 
he any good fortune afterwards. For being toſſed with many mif.

VV Hen Hemilco Prince of Carthage (having brougt.t almoft 
'Y all Sel under his ſubjection) beſieged Syracuſa, he ſpoi- 
led all the Temples, but in the firſt place, the Temple of Ceres 
and Proſerpina, And while he ſtudied how togird his Fogg 
encompaſle his Tents with a wall, he demoliſhed all the Sepul- 
chres-almoſt atthe next Vork cobuild his Wall, amongſt which 
he ſpoyled the Monuments of Geloz of . Demareta and his Wife, 
anciently builded with wonderfull work. Bur ina ſhort time af- 
ter he ſuffered deſerved puniſhment for his facriledge and impiety 
ſo arrogantly commirred againſt the gods, For ſhortly his affairs 
went to wrack, all things being begun to be made worſe, and af- 
ecrwards when courage increaſed by little and little in Diony- 
fiars, and he was accuſtomed to weary them with often ſallying 
out, and fight with light eruptions, they alwayes returned Con- 
querours at all skirmiſhes, Alſo vain eumults among the Souldicrs 
and ſudden terrours were often ſtirred up inthe ſilence of Midnight 
throvgt.outthe Camp, by which they did run to Arms in vain, the 
cauſe of it no man knowing, and their Tents being turned upſide 
down with carthquakes, afterwards they perceived their enemies 
ro break out of a bulwark upon them. A peſtilence invaded the 
Camp of zhe beſiegers in the Moor with a burning heat, which 
conſumedthe number of 150000, Dionyfim making uſe of that oc- 
caſion, ſet fire on his Navy, and drove them to ſuch extremity, 
that he compellcd the Tyrant to buy a ſafe return for him and the 
Carthagenians with a reward of three hundred Talents, having left 
and betrayed his companions. Being returned into his Countrey, 
he did lead a life expoſed to thereproach of all, and was fo mi- 
ſcrable, that he went about the Temples of the: City in a very 
thin Coar, declaring bis impiety, and exhibiting his puniſh- 
ment tothe Deity, having, confeſſed his wickednefle againſt the 
Gods. Laſtly deſpairing, he killed himſelf "willfully , lea- 
ving agreat fear to the Citizens of violating Religion, Drode- 
71, lib, 14, 
Hen Delos was heretofore the chief Emporium of all Greece 
and thar onely fenced with Religion, it defended all the in- 
habirants from the injuries of all others. Burt Merophames a cer- 
rain Commandcr of the Armies of Mithridates, who being driven 
by the command of the King, or his own inſolence, aroſe againſt 
the I{land, and invaded it with his Navy, baving neither the de- 
fence of Walls, nor Arms, VVhereall things being beaten down, 
taken away, and pillaged, ar length he laid the very City ceven 
* with

with the ground. In that dcſtrution he caſt the Image of Apollo 
(proudly being taken from its feat)into the Sea: That,buing brought 
by che raging ot rhe-Sea to the bounds of the BZztjans art Lacomna, 
named the place Epidel:iam, - But neither Menophantes, nor M:- 
thridates himf. If did elcapethe'wrath of thegod, For nor long aftcer 
the calamity of Delos, whea he was carried into the Sea, rhe Mer- 
chants which had elcaped his hand, flew Af-zophantes, Bur che 
god compelled AMtbridates to: loſe his courage, having loſt his 
KirgJome already, and beingUriventoand fro by the Romans, he 
could reſt no where, There are {ome which ſay that he begged, as 
a great favour,from one of the Mercenary Barbarians, to be killed, 
Pauſanzas, in Laconicis,

\N/ Hen the Grecrans had dragged ont by force, and killed rhole 6g. 

who came to pray in the Templeot Neptune, in the City of 

Helires, a great and ſudden Earthquake d1d nor onely overturn che 

very walls, bur alſo defaced the very foundation of the City, that 

there was not fo much as any tokens Ieft, whereby ic might be 

known to future ages. eAnd they record that another fab de truftion 

bappened, Helires was incompaſled with a deluge of the Seca in 

the winter ſeaſon, and the very Grove of Neptune was ſo overwhel- 

med with that inundationz that the tops of the higheſt Trees could 

hardly.be diſcovered : which comming o paſſe, che whole City 

with us inhabicanrs was ſuddenly deft oyca as well: by the moſt 

violent motion of the Earth; 'as''the' moſt ' abundant over-runnirg 

rage ofti:e Sea, In the foutrh year of the Ohmprad, 191.

the Alcar of Juzo: bur they forbore not to lay violent hands upn 
bim in chat place, but & lirtle afrer they ſaw bloud ſprinkled 
about the Temple, as if ir had ifſued out of a continually-Howing 
Fountain. Bur when the Sabaritans had ſent to ask counlcll ar ric 
Oracle of Delphos, they received this anſwcr :

Warlike Neptune, built by Trophomras and Agamedes, with Oak- 
en boards, forbidding entrance notſby the oppoſition of any bolr, 
but oncly with a ſmall Wollen rope drawn before it, which had a 
ſecret force to drive men away. Never any one entered into this 
Temple,beſides ,Epytus King of Arcadia, who having loft his" Son 
as ſoon as ke entercd intothe Temple, he was ſmitten blind by the 
ſudden force of the Sca-water, boyling our of holy. fourtams,\ and 
not long after died, When the Emperyur Adriazw did: build ir 
vp again, he, did fer overſeers amongſt the workmen, leſt any 
one (hould look icto the ancient Altar, , of ſuffcr any rubbel ro be 
carried from it ro any other place, Panſanras, in cArcadi- 
cfs. 


N the Mountain Lycew of Arcadia was the Altar of Jupiter Ly- 
caw, whither no man could come. If any one entred defpiſin 
the Religion of the place, it was ccttainly requifite that be of 
dye within the ſpace of that year, Iris & wonderfull thing fo . 
that (as they fay) as well men as beaſts, which by chance come in- 
to the circuit of this place, have no ſhadow of their bodies. And 
truly a Hunter cannot follow wild beaſts thar fly thither, bug tan- 
ding at the entrance, he cannot perceive any ſhadow that they 


' have, Iriscertain that the men of Syema a City of Ethiopia, do 


ſhew no ſhad ows from their bodies at that time of rhe year, when 
Cancer is in ConjunQion with the Sun. Bur in this Lycew it doth 
happen in any part of the year.

Hey report that in Cerynesa City of Achata, was the Temple 
@ of the Eumenides, dedicated by Oreſtes. They believed thar it 
any one entred in hither to ſec it, polluted either with ſlaughter, or 
any inceſt, or kind of impiety, he being troubled in mind, would 
preſently be cruelly terrified, Wherefore the entrance of the 
Tewple was forbidden to all that firived otherwiſe. Pauſaniss, in

We Erefichthon a certain Theffalonzan had cut down the 
: Grove of Ceres, ſhe ſentro him perperuall hunger, and cau- 
ſed that he ſhould never be (atisficd with mear, Hehad a daugh- 
cer named Meſtra, very well skilled in Witch-craft, whom he of- 
eenſold, being turned intodivers forms of living Creatures, which 
running away a little after, would return to her father ha- 
viong taken her former ſhape, and fo ſhe helped her fathers

J Hen Cambyfes King of the Perſians, came tothe Theban ,E29p- 
trans, he ſent fifty thouſand to deſtroy the Ammorians, and 
commanded thar they ſhould burn the Oracle of Jupiter Ammon. 
Therefore when they had gone ſeven dayes on their journey along 
theſands, and dined between the Ciry Oaſis and the Ammonians ; a 
ſirong Sourth-wind overwhelmed the whole Army with heaps of 
Sand carried along. He being gone againſt the Macrobran ,/Ethiop:- 
ans with the reſt of the Army, when having ſcarce finiſhed the 
fifth partof his journey, wanting Vicuals, he returned to Memphss, 
Where when the ,£gyptians did make Holy-day for the Apparition 
of Ofiris ; (in the ſhape ofa Bull) he ſuppolcd that they had done ir 
for his diſgrace, as if they had reproached him for his misfortune - 
he killed the Prieſts and Egyptians playing, he wounded the 
Bull of Oſr&, by which wound afrerwards he pined away, A 
little after he killed his brother Smerdes, and his Siſters, ſut- 
feriovg puniſhments worthy of his wickedneſle. Herodotus, Li- 
bro 21. : 


T He Perfians burned the Anaforian Temple of Ceres in Eleu- 
ſis. Afﬀrcrwagds , when they were conquered at Plates 
(aCity of Beotia) by the Grecians, with a very great (laugh- 
ter, Not one of the Perſians was ſeen to enter the Temple of 
Ceres, which was there, nor lying about the Temple, as if 


the goddefle did drive away thoſe, who had deſtroyed her Temple, 
Herodotus, Libro 9.

| AS culapues grieving that agreat part of a Grove, which was de- 

dicated to him at Coos was cut down by Turulius one of the offi 
cers of Antonius, to make his Ships, but in that wicked ſcrvice 
the parties of Antonrus being overcome, Turulfas. was condemued 
to.dy by the command of Ceſar, who brought him to the place 
which he had violated, and cauſed, thar being ſlain rhiere, by rhe 
Ceſarean Souldiers, he might ſuffer for the ſame deſtruion and 
overthrow of the Trees; (whereby the force of that Deity was 
made known) and that he might obtain freedome to thoſe that 
were yet ſianding fromthe like injury. Afrerwardsthe god encrea- 
ſed his worſhip, which was had alwaies in very great eſteem among 
the Inhabitants. ' Valerius, libro 1, capite 2, Laflantius, litro 2, de 
Oregine errors, capite 8.

times 1n Athens a Bear which was madeſo tame, thar ſhe was no- 
thing at all offenſive ro any, bur did freely feed here and there at 
her pleaſure, wandring about, no one receiving any hurt therby. 
It happened that a you'r'g maid playing ſomewhat too ſportively 
with "the Bear, who inraged therewith, ſuddenly and violently 
ſnatcherh her ; which her brothers ſceing, threw fiercely with

He Tanagrear Boetians had a Temple dedicated to Aercurius 


(reopborus tor that Mercury did avert the Plague, when they 

carried about the Walls a Ram, for which cauſe he appointed 
that he who carried the Ram ſhould be attended by Tanagrean 
pipes, or muſick ; he of the young men who was eſteemed by all ro 
exccll the reſt in beauty, in the teaſt day of Mercury, carrying a 
Lamb upon his ſhoulder, went round abour the walls with ir, 
which was a moſt preſent remedy againſt the Plague, Pauſaras, 
in Boeticws, 


JN the eighth year of the reign of Nama, the peſtilence which ra- 

ged all abour /taly, waſted Romealſo; The Citizens ftrack with 
fear, deliver a brazen target ſent down from heaven by divine pow- 
cr; Hereupon they tell the King wonderfull ſtories, that they re. 
ceived of e£gerta at Camene, and that thoſe arms were ſent for the 
ſafety of che City, and that they were to be kept with an cleven 
more, which were to be made of like figure amplicude and form, 
that nothief for his profit might be able ro invent the ſimilitude 
being heavenly things, and thar he ought co confecrare the field at 
Camenes, and the Meadows lying about it, where they for the moſt 
part mer with him; and that they ſhould conſecrate the Well 
which watcred the field to the Veſtall Virgins, the water whereof 
doth purge and water all penetrables. To theſe having given cre- 


dit, they tell that the diſcaſe preſently departed. Plutarch, in

Halefous a private man builded the Temple of .A&ſculapius ar 

Naupattium from the foundation, Ona certain time the God 
waich was worſhipped at Eprdawras, ſent Anites a Noble woman, 
to him, when he was very fick, and almoſt blind, to make Verſes, 
with ſigned Tables, The woman ſeemed ro her ſelf to receive 
them ina dteam, But the thing was proved by the event, For 
when ſhe was awake, ſhe held the ſcaled Tables in her hands. There- 
fare when ſhe came to NaupaBium, ſhe bid Phaleſrusto look upon the 
+ letters having taken away the'Scal. Ar firſt he thought thar a 
blind man could not ſce the letters, Bur being in good hope that 
eſculapius had ſent him ſomething to cure him, unſealing the Ta- 
bles, he looked upon the wax, and forthwith he perceived himſclt 
to be caſed of the calamity of his fight. Pauſanras, tn Phocices,

blind, cither by the common nature of his Father, or, as ſome ſay, 
for his impicty againſt Nils (into whoſe belly he threw a Dart) he

had no help. After ten yearshe received an anſwer, that the god 
which was worſhipped in Helzopol:s, being appeaſed, he ſhould 
Jook upon the face of a woman, which knew no man carnally be. 

VVife when he 
had many; he found none that was uncorrupted , beſides the wife 
of a certain Gardiner, whom he rook ro Wite after he had recei- 
ved his ſight, but he burned all the reſt in a certain Village, 
Which place the Egyptians afterwards called,The holy Turf, But 
he giving thanks tothe god of Helzopolis according to the Oracle 
received,he.ereted twoObeltishs of one ftone,cight toot broad and an 
hundred high, Dzodorus, Lib, 1, cap. 4. | 


VV Hen a certain woman ſaid to Adrian the Emperour be- 
ing very ſick, that ſhe was admoniſhed in her fleep by 
the gods, to exhort him, not to kill bimſeclf, alrhough he ſeemed 
ro languiſh under a tedious diſcaſe, becauſe in a thort time he: 


ſhould receive his health. The ſame woman did pur out her own 
| eycs, becauſe the health of the Prince did not anſwer in time ac- 


cording to her report. Laſtly alſo, ſhe was admoniſhed to kiſle 
the knees of Adrian, and wath her eyes with the water which was 
inthe Temple, and having followed the advice of her dream, ſhe 
preſently received her fight, Io like mannera certain man being 
come from Pannonia, which was blind from his birth, having tou- * 
ched Adrian, obtained his fight, and Aarian was reſtored to his for- 
mer good health, > 


A Mais King of the Egyptians, married a Wife, (which ſome 
would have to be the daughter of Battus, the fon of Archeſila- 
&s ; others, of Critobulw, a very honourable man amongſt his peo- 
ple) by name Ladies, with whom when he lay in bed, he could nor 
perform his marriage duty, as when he made uſe of other women, 
When it wasſo along time, Amaſis ſaid ro her, Thou, O Wife 
haſt bewitched me, and therefore thou canſt not eſcape by any po- 
licy, whereby thou mighteſt not periſh by the worſt death among 
all women, When Ladices could not appeaſe Amaſis by denying 
it, ſhe vowed (within her f{clf) ro Yew, that if Amaſis might co- 
pulate that night with hcr, ſhe would ſend an Image to her at Cyre- 
a4, Her wiſh being granted, Amaſis copulated with her, and af- 
ecrwards as often as he lay with her, he performed his matrimoni- 
all duty, and afterwards he loved her dearly, And Ladices pcrtor- 
med 
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med her vow, having made a Statue, and ſent it ro Cyrena, which 
remained whale till the time of Herodotus, being placed without the

Allo 
the Temple of Pluto and Juno, and the Den of Charon, admirable 
by aarure, which is above the Grove, . They repore that fick peo- 
plethat de fire ro be cured by theſe gods, dogo thither, and tarry in 
a Village near the Cave with thoſe that are $killtult in the holy 
things, who ſleeping, receive cures for chem incheir dreams. The 
Pricſts calling for the remedies of the gods, do oftentimes lead them 
into the Den, where remaining as in & Cave, they ſpend many dayes 
faſting and ſleeping: ſometimes thoſe that are ſick, do receive 
health in their own Dreams, by the guiding and advice of ihe 
Prieſts, Strabo, lib, 14, | 


Pidarywa City of Peloponeſm, being ennobled by the famoul- 
| of eXſculapixe, who (as the ancients write) bath 'cured 
divers kinds of diſeaſes, Buttiie Temple was filled with a multi- 
tute of ſick people, and Tables hanging up, in which the di- 
ſcaſes that were cured were written, In the ſame manner it was in 
the Iſland Co, and likewiſe in Trics, The City was fcituarcd in 
the inncrmoſt Cloſer of the boſome of Saronicus. Strabo, lib. 8. 
The ſame Strabo writeth that there was a famous Temple of /&ſr«- 
Lapius at Tetrapolis, which City was inhabited- by the Jortans and 
Cartans, Thar Temple was tull of an innumerable convention of 
ſick people, troubled with divers diſcaſcs, and the walls were ever y 
where covercd with painted Tables, wherein were written che di- 
leaſcs and names of them which were cured by that god.

prayed tothe goddefle, and afterwards no ſuch calamity came up- 
on the Inhabirants, From whence ſhe got the name Minerva, CE- 
lius, lib, 20,cap, 24, Amiq lef, | | 


Hen Greece was troubled with a continuall drought, and 

the reſt of Greece was no lefle diſtracted for want of rain, 
which was withour [sthmug,than all Peloponneſus; they ſent ro Del- 
phos, that chcy might know by the Oracle the cauſe and remedy 
of the calamity. There Pythizanſwered, that they muſt appeale 
Jupiter, butthey muſt make uſe of ,&acus ro ſuc for them, fo that 
lie is willing to obey. Therefore when they had received that an- 
{wer, they {cnt out of cvery City, toencrear ,/£acus to undertake the 
enmrcaty. He, haviog finiſhed the ſacrifices ro Jupiter, and offcred 
the vows, repleniſhed all Greece with abundance of rain, For the 
memory of rhe thing, the Citizens of Argos, did ereR ſtatues for the 
Ambaſſadors, Pauſantas, tn Corinthiacts 


T He Sepu'chre of eAriFomeres of Mefeene, is worthy to be ſeen 
in a Colledge of Meſſer, (a City of Achaia in Greece) which 
they ſay in good-carneſt, 15 not empty, and a monument fct up'/for 
honour of the body not preſent, For although he, being driven from 
the Spartanes,died in baniſhmenr, yer by the command of Pythius 
Apllo, his bones were carried back into his Conntrey, and ſuch 
ti-ings were ordained to be holy, They bound a Bull which was de- 
ſtinared to the Altar, to a Pillar nor tar from the Tomb, He, being 
mad, and raging becauſe of his bonds,did ſtrivero go away. Which 
itrhe vvhile cheBull moveth nimbly,and dancerh according to that, 
ic is ominous tothe eMeffenrans: bur ifon the contrary, the Ball 


ſhal ſtand immoveable,they interpree char ir porrends ſome calami-

He Perſians, Xerxes leading them to the Chappel of cAfznervwa, 

E otict ltandeth before the Temple of Delphos, as they came 
thithcr, upon a ſuddain a Thnunder-bolt from Heaven tell 
amongſt them, with the two heads of Parnaſſus, being rent from 
the reſt of the Mountain, with an horrid noile tumbled down, and 
intercepted very many of them ; - whereupon from the very Chap- 
el of Minerva came moſt joytull vociferations and jubilations, 
he Barbarians committing themſelves ro flight, departing from 
Delphos, they publiſhed their great diſcomfiture ; thoſe which 
eſcaped of them, fled ro Betza, reporting, 'That two armed men 
more noble then any of humane nature could poſſibly be, purſuing 
them, Theſe two they ſaid were Natives, and Heroick men at 
Delphos, the one Phylacus, the other eAntorius, the Temples dedi- 
cared to them being there robeſeen ; That dedicated to Phylacw, 
tanderh by the way above the Temple of CAtinerua; and that 
which was dedicated to Artonm, near Caftalia. under the whirl- 
pool Hyampeum, H eroddtus, lib, 8,

N the Sabine Warr which was waged againſt the Romans for ra- 

viſhing the _ The Romans made haſte to ſhur the gate 
which was at the foor of the Y;mimalian Hill, (which afterwards b 
eccaſion of what happened, was called the gate of Janus) becaule 
the enemies did ruſh upon it;afrer it was made faſt, flew open ; and 
when again and again the third time the ſame thing happened, 
more armed men came to the threſhold of it, becauſe they could 
Not (hut it,to make it good againſt che enemy. And when the ene- 
mies fought moſt fiercely on the other fide, it was preſently given 
out, That the Romazs were overcome by Tacrtw; for which cauſe, 
which defended the gate or entrance ot the City fled. And when 
the Sabines had made an irruption into it throfgh the gare, it is re- 
ported, that from the houſe of Janus, by this paſſage, the great 
power of torrents ſcattering water all about broke out, burning 
the great and vaſtenumbers of their enemies with ſcalding waters, 
and devouring them with rapacious gulphs.

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He holy ſheep of the Sunne 3 which arc at «Apollonia in the 

bolume of Jomrcum, which in the day time feed along the 
River fide, which floweth out of the Mountain Larmonen through 
the eApolloniatan field intothe Seaz andchoſen men, honourable 
by birth and Riches amongſt the ,people, keep them lodged in 
the night in a Cave not farr from the City, the people every 
ycar making new eleQion, for that the Apollonizte by a certain 
Oracle were brought to put an high value upon the Sheep, There 
a certain Gentleman called £venrm choſen to take the care of look. 
ing tothe Sheep, upon a time fell aſleep, and Wolves entring into 
the Cave, killed fixty of them z which when the Apollontate under. 
ſtood, they condemned him to the lofle of his cyes for ſleeping 
when he ſhould have watched; upon execution of which ſen- 
tence, their cattle ceaſed to bring forth young ones, and the earth: 
ro yield her fruit, and they hadCaitle ar Dodona and Delphos, The 
Prophets being asked the cauſe of this preſcmt evill ; anſwered, be. 
cauſe they had unjuſtly deprived Everws the keeper of the holy 
ſhcep of his eyes,. and that the Wolves were ſent by the gods, 
and rhar their puniſhments forthis wrong ſhould nor ceaſe til} he 
was ſatisficd by theſe who had perpetrated this wrong to him 
whatſocvcr Evenius hitnſelt conceived due fatisfaRion ; and then 
that the Gods would fo blefſe them, that they would find them- 
ſclves happy. The Apolloniate keeping theſe Oracles cloſc, choſe 
ccrtain Citizens to perform them, who come to Evextus firting in a 
ſation for the purpoſe, and fitting down with him, diſcourſe of 
other things, at laſi came to ſpeak of the miſcries of the times; 
which making as an introduion to ſpeak of his wrong, they de- 
mand of him what mul& he would with the Apolloniate ro undergo 
for his full ſarisfa&ion, wbo having not heard of the ſentence of the 
Oracle, ſaid that he deſired rwo mannours which he conceived the 
greateſt revennves belonging to the Apolioniate, and a houſe which 
he knew to be the beſt in the City : the Citizens preſently aſſented, 
and tclling what direQions they had recerved from the Oracle, 
and buying the Mannours of the Owners thereof, gave them to 
Evenius » who preſently . thereupon obrained divination from 
the gods, whereby he grew famous, Herodotus, Libro 9, 
cap. 7. 


He ÞP:Lippii iphabit that furtheſt part of Scandinevie, border- + 

ing upon the frozen. Sca, and almoſt inclofed with the Sea ; 
Theſe neither till the ground, nor nouriſh any cattle, but the

made of braſs annexed toa picceof Iron faſtned to the middle or 


the veſlcl like a plumb; afterwards uſing adjurations, they bear 
upon the veſlcl, and into the piture of whatſoever creature the 
Frog doth thereupon fall or lcap, as ſoon as the frog had bur 
rouched it, they procure a living creature of that kind ; they kill 
ir, and hang the head thereof upon & Tree which they account ho- 
ly; the reſt they cook or dreſs, and conſume with their friends 
which they call about them; and according to their (ſacred rites, 
(as they think) they anoint themſelves with that wherewith the 
hoſt is boyled ; ſuch holy rites finiſhed, (as they ſay) they have 
learned by experience, ſuch things they undertake, ſucceed proſpe- 
rouſly.

Ferdinand, after his farbers death, Having but newly andercaken 
the government of the Kingdome, was thereof d« prived, baſely 
running away, and dying in flightas a baniſhed man z ſhortly the 
ſecond {on of Ferdinand, the hopeſullnefile of whofe youth had ay- 
deared him toall men, ro whom upon the death of his brother, the 
Kingdome fell, was intangled with a miſcrable and farall War, 
of an immarure death in rhe very flower of his age;afterwards,

the French and Spaniards obraining the Kingdome, divided it,chafmng 


away Fredeyick, anothet Son of Ferarnand the elder, with a larger 
Army,wherewich they invaded the Kingdome, took ro them(clves 
all, whee:1er holy or prophane, plundered Towns and Cities, lay- 
ing all waſte, commirtinng moſt vile and filthy immanitics, Alex- 


ander ab Alexand. cap, 15,

Bout the year of our Lord, 1016, certain Monks returning 

trom Jeruſalem, brought a ſmall part of the rowell where-

{tiriouſly deſiring ro pw the truth, caft ic upon hot burning coals: 
whereupon it preſenly put on the colour of 1innen ; but as foon as 
it was taken out cf the fire, it received its former form, Chron. (2ſ- 
ſinerſe, 116,2,cop.34. | 


Hen at a certain Feaſt at Boon, a Cock was dreſlcd, ſet- 

ved up to the table, and carved with much art, one of the 
oucits ſaid, It is impoſſible Saint Peter (ſhould reſtore this Cock 
thus carved to life again z immediately upon his words, the Cock 
leapeth up, reſtored to life, and clapping his wings together, ſcat- 
ters the broth which was inthediſh, into the faces of them who 
{ate at the table ;; the blaſphemer was immediately puniſh'd with 
an hereditary Leproſfic.

He Biſhop of Alexandria, a vetygeligious man, had a certain 
Philoſopher to his neighbour, d ——_ addicted to the 
Grecian (uperſtition, who had been SchooltelJow to the Biſhop 3 


this man, the Biſhop deſiring ro convert from his fooliſh worſhip- 


ing of talſe gods to the faith of Chriſt, called him often to him, 
and diſputed with him ; bur the Philoſopher more and more averſe 
ro the Chriſtian faith, (as *tis reported) ſpoke to the Biſhop in 
theſe words z Verily,reverend Biſhop, beſides other things, which 
I diſlike of your opinion, I can by no means approve of the judg- 
ment of you Chriſtians, whe ſay, That the end of the world is to 
be, and that all dead bodies ſhall then ariſe, and that every one 
ſhall have reward at the laſt for every good deed which he hath 
done ; he that moved with mercy giveth to the poor, lendeth ir to 
God, and ſhall receive it an hundred fold, and life everlaſting, The 
Biſbop, excellently affirming and proving , that nothing of the 
Chriſtian Religion was vain z Evagrim Geparted nox yet fylly fa- 
risfied in his mind ; Bur after a while, Amigtty Go. joyning with 

the 
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the Biſhop's dorine, he believed, and was baptized ; and being 
rich, he brought to the Biſhop three hundred pounds in gold, to di- 
{tribuce co rhe poor ; Dur upon this condition, that he ſhould give ic 
under his. own proper hand in writting, that Almighty God would 
reſtore it, The Bithoggrecetved the money; and giving him a wri- 
ting under his hand; (as he defired) divided the money amongſt 
poor people that were in great neceſlity. The Philoſopher having 
tor ſome years led a godly life, lying upon his death-bed, cora- 
manded his children, that when he ſhould be dead, they ſhould 
put this. writing into his hand, and fo bury him ; which being 
performed accordingly, the Biſhop the third night after in his ſleep 
ſaw Evagrius, who ſpoke to him thus 3 Reverend Biſhop, comets 
my grave, and receive thy writing, for my debt is paid me an hun- 
dred fold; but that it may more plainly appear to thee, I have ſitb- 
ſctibed ir with mine own hand, Eatly'inghe morning the Biſhop 
ſent for his ſons, and when he perceived by them thar the writing 
wasburied with £vagrim, he went with the Clark of the City ro 
the Sepulchre, which opening, they found the Philoſopher firting, 
and reaching out his hand with the Paper in it : which when che 
Clarks would have received, he refuſed to deliver to any of them, 
bur-to the Biſhopextending his hand, he delivered ir, and ſo lay 
in his Sepuilchte in peace; the Biſhop ſhewing openly the wriring 
in the ahi of all men, thus newly ſubſcribed z Evagrius the Phi- 
loſopher, to the moſt holy Biſhop Sinetius, My very good Lord; Know 
boly Father that I have receruved an hundred fold what 1 delivered to you ; 
and therefore I have ſent you this writing with my hand and name ſubſcri- 
bed, to ſhew that I can require nothing from you,. Which when it had 
been read to the people z he commanded the ſcedule ſubſcribed by 
the hand of the Philoſopher; to be ſafely ſer up and kepr in the Li- 
brary.

| T Conſtantimople, in the Monaſtery of the holy Mother of God, 
"FA in the Church near the $epulchre of Holy Sopzna, the Image 
of the bleſſed Virgin Mary holding an Infant in herarms which 

Saint Luke had limmed in a table in the life rime of the Virgin 244- 
ry, was placed, This picture is called Odzgatria ; that is, a leader 
or conducer, becauſe ſhe appeared to two blirid men, and led 
them to her Church, and there reſtored to them their fight : the 
Citizens of Coxſtantinople beſieged by the Saracens upon a Taef ay 
made proceſſion with this Image the whole day throughout ; falt- 
ing, praying, and fighting ; at the ſame rime, a cettain Citizen 
adviſed them that they ought ro fetch char Image, and all of them 
uvanimouſly to pray to her in'this manner. Holy Mother of God, 
who haſt ſo often delivered us, now fave us from the enemies of thy 
Son ; If it be thy pleaſure, thy Image ſhould not be drown'd in the 
Sca, overwhelm the enemies therein, which when he had faid he 
privily cruſt the Image under water, and there holds it, apd im- 
mediatc'y raereupon there aroſe ſuch a violeart fiofm thar drowned 
Cec 2 ſome; 
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ſome, and broke into ſplinters the reſt of the Ships of the Sarazens,fo 
that they were all deſtroyed.

L daughter to #ratiſtaus King of Bohemia, who having been long 
barren, adviſed by the Biſhop of Cracouia, ſent Meflengers to the 
Monaſtery of Saint ,£g:atus in rhe Province of Narbo, where the bo- 
dy of that dead Saint lay, with magnificent gifts, whereupon 
there was a time fer apart for three dayes faſt, which the Monks 
were to obſ{crve, and ſpend in prayerto Almighty God, that for 
the merits and interceſſion of his gratious ſervant «£gtidime,he would 
grant an heir male to the Princeſle, The third day of their faſt, ir 
wasrevealed by Viſtontoa certain pious Monk, that Almighty 
God had granted what they had with ſo much zeal and devotion 
defired; rhe Meſlengers therefore,lent away aſlured hereof, when 
echey returned, found the Princeſle great with child, who after- 
wards was maturely brought to bed of a gallant young Prince, to 
whom they gave in Baptiſm the name of Boleſlaus. Judith four 
Monerths after died, who gave, being a moſt bountifull and pious 
Lady, all the Jewels, Moneys, and eftare in her power to beftow, 
to the relief of the poor; and the adorning of Temples whit ſhe

which they gave her, cauſcd her to accuſe him that he had ravi- 
ſhed her, and rhat before the chief of the whole Senate : all which 
he bore with admirable patience, till they ordered that the Holy 
man,before Manuel and many of the chiet of the Senate, ſhould be 
admitted tono other purgation, but having ſpoke ſome few words 
removing that part of his cloathing which covered his privities, he 
ſhould ſhzw his members to them, which done, they appeared wi- 
thered and mortified, whereby tt was obvious to all men thar he 
was utterly uncapable of Veneryz which to the Orthodox was 
great cauſe of rejoycing; and of ſorrow toSycophanrs and calumni- 
ators: And when the Holy man was asked whether fſickneſſe had 
been the cauſe that his members were fo weakned, not without z 
modeſt ſhame he anſwered, that intime paſt when he lived at Rome 
he was by the Devill infligated tothe luſt of the ficſh, by the often 
burning flames of love, which daily growing and increafing in him 
and he tearing left he ſhould loſe his reſolved continency and chaſte

JN the reign of philip Diodores about the year of our Lord, 1182, 

when there was a deadly Varr berwixtthe Rothomagenſian King, 
and the Earls of St v/£g:d/w, and no poſſible humane means _ 
pur an end thereunto, a certain poor man named Durandas, of an 
obſcure place named Pod;um, a Carpenter by Trade, working, in 
a Wood, the Mother of God appeared to him, and gave him a 
{mall piece of parchment, upon which was piQur'd the Virgin 
and her Sonne; and in the margent thereof was written in Latin, 
Lambof God grant us peace, He enjoyning him, as he ſaid, thar 
he ſhould declare the ſame to the men in arms, 8nd that he ſhould 
command them to put an end to their civill and unnatural Warr, 
ard that in the Natne of Almighty God, credit being given to his 
ſpeech, and a peace concluded, there were many Images made in 
Imitation of his, which thoſe that carryed in their hats,ſecurely and 
ſafely without hurt, fought in battle, and likewiſe were upon their 
march or journey refrcſhed thereby, as much as if they had all ne- 
neſſary proviſion, they ſupplying the want of all, Fulgoſus, 1:6. 1, 
cap. 1. continuator Sigeſbertt, 


Agoberrus, ſon of Clotharius the ſecond King of France, being 
very young, pulled from Sadregifillam, an excellent and wor- 
thy Nobleman, who was defigned by his fathcr to be prefe& of 
Aquztane, his honourable 'ornament belonging to his place, and 
gricvouſly beat him, for that he conceived that he had not that re- 


- verent obſervation from him which belonged to the ſon of a King, 


being cffended in the firſt place, that he ſer himſclf frequent!y 
over againſt him arthe Table when he feaſted,afid that forgetting 
= his 
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his Majeſtie by wine, -herook trom his hand the cup, which is nor 
vſcd but amongſt equals, and freely driokin ir. Whereupon rhe 
Nobleman wenr-preſently to the King, and ſhewed to him his de- 
formcd mouth, and laceratcd back, with the freſh marks of all his 
blowes :..whereart being inraged, he commanded, that his ſonne 
ſhould be raken and broughtto himz the Young man tearing the 
anger of his farher, flees, and from one ſecret place to another, 
abiconds himſelf trom his fury ; ar laſt, the King having but ons 
onely'ſon, -and rhinking with himſelf, thar he had done ſufficient 
Penance for his offence, by his long fear and flight, reſolves to for- 
give him, and be reconciled tohim ; thoſe whom the King ſent to 
Catullarus, Governour of the Pariſians, who were to fetch his ſon 
our of the Cave wherein he abiconded himſelf, when they came 
thicher, were taken with ſuch fear and horrour, that the haits of 
thcir head ſtanding upright, and all the parts of cheir bodies rremfi- 
bling, they had no power to go intothe Cave; his father ſuppoſed, 
that they,to gratifie his ſon, who was ro reign after him, were un- 
willing ro perform his command, leſt his ſon ſhould be angry with 
chem: and therefore he preſently pronounceth his ſon's pardon, 
that they might go into the Cave to ferch him to him, In this 
place, far in the ground, lay buried the bodies of rhe Martyrs D/0- 
nyfeus Ruſticas, and Eleutberius, which to that day was not known to 
any man, who appearing to Dagobert in his fleep, adviſed him to 
vow the building of a Church there, which he afterwards per-

the maintenance of Pricſts,, and men appointed for Divine wor-

G Regorias Turonenſis(de gloria confeſsorumcap.g 7.) ſcribir, When 
Hoſpitius was buried, a certain man took ſome of the duſt of 
his Sepulchre, and wrapping it ina linnen cloath, carried it with 
him, intending to bring 160 the Lir;nenſian Monaſtery ; and ta- 
king ſhip, he failed towards the {aid Monaſtery ; upon a {uddain

Agobertus the King of France, erected the 'ſemple of Sr. Qs0- 

nyj1us from the foundation, taking away from al} others, and 
1poylingthern, whereby he might enrich this alone ; neither was 
any of his predeceflors found, who gave ſo magnificent and exceſ- 
ſive yearly revenues to Temples out of their patrimony, He co- 
vered the Temple of Diozyfius onely with filver, and he made the 
bodics of the Saints to be placed there, covercd with beaten gold, 


and having added many rich gifts, infowuch, that that Temple 


was ſometimes his defence againſt the anger of his Father, when 
the officers, which would draw him thence at the command of his 
Father, being aſtoniſhed, ſtood before the Temple with their feer 
ſo faſived, that they could not enter, Bur the dedication of that 
Temple was wonderful: For a certain Leper thar lay all that 
night in the ſame Temple, did report to the high Prieſts which 
came together tothe dedication, That he ſaw Chriſt, and other 
Saints dedicating the Temple ; And Chriſt commanded him,that 
he ſhould relate that which he had fcen, to the High Priefts which 
came thither to the dedication; and teſt happily the belict of this 
thing (ſhould be defired, he would ſhew that fign, thar he ſhould be 
cleanſed of his Leprofic ; and theskin which was full of ſores by 
the (wellings of that diſeaſe, ſhould be wholly raken away from 
his face. Therefore they not oncly give credit to him, bur alſorhe 
High Prieſts abſtained from the dedication. -Bur for the memory 
of the thing , the *kin was alſo taken from the face of the Leper, 
which being hidden in a golden box was ſhewed, anda day eve- 
'y year was celebrated among the yearly Feſtivals, Fulgoſus, 
b. 1. 


Exovepha., a Virgin of Paris, did moſt reverently fre- 
-quent the Village Catula , where the holy Dzonyſius dyed, 
— to whom ſhe dedicated a Cathedrall Church, S$he 
humbly went to the Colledge of the Prieſts, that they mighe 
build a Temple with "the colleQed moncy, But their po- 
verty 
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verty and want of Sand did alledge an excuſe, On the contrary, 
ſhe being cartied by Divine inſpiration, ſaid, I beſeech youzgoour 
to the bridge of the City, and whatſoever you hear, declare ir t6 
me. They being gone our, while they ſtood attentively in the 
Market-placc, if they might hear any thing, behold, two Swine- 
herds coming rowards them,talked togerhet, The one ſaid, Whileſt 
I did ſeek after the footſteps of a ſirayed hogg, I found a very 
preat furnace of Lime, Ialſo (ſaid the other) tound ir likewiſe in 
a wood, The amazed Prieſts did relate to the Virgin thoſe things 
which they had heard. But ſhe did ſhed tears tor joy ; whict 
when it was demonſtrated tothe Citizens, a magnificent Temple 
was erected with the colleted money, and dedicated to Dionyſus; 
Truly,holy prodigies were not wanting at building of the Cathecral 
Church. For when drink did fail the Carpenters, ſhe took a wine- 
veſlcl, which (when ſhe had prayed to the Deity) the hallowed 
with the fign of the Croſs; by and by ſhe gave it tull to the La- 
bourers, The Divinity alwayes renewing it with the like exceſ- 
five abundance, roquench their thirſt, even untill ſhe had finiſhed 


the work, Bornfinius, lib, 5, Decad, 1, 


Hen the firſt Founders of Yerice (which they ſay were the 

Citizens of PataUium in Pontus) had builded ſome Corrages, 
and had nor as yet dedicated a Temple to any Deity, ſuddenly a 
fire breaking out of the Maſter-Workmen's houſe in the night, the 
firebeirig continued, conſumed 24 houles; the wind and fucl ſcat-= 
tered all abroad, nouriſhing the flames, The multitude having 
turned themſelves to prayers, did bequeath a Temple to St. James, 
The fire at the very ſame inſtant departed, and houles were erected 


by their prayers, Egnattus, lib.6.cap.5, 


Bour the year of Grace, 1516, Balthaſar Habmeyerus, a Divine at 
Regenſpurg, at his Conventions he ſo enflamed the Magiſtrates 
againſt the Jews, that their Congregation being cut off, they might 
build the Temple of rhe divine beantitul Virgin Aary in the ſame 
Ark; Which when it was faid to exhibit 1 know not what M's 
racles, the fame thereof being ſtterched our fat and wide through 
Germany, (o great a concourſe of firangers ſuddenly began ro be, 
that neither the Temple, nor the Monaſtery, and ſcarcely the City 
it ſelf, unleſs truly the large Palace of the King, could ſuffice to 
rear a.company of vile, wicked perſons, Thence the faty cncrea- 
{-d,ivhen as a certain Ratrſbonrar incidently remembred the beauti- 
full Virgin Mary fo mnch, that being ſnatcht away as it were in an 
extafic, did frivenight and day to come —_ to her with & 
reſtleſs courſe, leaving behind him Parents, VVife, and Chil8ten, 
neither ſaluting horacknowledging thofe which he mer in his Jour- 
ney, Neither truly could he be compelled with threatnings of 
bonds, The peaple being enraged, (for this madneſs had almoſt 
driven the common people and Tradeſmen) ſnatcht-with them the 
igſtrumenrs of their Arc which _ next to hand, did bring them 
2 is 
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rothe Image inſtead of an offering, to be hung vp in the Temple, 
Thou mighteſt have ſeen women leading Children, old men lean- 
ing on their ſtaves, Children reaching a cruſt of bread or an apple, 
initcad of a gift ; the ſick drawing near with their ſheets and co- 
verings ; dumb, deaf, and blind with their eyes open; in the 
mean time, being unmindful of mear, drink, or flecp, Having en- 
zred the Temple, all were not affeted with one and the ſame man- 
Ber ; but thoſe who had attained to the higheſt point of Grace, ac- 
cording as the Maſs-Prieſts perſwaded : as ſoon as they ſaw a 
beavtitull Image, they fate down without any word ſpcaking, 
like men ſtricken with the Planet ; being come to themſelves,they 
profeſſed all rogether with fury, That rhey were healed of their 
diſeaſes, This perſwaſion made many, wich a deſire ro excell in 
ſ\upcrſitition, to caſt themſelves, at rhe entrance of tte Temple, on 
theground, VWhen the Edi& of the Senate did ſeverely puniſh 
this inſolence of immoderate worſhip, whether it was done by 
the revenge of the Deity, or the wrath of the Devi), whereby thar 
ſeducing Dreamer (who for eight years and more, had made the 
credulous Germans mad) might periſh rogether with his miracles, 
There are ſome which think it was done by the fraud of the Jews ; 
'others, by the deceit of chem which ſhould have the greateſt gain 
by this peregrination; This authority was purchaſed co that place 
by magick art, which the worſhip of the Image, and the minds 
of the people being once deluded by ſuperſtition, encreaſed and en- 
larged. Beitas it is, moſt men of Judgment,and true Catholicks, 
judged, that theſe were Magical and Diabolical figns, rather then 
Divine.

Ampertus, a Knight of Lovain in Brabant, did bear a full of the

out of which blood iflued, demonttrated the perfidiouſneſs of the 
Gameſter, and freed the Butcher from danger, CM, Friſchiw is 
HMeteorss. 


IN the yearof our Redemption, 1383. there was in this Coun- 
rrey, a certain fellow named Schelkrop, of mean Parentage, one 
of rhe infamous rout, who naturally was indued with a bold ma- 
lignant wit, and by licentiouſneſs and cuſtome was come to a great 
heighth of wickedneſs, wherein he not onely delighted, but glo- 
ried, he paſled his rime in Bawdy-houſes and Taverns, and with 
great cagernels followed Play; from whence all kind of vices .in- 
gender: as faſt as vermin from the putrefa&ion of a dead carcaſs; 
and eſpecially impiery rowards God, is thereby begot. In al 
which, Schelkrop was ſo notorious a Captain, that the time wherein 
he lived could bardly parallell him, He upon a certain time, ac- 
cording to his cuſtome, tryed his fortuncar play, having choyce of 
companions like himſelf, they went to a publick Gaming-houſe, a 
Tavern inthe Suburbs of Moguntizum, called Filisbach, the fign of 
the flower, which was commonly called Zudey Blumez ; and when 
they had for ſometime playd there ar dice, it fell out, that Schel- 
krop was (o unforrunate,thart he had loſt almoſt all his money; which 
when by continuing of play, he did not onely not recover, bur very 
much augmented his loſs, he began, as he was wont, not onely ro 
vapour with his fellow Gameſters,and give them baſe and unhand- 
ſome language, bur likewiſe moſt impiouſly to blaſpheme God and 
his Saints; ſome report, that when he was thus with rage and im- 
Piery incenſed, that he openly threatned, That whatſoever Image 
of our Saviour he firſt mer withall, of it he would take revenge of 
his preſent loſs. Bur I will not confidently affirm ir, but +ir ap- 
pears plainly, that when he went from his companions, he came 
toa certain Chappel ſearcd berwixt the Church of Saint Alban, 
and the Temple of the bleficd Virgin, where Images were kepr, 
and ſuddenly fiercely hacked and hewed the Image of our blefſed 
Saviour crucified upon the Croſs, and that with one. ſtroke he cur 
off the head thereof, ſo thar it fell from the body, and that with 
the edge and point of his fword he flaſkt and thruſt many other 
Images of Saints which were placed by the Crols, &c. Aitherco 
Schelkrop was mad with fury and rage; and what followes, will 
declare how miraculouſly divine revenge ſeized on him ; for fud- 
denly, dreadfully, and miraculouſly blood flowed from rhe cuts, 
Ece flaſhes, 
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ſlaſhes, and thruſts, that tie had made in the Images, as if not Ima- 
ges made of wood, but living men had ſuffered that injury ; and 
Schelkope now as one attain'd to the full meaſure of execrable impie- 


- ty, ſto0d fill, nor able to move a foor, till he was deprehenced im his

raging crime by paſſengers, that found him in the place where he 
had perpetrated that villany, for which they feifed upon him, and 
brought him before the Magiſtrates, by whom he was meſt deſer- 
vedly condemned todie, and accordingly was burnt in the fight of 
all the people, nor far from the City, in the place which the people 
commonly call the Jews Sand, becauſe they were uſed there to in- 
terr their dead. And the Images, famous by their hurts and the 
blood which iſſued from them, were tranſlated by the hands of 
Prieſts, from that little Church, to the Temple of the Holy Crols ; 
where to this day that dreadfull blood is to be feen, and fo reli- 
giouſly honoured, and many mortals variouſly afflicted , making 
vows to viſit that place, have obtained of the moſt great and good 
God ſuch mercy, as to be cured of their infirmicies, and delivered 
from their aflictions, Theodoricus Greſmundus, legum dofor. 


A Nd although this impiety and petulancy of furious men is 
no way to be tolcrared, bur rather by Laws and puniſhments 
ro be repreſſed, yet I believe, rhat, withour doubr, theſe miracles 
were wrought by the fraudand impoſture of rhe Devil, ro confirm 
Idolatry in the hearts of men, by the worſhip and adoration of 
Images, by which they would confine God ro dwell in trunks and 
ſtones ; which Idolatry was moſt frequent, and to this day is inthe 
Papacy, See concerning theſe ſigns and prodigies, Paul's latter

He people ſtrewing herbs about the Tomb of Nicet;s the 
Lugdunerſian Biſhop, eAwugulphw the Deacon coming from 
Rome, and bringing with him ſome of them which weregiven 
him by a Prieſt, gave of them in a draught of cold watcr to leve- 
rall viſited with Feavers, and they were ſuddenly reſtored to 


health; Gregory of Twro affirms as a moſt certain «ruth, that this 


was done in his time. It is reported, that the Albanerſian Biſhop, 


fick of a Feaver, taking bread and water out of a diſh (out of which 


St, Bernard was wont to cat meat), as ſoon as he taſtcd thereof, re- 
covered his health, Autor Vite Bernards, Gregorim Turonenſis de 

loria confe fſorum, cap, 85. de Sylveſtri Caluillonenſis Epiſcopi lefulo 
Sies ligatur, ligato mira quedam narrat, Many ſick of Feavers be- 
ing laid upon this bed of the Biſhop, have been refreſhed, made 
whole, and luſty ; he ſaith he ſaw many troubled with infirmities, 
who but by touching ſome ſmall particles which had been cut from 
the ropes of the bed, reſtored to their former health ; he likewiſe 
ſaith, he ſaw his Mother with a perticleof a rope which had been 
cut from the ropes of that bed, to cure a woman fick of a Feaver,by 
putting it abour her neck, 


Vo, in Chroico, & Paulus Diaconus, libro 6, cap. 2. de geſtis Longo- 

bardorum narrant, Thar in the time of Conſtantzxe, about the year 

of our Lord, 682,during the three moneths of July, AuguF, and 
September, a pcſtilence had ſo depopulated Tic:num, and ſo many 
of the Inhabiranrs which remained alive, fled out of the City, thar 
graſs and weeds ſprung up in the ſircets thereof z whereupon it 
was revealed to certain men, that the Plague would not thence 
depart, till they had built up the Altar of the Martyr Sebaſtian in 
the Church of Sainr Peter ; And that ir came accordingly to paſle, 
for the reliques of SebaF1an being tranſlated from Rome to Ticinum, 
and the Altar builr, the Peſtilence ceaſed. And hence it is,thar the ' 
ſupcrſitition which poſſeſt the minds of the ruder fort of men, by 
conceiving Sebaſtian a guardian and defender of men from the 
Plague, firſt rook its riſe, 


'S Oxftartinethe Great having overcome <Maxentius, there ap- 
4 peared as a ſymbol, the {ign of the Croſs in the firmament ; 
when he likewiſe thought to fall upon CAſaxrminusadgeadly enemy 
tothe Chriſtians, he was ſuddenly afflicted with a diſcaſe called 
the Elephantiaſie,all his Phyfitians deſpairing of his recovery : at 
laſt the Greeks having a place in their Capitol, in which wy af-

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firm, If the Empcrour waſh it, being filled with the blood of chil- 
dren, he ſhould recover his former health, Without all doubr, 
that Kind of remedy was familiar with the Kings of ,&2ypt ; (Scri- 
bit Plinius, lib. 26. cap.1.) the Children therctore are called toge- 
ther, and the hangman ready, expecting an Edict co perpetrate that 
villany ; but the Emperour, being a moſt humane gallant man, 
was ſo moved with tears of the tender Mothers, that he could by 
no means find in his heart to deprive them of cheir children, bur 
delivered them to their Mothers, chooſing rather to dye,.cthen to re- 


lieve himſelf by the innocent blood of children : The next night, 


he ſaw by Viſion Peter and Paul coming ro him, who admoniſhed 
him togoto Sylveſter the chick Biſhop of Rome, and waſh himſelf in 
2 pool there which they decyphered to him z he obFys this Viſion, 
and beſtowing himſelt in taſting ſeven dayes,he with his ſon Criſps 
were waſhed with baptiſm by holy Sylvefter, having been anointed 
with oyl; arwhich time an extraordinary miraculous light illu- 
ſtrared the place, and a melodious ſound was heard ; and Conftan- 
tine himſelf being touched by a Divine hand, cometh our of the 
Laver ſafe and ſound from his infirmity, Nicephorus, 1ib.7, cap. 33, 
et Cedrenus, 


fam being a priſoner at Conflantizople, was ſo robuſtious 
and ſtrong, that the Turks were afraid Icit he ſhould break his 
chain and fertters, and therefore they made an Iron Collar or 
chain, and put it abour his neck, with chains of Iron faſtned to 
it five fingers broad, and three fingers thick ; reaching to his 
fetters ; in which condition the priſoner remembring St, Nzo- 
las, who had lived in his Countrey, invocates him-to intercede to 
Almighty God for him ; whereupon ſleeping that night after, the 
next morning when the Sexton opens early in the morning the door 
of the Temple of St. Nicolas at Varanguiles,he finds there this Cap- 
tive {leeping, who awakened, acknowledged himſelt miraculouſly 
brought thither in his ſleep, it being ewo thouſand miles diſtanc 
from Nanceum, where the day before he had invocated this Saint's 
interceſſion, The miracle being divulged, the people run to ſee 
it; and after Maſs, having ſung ſome praiſes to Alcighty God, 
four.Smiths are ſent for to free him from his chains; which when 
«appeared that they could by no humane power be diſſolved of 
their own accord, as it were, but by the command of Almighty 
God,leapt in ſunder.

Regorius Turozenfis, lib,5., cap.6, writeth, That Biiuricus, Arch- 
deacon of Lops, by the cutring of CararaRts or skins which 
grew upon his eyes, loſt his ſight; and being helpleſs by Phyſi- 
tians, made his addreſs himſelt,by che devotion of fafting and pray- 
ers for two or three moneths to the Church of Aartin, that he 
might reccive his fight; and ardently. making his prayers vpon 

the Feaſt-day of St, A/artir, obtained his defire, Eg 
Fit Pope 
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Por Leo in the time of Charls the Great, when he had led the 
Proccſſion through the Ciry of Kome to the Church of Sylveſter, 
by bis chief Officer, tor the celebrating the Paſchal ; and. Pambulss 
a Prieſt, whole falchy life he had often correed, was ftript of his 
Pontificial Robes, and deprived of fight and ſpeech, and coming

Neapolitazs had beſieged the City of Sipontinum, (Lawrence decla-

which ſeemed as if it had.been made by handy-work, began reli- 
giouſly to be worſhipped ; and the dedication of Gelaſius the chief

Nero lib.$. cap.23. reporteth, That Chryſazthus and Muſo- 
aius being Biſhops, who fate in the Nicene Council, and dying 
before they had ſubſcribed thoſe Articles of Faich which were 
there agreed upon; the Fathers of the Council therefore went to 
their Monuments, and holding a writing in their hands, which 
contained in itthe Articles, they ſpoke to them as if they had been

N the Caſtle of the ſeven holy brethren, Albericis, a certain Noble 

child when he attained the tenth year of his age, afflicted with 
ſickneſſe, was brought cven to deaths-door ; at which time he lay 
immoveable without ſenſe, as if he had been quire dead, ſeven 
dayes andnights, In which interval brought by the blefſed Apo- 
ſtle Peter,and two Angels,he cometh ro the infernal gulphyar length 
he was brought to ſee the pleaſant chings of Paradiſe, and lifred up 
into the acric Heaven ; he was ſufficiently inftructed by Peter, of 
things contained in the Old Teſtament, of the puniſhments due to 
ſinners, and the glory of Saints : he ſaw certain ſecret things which 
he was forbid to ſpeak ; and fo for {eventy dayes he being led abour 
the Provinces by him, he was reſtored to lite.

\ FT Incentias hath a long Narration extant in his book 27, chap, 
99. of Turdalus, whole foul was led by an Angel as well to

mct with a multitude of men and women enduring the miſery of 
rains and winds, pining away with hunger and thirlt, but injoying 
light, moleſted with no ſtink; who as che Angel rold me, had not ' 
lived very honeſtly, nor had been charitable ro the poor, were af- 
tcr ſome years to enjoy reſt, We came then to the port, which 
once opened and gone through, there appears a flouriſhing field

T1.e King going out weeping, ſeeing his Miniſters 
with hands lifted up towards Heaven, devoutly praying, and 1ay- 
ing, As thou wilt and knoweſt beſt, have mercy upon thy ſervant, 
And beholding, he ſaw the King in fire. up to the navel, and from 
the navel upward cloathed with hair-cloath ; fairh the Angel, 
This puniſhment he ſuffereth three hours every day, and tor rwen- 
ty one hcurs he js at reſt ; for that he ſtained the Sacrament of holy 
Matrimony, and therefore he is purged with fire up to his nave], 
and weareth an hair-cloth, becauſe he commanded his fellow to be 
ſlain at St,Patricks,and prevaricarcd his oath; excepting theſe rwo, 
all his fins were forgiven him. 


T He Sou! of another certain man being led by the Angel Ra- 
phael to the Heavens above, and infernal places, ſaw a man 
ſircing,ina chair of fire, into whoſe face moſt handſome curtezans 
threw fires which they retracted with their poſteriors ; and thoſe 
torments he continually endured, becauſe in his life-time he was 
piven over to luſt and _ He ſaw a man whoſe skin the De- 
vils excoriated or pulled off, and throwing ſalt upon him, caſt him 
upon a grid-iron, who had been cruel to . br who were {ubjc& ro 
him: Another riding upon & fierce horſc,off.red a ſhee goar which 
he carried before him, having a Monaſticall veſture behind, who 
had lived by rapine, and had taken a Goat from a poor woman 
at length the Monk would have put on feigaed repentance, He 
{aw religious men of divers orders, ſome of which had ſpent their 
time in mirth ahd or z others who wallowed in gluttony and 
luſt,, whom the Devil rormented with puniſhment anſwerable to 
the wickedneſle they bad perpetrated, Laſtly, he ſaw J«dus the 
Traytor,who,envied of all the Devils and damaed ſpirits,was beld 
m the bottom of the gulph, where he was expoſed tothe ſcorns and 


railings of them all. This man reſtored to life, beginning to cell. 


theſe chings-to his brethren, contrary ro what was given him in 
charge, immediately was ſtruck upon his face with a ſtaff by. Sainr 
Benedif, And (faith he) becauſe thou haſt offended by ſpeak-

again returnceth from whence he came ; and it appeared, Tiburtius 
at that inſtant exhalcd his wretched ſoul, whom every man al- 
molt fore-judged, every one derteſting his life ; for though he was 
a Prieſt, he had nothing belonging to his place beſides the figure 
and name, Idem, | 


Sg Tephen, a Roman, illuſtrious in his age, going to (or Fantinople, 
tell fick and dycd ; and, becauſe they who accompanied him; 
had a delire by reaſon of the reſpe& they owed him, to carry his 
bouly ro his native Countrey, they enquired for one to imbalm bimy 
by taking out his bowels, and applying Spices and ordinary means 
£0 keep the body from parrieyng in the Journey : They could find 
no imbalmer by all their inquifition they made after one, but the 
next day the dead body was reſtored to life, and lived long after, 
rhough not ſo reformedly as he ought. Vherefore many rebuked 
hiw, becauſe what horrid ſights he had ſeen, did not terrifie him 
from evill-doing. He was wont to tell that he was then carricd to 
Hcl, and ſaw . choſe formidable things which formerly he had 
heard, and would not bclieve; and that while he ſtood as one 
guilty before the Tribunal of the Judge, it was commanded 
that he ſhould be diſmiſled, and their miſtake who bad convented 
him, was reprehended ; for that it was: commanded, that not he, 
but Stephen the Smith ſhould be led thither : The ſame hour the 


| Smich deparring this lite, cauſed this to be believed a rtall Viſion, 


and nor reputed an idle dream, Aarwlus, lib, 6, cap. 14. 
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V _ a boy of fifteen years of age, had a Viſion in the 


Night, wherein tizcre appeared to him a ccrrain glo- 
rious man, who led him coa place ot rorments, and fceing men 
excrutiated afrer various manners, at laſt was broughr co the Des 
vill himſclt, wao in his fiery Manſion amid(t tne flames, fate as a 
Judge in his Tribunal : prelently a cerratn ugly ſpiric leapt up, 
acculing the boy z Saith he, I have ever ſuzgeſted evill things ro 
this boy, but of thoſe ſins which he commirted lately, he made 
no mention at all to the Pricſt ar his contefſion; he that led the boy 
perſwaded him to (izn himſelf with the fign of the Croſs ; which 
done, all his tear of damnation was taken away, Yincentits, lib, 27,

TT is reported, That in the S2bize Province there was. a certain 
4 Nunne, who ſtrialy obſerved chaſtity, but defiled her rongue 
with fooliſh procacity ; and when ſhe paſt her laſt day, being 


buried in the Church, the Prieſt coming into the Church at mid- * 


night, ſaw her diſtended before the Altar, cut through the middle, 
her higher part burnt with fire, and her lower part left untouched : 
in the morning therefore telling to his brethren whart he ſaw, as he 
looked upon the place in which heſaw her burat ; he ſheweth to 
them the marks which he found in the Marble of the fcorching fire, 
Gregorius Magnus, lib, 4, Dialog, cap.

136, 
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The Opinions and Arguments of the Sad- 
duces, and Epicures; by Which they 
Tould prove, that the Angels and Devils 
do not appear unto eMen ; Confated. 


D Any there have bcen at all rimes, and in all Ages, 
{1K which have impugned, and ſtifly denicd the Appa- 
I & ritions of Devills, Avgells, ard Spirits : But ſome 
have done it in one fort, and ſome in anortier. For 
there be ſome, who (toridde themſelves altogether 
from the queſtion apd diſpuration, rhat might be 
made concerning particular and ſpeciall matters, which are often 
all-dged, in regard of the Apparirion of SpeQers) do bend them- 
ſelves againſt them all in generall ; That fo by cutting off the root, 
and undermining the foundation of a Principle well grounded, 
they may the more eafily cauſe the overthrow and downtall of all 
that which dependeth upon the ſame, 

They deny therefore, that there are any Angetls, or Devils at all : 
or any Spiris,ſevered and abſtracted from a corporall ſubſtance or 
body : tothe end that by conſequence they may infer and conclude, 
char there are nor likewiſe any SpeRers, nor Apparitions of Spi- 
ries, Such were the Sadduces, as we may read in the AQs of the 
Apoſtles; and the Eprcures; and the greateſt part of the Perijpatetichs; 
and alt forts of Ather#s whatſoever,” Of which taft, there arc 
at this day more huge numbers abounding within this our Realm 
of France, then would be tolerated, Thcſc men would not ſtick 
ro affirm (if they durft, and were it not for fear of the Magiſtrate) 
thar-it is free for men to abandon themſelves ro all kind of tnjquity, 
impicty, and difſolute living : for fodorhey murmure, and mum- 
ble, when they are alone and by themſelves ; that there is nor ei- 
ther God, or any Spirits ar all, good, orevill : nor yet any Hell, 
where the Souls of men ſhould ſuffer any pains or ptniſhment 
bot rhar they dye together with the body; And that all whatſoc. 
ver is ſaidor alledged, totching Hell-rormenrs, is nothing but a 
vain and ſuperſtitious toy, and fablez onely ro make babes and 
Chil -tren afraid : and to wrap and tye the greateſt pcrlions of the 
World in certain bonds of a Religions ſuperſtition ; for fo are the 
words of Lucretius, in this behalf, And I do believe, that they do 
often fay in their. hearts, that which Pythegoras, the Samian, is 
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alledged in Ovzd, to have ſaid to the Inhabirants of Crotona in 
Italy , 


why ſtand you thus tn fear of Styx, and ſuch vain dreamings, 
Of Mancs, ard of Spirits, which are nought elſe but leaſings 2 


Certainly he that ſhould rake upon him, toinſirut theſe Athiefts, 
ſhould bur loſe his time ; becaule they will admir of no reafons, 
no not of thoſe that are meerly naturall. For ſeeing they do'nor 
belicve him which hath the command and rule of Nature, how can 
they yield any credit or belicf unto thoſe reaſons that are drawn 
from,nature ir ſcltf > | | 

Other perſons there are, who, being more religious, and ho- 
neſter men then thoſe former ; yer have no lefle denyed the cflcnce 
of Angels, Devils, and Spirits : Howbeit they have been of this 
opinion + that by reaſon both of the diſtance berween them and us, 
and of the difficulty of appearingina humane body ; they cannor 
poſſibly preſent themſelves unto us. | 

Others alſo there have bcen, who have referred all that which 
is ſpoken of the viſion of Spirits, unto the naturall and pcrperuall 
depravation of rhe humane ſenſes, Such were the Sceptikes, and the 
eAporreticks, who were the'follpwers of the Philoſopher P:rhon ; 
as alſo the ſecond and third Academy, who held, That the ſenſes, 
were they never ſo ſound, could not imagine any thing, but falſly and 
untruly. nd 1, 

Ak ſome others, with more appearance of. reaſon then the 
Scepricks, have affirmed ; rhat abundance of Mclancholly, and 
Choller aduſt, Frenzy, Feavers, and the debility or corruption of 
rhe ſenſes (be ir naturally, or by accident) in any body, may make 
them to imagine many things which are not, And they do infer, 
that ſuch as happen to be atrainted with theſe maladics, do think 
that they have {cen Devills,, and other ſuch like Speers, They 
adde moreover, that the fear, ſuperſtition, and credulity of many 
is ſuch, that they will guoſt common]y ſuffer themſelves to be 
drawn into a belict and perlwaſion of that, which is quite contra- 
ry to truth, Ely 

To make ſhort ; Others there bc, wiſe enovgh and fine conceit- 
ed : yetnevertheleſſe (being great mockers , and incredulous, be- 
cauſe th;cy chemſclves did never happen to ſce any Viſion, nor 
bave ever heard or touched any ſupernaturall thing) they have * 
been of this opinion ; that my could appear unto men, that 
exceeded or went beyond the courſe of nature. And. of this num- 
ber, Lucian was one ; who (being alſo as great an Infidell as an 
could be) ſaid ; I bclieve'no part of all theſe Apparitions : becauſe 
I onely among you all did never ſec any of them; And if I had 
ſcen of them, aſſure your ſelves, I would believe them, as you do, 
Notwithſtanding for all this, he eppoſed himſelf againft all the 
famous and renowned Philoſophers of his time, and held argument 
againſt them, chough (as himſelf confeſſed) they were the picket 

an 
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and moſt excellent in all kind of knowledg and learning. And he 
was not athamed to ſtand onely upon his own bare conceit and op1- 
nion : 1impudently maintaining, without any reafoa ar all, againſt 
them that were as wile, it not more wile then biavſelt, and more in 
number : that torſooth noting at all, whatſoever was ſaid or al- 
ledged couching SpeRers, ought tobe admitted or believed; Bur 
what rcatonsI pray you doti he bring, to confirm his layirg 2 
Truly none atall : vuc rharonely of his own abſolute and uncon- 
rrouied autitority , he will draw to his incredulicy, ail others, 
whom he fects to be aſſured and ſerled intheir opinion : Norwith- 
ſtanding, that chey are certainly reſolved of the truth, by the exte- 
riour tenſes, with which they ave perceived and known that co be 
true, which ſo conſtantly they do maintain and defend. But how 
can it poſſibly be, that a man (hould think, without any ſhew of 
reaſon, by incredulity and mockery 6ncly, to confute and over- 
throw that, which hath been ever ot all men, and in all ages,” re- 
ceived and admitted > Certainly, this is the faſhion and guiſe of 
mockers, and {corners, that that which chey cannor deny, nor yer 
have a will to confefle, they will find the means to pur ic ff with a 
jeſt and laughter : and ſothink ſecretly co inſinu:te themſelves into 
the minds and conceits of their hearers ; eſpecially, fuch as look 
not, nor have a regard cothe truth and ſubttance of a thing, bur 
onely tot: outward ſhadow, and grace of words and glorious 
ſpeeches. Such a {corner needeth not any great knowledge : be- 
cauſe it is ſufficient for him to be ſuperficially skiltull in any thing; 
ſo tar he can wicha kind of grave and ſmiling grace, ſhift off the 
rca {ons and arguments of thoſe, whoſe knowledge, and learning, 
is ſocxceeding far beyond his, as during his whole lite, he will 
never atrain unto the like, Thus did Aachzavel carry himfelt : 
who among(t tne learned, and men of kill and judgment, knew 
well how to make his profit of his ſ{coffes, and pleaſant grace in 
jelting ; whereby he would many times ſtrike them our of counte- 
nance, in the fight of tnem that heard him ; whereas, if he had 
come to diſpute with them, by lively reaſons, and ſolid Arguments, 
he would at the very firſt blow have been overthrown and contoun- 
ded, Bur in the end he diſcovered himſelf ſufficiently, and was re- 
pur<4 ot all men, noother then a Scoffer, and an Arheiſt, as Paulus 

Jourmnreſtifierh of him. - | 
Bur we will ceaſe to ſpeak any further of him, of Lucian, and of 
thoſe of their humour, and will return ro our matter, touching 
Specters ; the'which, that we may the better explain (now. thar 
we have briefly declared the diverſity of opinions, of thoſe that in- 
fiſt upon the:contrary) we will anſwer unto eachof them! in order; 
as they have been propounded. And firſt, ag touthing the Saddu- 
ces, the Epicures, the Peripateticks, we will ſeverally anſw*r their 
Arguments which they objeR againſt us : Next, we will remove 
thoſe diſficulties, which are objected; and ſhew how the Angels 
and Devils may rake upon them a body, Afterwards, we will 
(hew and diſcover unto the Scepticks, that the humane ſenſcs ate 
noe 
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not ſo faulty and uncertain, as they would make men believe. And 
laſt of all, (to che intent we may leave nothing behind) we will not 
forget to ſhew, by what maladies and infirmitics the {cnies may be 
hure and troubled : and the Imaginative power of man wounded 
and changed : foas all that which 1s {uppoſcd to be ſcen, is nicely 
talſe and untrue, 

To come firlt of all to the Sadduces : Iris moſt certain, that of 
all men they were the moſt grofſe and carnall: and did not belicve 
that any thing was ſpirituall: but they did Imagine all to be cor- 
porall ; becaule they ſaid, that the Humane Xwnuerſtanding doth al- 
waies work withthe Phantaſme, and with the thing Imagrned, And 
ir appeareth, thar in dreaming of any thing whatioever, we do al- 
wales imagive it to be corporall ; whereupon they conclude, that 
all chings are corporall : and therefore thar even God alſo is a cor- 
poral Subſtance, which is the greateſt abſurdity and Blaſphemy 
that can be imagined inthe world. For if we ſhould rcfirain God 
into a body, we muſt alſo make him ſubjef to a body : {fo ſaich 
Saint John Damaſcen) which, in a word, 1s to reſtrain and ſhorten 
the power and omnipotency of God : the which being infinircly 
above all ſubſtances, both corporal and incorporall, 1s not ſub- 
je& to their Category, The reaſon that moved them to believe 
that God was corpurall, was a place of Moſes (for they did not 
receive nor admit of ary Scriptures, but the five Books of Moſes; 
as ſaith Origen) wherein it is written, That God made Moſes to ſtay 
in the Carve of a Rick or Mountain ; and putting his hazd upon bim, did 
ſhew bim his hinder parts, not ſuljering bim to ſee hisface, And there- 
fore in regard that Hoſes attributerh unto God a face, a hand, and 
othcr parts, they conclude that God hath a body. Of the ſame 
Opinion alſo was Tertullan, (as witneſſcth Saint Auguſtive, writing 
to Optatus) and the Bogemiles, being certain Heretiques of Bulgary : 
who thougl-t that God was as we are (fo writeth Entbymus) :; and 
that trom his wo eyes, out of his brain did iſſue two beams ; the 
one called the Swnre, and the other, the Holy Spirit : which is a 
moſt blaſphemovs and intolerable errour. 

Now the occaſion, why the Sadduces did ſo eagerly defend and 
maintain, that God had a body ; was, becauſe they would deny all 
incorporall ſubſtances: ro which effe@ they thus argued. If God 
(ſay they) have created any ſubſtances, he created them to his 
own Image and likcenefle ; and therefore when he made man he 
ſaid, That be made him according tots own Image : (ſhewing thereby, 
that he was of a corporall ſubſtance: becauſe that Man, whom 
he formed to the partern of his own face, is corporall, And if 
God have made nothing but whar is corporall : Ir followeth, that 
the Angellsand Devills which are ſaid to be Spirits, are nothing 
bur mecr fables: and that there be not any Souls, or ſpirits {epara- 
ted from a corporall ſubſtance : and by conſt quence, that the Soul 
of man is mortall,as the bo'ly ; and hath no need to be reunited 
thereunto by the generall reſurreRion. - 
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7 Bur it is caſy ro anſwer them ; by denying plainly, that God is 
corporal), orhath any body, For albeir, the holy Scripture doth 
attribute unto God, hands, feet, face, eyes, and other parts of a 
body ; yer chis muſt be underſtood ſpiritually; and by thoſe cor- 
poral] and bodily members, we muſt imagine the ſparituall ver- 
wes of Go4 (according as (aith S. Gregory) : as, by his ezes, we mult 
underſtand hisforeſight and bis knowledg ; to the which all things 
are open, and from which nothing' is hidden and concealed ; By 
his haxd, is mcant, his Almighty power and puiſſance ; By his face, the 
plenitude and fullneſe of bis glory, By his bizder parts, his glory is (ha- 
dowed, as under. rne vail of ſome certain form and {imilicude, 
And whereas they ſay, thar-cthe Zzder#anding doth work with the 
Imagination; and that wedo Imagine God to be a corporal ſub- 
tance: This hath no reaſon, nor any appearance of truth at all; 
bur is an errour, common to them, with rhe Epicures : to che which 
we'willanſweranon,} And as rouching the Angels : I do greatly 
marvel} how the Saduces can deny the being of them ſecing thar 
Moſes in many places doth make mention of them, and of their Ap- 
parition, We may therefore very well ſay of them, tharthey uſe 
the Books of-Aoſes, as men uſe their Stirrops, in lengthening and 
ſhorrning chem, atcheir plealures, This is the reaſon, why Juſtine 
Martyr did -norreckon them-in the namber of the Jews (and thar 
worthily) but reputed them as Hereticks : not allowing them any 
place in the-Jewiſh Church, by reaſon ef the fond and abſurd opi- 
nions which they held, not onely of God, bur alſo of the Angels, 
Devils, and Souls of men, which they affirmed ro be morta}l, Bur 
as concerning this lacter point, we ſhall ſpeak more hereafrer, Let 
us now confider the Arguments of the”Epzcures. 

The firſt errour of the Epicures is, that God hath a body ; as the 
Sqdaces did believe likewiſe. © And their firſt Argument was, 
Thar nature irſelt (forſoorh):did teach and admoniſh us, to bclieve, 
2hat both God and all Celeftiall eſſences were corporall ; for two 
reaſons: Thetormer was, becauſe the Gods are not figured in any 
ether, then ina humaneform. And the ſecond, becauſe whether 
ir 'be in {leeping, or'in waking, wher: we dream or imagine of the 
Gods, no oth«criform doth preſent ir ſclf unto our Imaginations, but 
a humane ſhaps: And therefore they conclude, that the Gods are 
1n figure like yato men, Bur unto this Argument, Cicero anſwer- 
ettyſufficicnily; Thar fuch humane ſhape, and form, is attribured 
umo the Gods þy'the invencton of men : and that either it procecd- 
ch from the wifedome of che Antients ; who thought thereby 
they-ſhould tho more caſily.draw the fpirics and minds of the ig- 
norant, to-the'knowledy| of ſpirituall,:and ſupernatural things ; 
amd that they-ſhduld che ſooner bring and reduce them into the way 
to tive well and vertuouſly-: Or elſe,thatthe fame had its beginning 
and firſt footing from a blind ſuperſtition : which doth moſt cafily 


allure men to adore thoſe gods which are portrayed and carved- in 
a-formi moſt pttaſing and dgreeable unro'men z'Ot elſe,thar ir is bur 
« fiction of Poets and Painters; who have alwaics been audacious 
"> > BY © to 
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rot4inand devite any thing;rather then that which thquld be:accor- 
dipg.ro rrurtrand/verity. And this laſt point may well (crve to an- 
{wer ctrary which ghe Epicareviay z thaty be it infleepings or in was 
ktip, the gods do nor preſent, thetnlelves unto vs, 40 any other then 
a humane torn: For 45 is certain, that-by the portraiture and 
piures which we ſee of the gods, in theſe forms. whigh are com- 
myn and tamul:ay unto vs; we do imagine (though falfly) that 
wilich may re{xmble vnto us, the fare which we have fcen ro be 
painted, Infotuch that Jzpiter ſcemerh unto us; ro, þave a: face 
2nd countenance terrible, wh his hair black, and hanging back- 
ward ; as Phidzas did engravebim.

And vercue cannot be preſent in any, withour reaſon ; and reaſon 
can be in none, bur in the figure and ſhape of man, Therefore it 
muſt be granted, that the Gods, which have the uſe of reaſon, 
have the tormof manalſo. Butthe whole frame of this Argument 
may ſoon and eafily be diffolved, by denying, that reaſon can be 
in no other, then ina humane ſhape : For both God and the An- 
gels, whohavea divine and fſpirituall underſtanding, have the 
uſe ot reaſon, notwithſtanding, thar they be not of a corporall ſub- 
ſance, Angreaſon in man, commerh nor of the humane body : 
but trom the Soul of man, which is Spiricu#l and Divine, made un- 
ro the likenefle of God, and capable of reaſon, of prudence, and of 
WiſeJome, 

Now, whereas it might be objeed tothe Epicures ; That in ma- 
king their Gods to have a humane body, they do therein make them 
ſubje& to death and difliparton, To avoid this abſurdity, they do 
eumble intoa greater ; afftirming,thartheir body is asa body ; and 
their bloud, asbloud; not having any thing, bur the lineamenrs 
andprgoportion of a man, and being exempted from: all craſfſitude 
and thickneſle; which in a word, isa$ much as: to ſay, that their 
gods were rather Idols of men, then very men; and rather framed 
by the pattern of men, then as men in'truth and ſubſtance ; which 
isa thing the moſt ridiculous thar can be imagined. 

Bur, will ſome ſay, to what purpoſe ſerveth all this, touching 
our matter of SpeQers > Ihave ſaid before, that the Sadduces did 
maintain God to have a body, tro the end they mightthe better deny 
the appearing of Speers ; which are ſubſtances without a body, 
Alfo the Epicures madetheir Gods to have bodies; that ſo they 
might hold them in the Heavens idle, and doing nothing : and by 
conſequence'might deny their Apparition upon Earth, For as tou- 
ching Devilsor Spirits, they believed there were not any : bur did 
confound them all in the number of their Gods; - And, thar they 
did but make a jeſt of Spe&ers, appearerh by the ſpeech of Caſſins 
in' Nutarch : and-in that that Celſus (half an Epicare) writing againſt 
the Chriſtians, did deny them flatly and abſolutely, (as is to be 
ſeen in Origen, who hath anſwered him) and did reprove the Chri- 
ftians, inthar they wovld allow of any powers, or Spirits, con- 
trary tothe gods: ſuppoſing (according to his own ſaying, and 
opinion) that there were no Devills: Beſides that, he made a 
mock and a jeſt of Angels, and of the Refurre&ion of the body : 
and generally of allthoſe Apparitions,which were made, both in 
the Old and New Teſtament, wo 

And now that we ſpeak of contrary powers, itputterh me in rc- 
membrance of a ſpeech of Plutarch, who reproverh” Chryſppus, for 
that in this univerſall body of the World, ſo well ordained and 
framed, he ſhould grant ſo great an inconvenience, (to wit) that 
there ſhould be a kmd of Devills afi&ing and rormenting men, 
ro the difturbance of the' concord and harmony of the World: 
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Which being well ordained by the Author and maker thereof, 
ought nor to be thought to bear or ſuſtain any thing which ſhould 
be incommodious to ut ſelf ; and by lapſe, and contiouance of time, 
thould work the contuſion and deſtruction of the ſame. Bur ir 
ſeemeth, that Plutarch reprehended Chryſippm, upon a deſire and 
humour of contradi&tion, rather then moved upon any juſt cauſe, 
or matter of crutch, For the Devills do not work any dammage or in- 
convenienceto the World, being bridled and reſtrainea by the 
hand and power of God, And if they do torment men,ortempr them, 
it is to exerciſe them, or to manitcſt rhe glory and Juſtice of Godz 
of the which they are ſometimes made the executioners. And as in 
cach Common- Wealth,well inſtirured there be executioners or- 
dained, for the puniſhment of Malcta@ors, and ſuch as trouble and 
difiurb the publick peace,and good of the Common-Weal, and yer 
che univerſal body of the Common-weal is not thereby offended, or 
endamage«d:bur to the contrary, rather it receiveth much more pro- 
firand commodity.Even ſo God hatk placed, and left here below in 
this World,Devils and wicked Spirits,to be as rormenters and exe-, 
cutioncrs ro wicked men : that ſo his Juſtice might ſhine the more 
| glorious, to the comfort of the.godly, and of his Elect, that live in 
the love and fear of him. 
But to come again unto the. Epicures : Ir is moſt. certain, that 
they were no other, then the followers of nature : and thar onely ſo 
far asthings did fall under their outward ſenſes, And it one ſhould 
all:dgeunto them, that any SpeQers, Images, and Viſions, had 
preſented themſelves; they would refcr the fame, for the moſt 
part, to the concourſe and perpetvall flux of their eAtomes: or to 
jome other like reaſons ; the which we hold it not amiſſle ro diſcover 
and decipher at large, as we have drawn them out of Cicero, or of 
Lucretici, All Images(fay they )which do extcrnally preſent them- 
| | {clves unto our ſenſes, exther they are viſible, or 72viſible ; If they 
be 1rwiſiLle, either they are created in the Ayre, Or 12 our own minds 
Y | and conceits, As touching thoſe made in the Ayre; it is not any 
i firangething, or abhorring from reaſon, that in the ſame thould 
be engendred certain voices ; like as we ce it is naturall, that 
cold commeth from the Rivers; ebbing and flowing, trom the Seaz 
and hear, from the,Sun. And it may be, that ſome voice, being 
ſpread abroad within the Valleys, doth not onely rebound back 
again, to the place from whence it came ; but doth dilate and 
ſcatter it (elf here and there, throughout the Ayre, as do the ſparks. 
that mount up from the fire. . ;:So that for pne voice there are ma. 
ny engendred z won agyengh the cmpty Ayre, do enter 
within the Ears of thoſe, that knew nothing of the naturall voice ;- 
and do put them into a miſconceit, and fond opinion, that they 
have heard either ſome of the Fayrzes, or Satyres, or Nymphes, play- 
ing and ſporting amidſt the Woods, _. 

As concerning thoſe that are bred in the mind; They ſay, thar 
| for the innumcrable courſe of;Atomes ; all whatſoever we do dream: 
| or think of, commeth incontinent]y into che ſpirit, or mind, and 
ſometimes paſleth by Viſions and 1nages into the bodily Eyes, 
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Bur if the Images be v4/i6/e; ether they are reverberated and 
beaten back, trom the Chryjtall and tranſparant Are, excccding 
clear in "er ſuperfictes > of they come of the Spoyls and ſcales of natu- 
rall things, Touching the Ayrez That it may of it {cit caſt fomc 
kind of Image, baving power to appear, they prove it in this forts 
All Ayre that is Chryitalline or tranſparent, hath a Kind ot re- 
traQion, as appeareth by the mirrour (whereot Looking Glaſles 
are made and poliſhed) and by the water, and by a thick and dark- 
ned Ayre, And this do the (atoptzchs themiclves teach in their 
principles ; Now (by the compariton and {imilitude of the mirror, 
and the water) all Ayre which hath a refra&ion, doth of it elf 
yield ſome certain form. And therefore it is not any thing ſtrange 
ifinan Ayre a man may fee certain forms and Images. And they 
dobring allo this compariſon, Even asthe Tapeſiry hangings in a 
Theater, or a large wide Hall, docaſt abroad round abour, their 
paturall colour, wherethey find an Ayre oppoled againſt chem , 
and the more that the beams of the Sun do beat or ſhine upon them, 
the more bright and ſhining luſtre they carry with them ; and ſcem' 
to have caſt off and left their colour, in the ſame place, which is 
dircly in oppoſition againſt them ; Sois it moſt cercain, thar the 
Ayremayeof it [elf caſtabroad certaio forms and figures; the which 
Jook by how much the more they be made clear, by the light which 
doth bring and tye them eo our abjeR, ſo much the more compre- 
henfible (hall they be unto our fight, | 

[n bricf, concerning the ſpoils and ſcales caſt from natural things, 
of which, in their opinion, Images ſhould be engendred, They do 
make chis argument ; The Catcrpillars-({ay they) do leave their 
ſpoils io che vedges or buſhes, like unto:them(elves z ſo do the Ser- 
pears among the thorns or ſtones ; and the. lictle creatures, at the 
time of their birth , do leave behind them their after-burthen 
which is a Littlethin and ſlender skin, which they bring with chem, 
fram their dammes belly. VWhy therefore may there not be left 
or caſt from the bodyes of naturall things, cercain thin and ſubtill 
forms, or Images, proceeding from them as well, as a little skin 
and the iafter-burthen doch remain of the ſuperfluiry of little 
Creatures z' But all rheſe Arguments may very caſily be dil- 
dolved., - - 

And firſt, as touching the voyces, which,they ſay, may ſimply be 
«reared ofthe Ayre ; I wilt not deny that. For it is moſt certain, 
thatthe voices. & 4 certarn beating and concuſſion of the Ayre, which 
falleth under the ſenſe of hearing, (45 1s afhirmed by the Grammarians.) 
And the matter of rhewvorce (as faith Gales)isthe breath, and reſpi- 
ration.of the Lungs; but the form thereot is the Ayre, withour the 
which, neither can it be underſtood, norcan it be called a voice, 
BefidesI will onor deny,/bur that the ſounds are raiſed within the 
empty Ayre, baitcitherby the winds, or by ſome oti;er external] 
cauſe, 'Buteofſay, thatthe voices, and the ſounds arc naturall 
and adherent to the Ayrc, as the Tide co.the Sea ; and coldnefle rs 
the Riversz and hear to:the Sun ; . It would then follow, char 
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withour any externall cauſe ar all, both the voice, and the ſenſes 
ſhould be created in the Ayre, and (ſhould perpetually adhere unto 
the Ayre, as the Tidedoth to the Seaz and cold to the waters ; 
and heat untothe Sun, Bur ſo iris, thar the winds are not alwaies 
inthe Ayrc : and the ſounds and voices are external things, com- 
ming into the Ayre, by the means of ſome other ſubje& ; the 
which is nothing ro neichcr in the Sea, nor in the Rivers, nor in the 
Sun ; becauſe that in the Seas the Tidez and cold in the waters ; 
and heat in che Sun, are unſeparably, and continually. And there 
is great difference between Accidents that are Separable, and thoſe 
that arc ſeparable. For the ſeparable Accident as the Yoyces and 
the Sounds in the Ayre, may be abſtracted, and drawn from the ſub- 
ſtance of the Ayre, and yer the Ayre ſhall neither periſh,nor be the 
{ſooner altered thereby 3 But cbbing and flowing cannot be raken 
trom rhe Sea, butthe nature thereot muſt needs be changed; Nor 
can the hear, be ſeparated from the Sun, but that he muſt then loſe 
his light; Neither can the cold be ſevered from the Rivers, but 
that the quality and nature of the warer muſt be changed ;/ which 
cannot poflibly bes becauſe . naturally water: is cold; And theſe 
three Accidents, are inſeparably knictothofe three ſubſtances, no 
lefle, then blackneſle-is rothe Raven,.and whirenefle tro the Swan, 
Morcover, it is a far greater foolery, toſay; rhat of voices articu- 
lared and knit rogether, the voices themfclves ſhould be bred and 
engendred in the Ayre : For thatis nor onely againſt the nature of 
the Ayrc, but againſt all order eſtabliſhed in the: World, Neirher 
is it to any purpole, to alledge for an inſtance, the voice. of an 
Eccho ; the which being carried in the Ayre, doth ſpread it (elf, 
and ſcattererh (as a ſpark from the fire) here and there, nor onely 
towards the partythat made and diſperſed the found, but to ſome 
other places likewiſe. Forthe voice of the Eccho, is engendred of 
the voicc of the party, and-notof the Ayre, and is diſperſed (as 
themſelves confeſſe) by the ſpeech of the man, from 'whom ir took 
irs Originall and firſt beginning. Neither will ] cafily grant unto 
them, that the voice of the Eccho doth diſperſe it felt on all ſides, 
withour loſing irſelf, or being extinguiſhed, For iris a thi 
very notorious, and ſufficiently proved, thar if the Eccho be dif per- 
ſed into another place, then that from whence it firſt received ' her 
voice, ſhe is no more diſcerned or underſtood 'as the voice of a 
man, bur onely as a confuſed and uncertam ſoundy. which ranging 
through the Vallies, cannot be diſcerned;:but onely for a rcſoun- 
ding noiſc, and nor otherwiſe, ' Now asconcerning thoſe Images, 


_ or fimilitudes, which the Epreares alledy robe created in-the thought 


or conceit : ſaying, that themind of man: doth refer unro the eyes, 
whatſoever irdreameth, orehinketh on $''and that by means of the 
abundance or.concourſe of the Atomes; Ido make them the ſame 
anſwer, which Cicero yielded them ::charvt:the mind-and the eyes 
do ſo ſymbolize and agreeragerher in operations; that wharſoever 
che mind ſhall imagine and:conceivez the eye may- preſently fee; 
Jr muſt needs then tollow, that ſome. things ſhall iprefene chem- 
ſelves 


of the Sadduces, confared. 


ſelves to our eyes and figit, which never were jn- being, nor ever 
can be, For I may dream, or think of a Scylla, a Chimera, a Hippos 
cextaure, and {uch like conceited hftions, which never were, nor 
can be. And I may fain unto my ſelf, in my mind, ſtrange AMorn- 
fters, and eAnticks ; fuch as Painters do many rimes make, which 
neither are things, nor can poſhbly be, Tobe ſhcrt, it this Argu- 
ment of the Epicures were true z it muſt needs be, that all things 
whatſoever the mind preſenteth, ſhould be of a certainty : and 
they (ſhould fall ſoſubje& ro our fight, as we might plainly and 
ſenlibly ſee them : the which is the greateſt folly, that can poſſi- 
bly be imagined.” Neither car. they defend rhemſclves with 'the 
continuall concourſe of their-Atomes : which (they ſay) do unceſ- 
ſantly bring certain Images into the mind; and into the eycs of men, 
For,be it, that we thould conſeſle, rhar their Atomes do flide into 
the mind of man: how can they conclude thereof, that they de- 
ſcend into the ſight; nay, how can they-deſcend ; bur that even by 
their own reaſons, their ignorance and fottiſhneſſe may be diſco- 


vered, For, it their Atomes do enter into the mind, it muſt needs ' 


be then by that means, that they be zviſible ; and that they do 
fiy up and down very cloſely, and ſubrilly (asthe very word doth 
alſo 1mpert.) Now if they tly :2vzſibly in the mind 35 how can they 
of themſclves ſo readily make anything viſible and apr ro be ſeen > 
Certainly, ro make their Mtomes viſible and corporall, there muſt 
be of neceſſity, beforchand, a great concurrence and huge heap of 
them drawn rogerher ; which cannot be ſuddenly done, but will 
require a great time, Now in the mean while that theſe /nvifible 
Atomes (hall be a gathering, | and'gerting together into the mind, 
they will be flicting and flying awsy ſome other where, as ſoon as 
the mind (whichnever rerainerh one thing very leong) hath pur 
them outof remembrance. | So thar by this means they have nor 
any leaſureto form themſelves wiſible' to the eyes of the body z 
bur they return back again, even as they came art firſt, nviſi- 
ble. | | 

Now let us proceed, andpaſle on to thoſe Images, which (ſav 
the Epicures ) + are reverberared from the Ayre, being clear and 
rranſparant in her ſuperficzes; Ido agree withrhem, that the Cat- 
optike, that is to ſay, the Speculatrue, (being one of the kinds of the 
Arr Optike) doth hold, thar the refraQion, which is made of forms 
(be it exther in a mirrour inthe Ayre, or in the water) commerh cis 
cher of the denſity and thickneſle of the mirrour, poliſhed and made 
bright, the which keepeth Gghr, thar it doth nor diſperſe and fcar- 
ecr it ſelf : whereas otherwiſe, if the mirrour were tranſparent, or 
had any pores, whereby one might ſee through ir, che {ight would 
diſperſe and ſcatter ir (elf abroad; Or elſe it commeth of the 
thickneſſe of the Ayre next adjoyning : or of the humid and moiſt 
concretionof the Vater, which ſtayerh and limiterh the beams of 
the eyeſight. And that is the reafon, why one may aſwell ſce his 
viſage in the water, as ina mirrouror looking. glaſſe; and ſo alſo 
in the water of the Sca, when it is not troubled nor rofſed with the 
| Winds, 
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Winds, burtreſteth calm and quiet z which Yrreel reſtificth in theſe 
Verlſes : 


* Of late (upon the ſhore ) I flood, my ſelf behol ding | 
In waters of the Sea, no Hormy winds then ſtirring. 


But what will they infer of chis, which every man will ; confeſſe 
to berrue and infallible 2 So it is, (ſay they) that che Ayre being 
clear in ber.Saperficres (Jike as doth the mirrour or looking Glaſle); 
ſowill it yield of it felt, fome form or figure. Ler this alſo be 
granted them : And what of that Forſooth they conclude, that 
cherefore in the Ayre, 8 man may {ce figures and Images, Bur 
who ſceth not, thatchis:conclufzon 15 ridiculous, and Sophiſticall : 
For it doth not anſwer to the-terms of their propotition : bur ſimply 
carricth away the Subje@, without ſpeaking of that, which is 
thereunto attributed, anc Which is the knot of the whole queſtion. 
Butr'I would know of the: Epreures, how they can prove unto us, thar 
by their Atomes the Ayre may naturally engender forms and Ima- 
ges of themſcl ves, which ſhould be vrſible : and, which ſhould be 
meving and living, as the Sp:Qets are. Ido aflure wy ſelf, thar 
they have not apy arguments ſo good, but they way as cafily be 
diflolved and avoided, as was the toxmer, But they will ſay, per- 
haps; that we fee ofren in the Ayre Comets, Fiery Flames, and other: 
Prodzgies, True; this k wall not deny ;/ but theſe things (which 
they ſay are f{ccn ih the Ayre) do not take their originall newher of 
their Atromes, nor of the Ayres bur are epgendred of the tpowrs 
dryed up from the Earth, as it is well known by the writings of 
good Philoſophers, And the Ayre is ſuſceptible and ancth of 
chem, by reaſen of ſome empriacſle in itz which doth eaſily yield 
and give place, and recciveth that which is {cot unto it from be- 
low. Beſides it is very evident, chat ſuch figures and Images as 
arcſcen inthe Are, have not any life ia: them, as bave the true 
SpeRers; the which alſo (the Eprcures ought ro ſhew by good rea» 
ſons) to be carried to and tro, and to meve thernſelves in the Ayre. 
For if they had ettributed;woties and ftirring unto Spefers z aud 
bad proved, thatnaturally, without having any Soul or liſc, they 
might notwithſtanding be ſecn wandring, and ruaning hither and 
thither in our form, or ivany other 5 and that they arc nct onely 
tobe ſeew in all pares of the Ayre, bus inall other - places whatſoe- 
ver; then this mighthave ood them an great feed, to bave im- 
pugned the Apparition of Specters, ſupernaturally, or againſt na» 
ere. x7 | 
- Moreover, if they will afkrm, that the eranſperent and thick 
Ayre, recetving:our ftgureby rciradtion, doth move it kc as we dog 
and doth live and change from placeto place, as we doz then muſt 


they alſo proveunto vs, that the ſame ſhowld be a Speer ; and not 


the Image of the obje&- oppoſed theretnto, the which vaniſherh 
away afloon as the ſame doth abfent in {elt fromir, 
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'And ſeeing we-are now in the diſcourſe of Images, formed in a 
thick Ayre : It is tobe underſtood, that their nature is to appear 
either by the refra#zo of our own naturall and proper form, orby 
reflexion, As touching their appearance by refra#oz, we have al- 
ready.{poken ſufficiently : Bur as concerning thole which are by ye- 
flexion z It is moſt certain, that their property is to appear by ano- 
cher form then ours: namely, of ſome lightfome body, which 
growerh intothe'thick and grofſe Ayre, in che humid and moilk 
concretion of the ſame ; or into the Glaſle of a mirrour, making a 
reflexion of that thing which is reverberared and beaten back again 
0co our fight, Thus by way of reflexion may a man ſee within 
a looking-Glaſſe, thoſe men which are walking and marching in 
theſtreets, And ſomerimes a man ſhall think that men are walking 
near the walls of his Chamber : which notwithſtanding is nothing 
ſo; but thar onely there is a reflex ion of thoſe perſons wrom we ſec 
aloof, walking and going up and down, So likewile by way of re- 
flexion, may a man ſce inthe Heavens ſometimes a ſecond Sunne, 
the Image of the true Sun ;; and ſo likewiſe of the Rainbow, How- 


beir that this latter (as eAriſfotle would have it) is nor any reflexion - 


bur a relation of the Aſpe# unto our eye-fight, But under his cor- 
recion, that is not ſo ; For if the Rainbow in the Heavens do not 
yield a reflexiontoour fight, it wonld not be {cen in the water, or in 
a looking Glaſſe, as it is, and as'daily experience ſheweth us, 
And this alſo may ſerve fora ſolution rothar Argument of the Ep;- 
cares, who by Compariſon of the clothes of Tapiſtry, that im- 
print their colours inthe wall oppoſed, would prove, thatthe Ayre 
may alſo caſt any formor Image of it ſelf. For the colours of the 
Rainbow, and of Tapiſtry-hangings, are for the moſt part lively 
colours, as Azure or Sky-colour, red, carnation, and green ; all 
which do naturally caſt a great luſtreg-which may ca(ily yield an 
impreſſion upon any f{olid thing, and may refle& unto our eyes. And 
yer neverthelefle, I ſce nor how this can be a good argument,to ſhew 
thatthe Ayre can engender forms or 'figures ; which may refer 
themſelves co the eyes, as Spefers, and not rather, as Co- 
lours, 

Laſt of all, touching that which the Epicures affirm ; how, of 
the bodies of things do iſſue and remain certain Spoils : The ſame 
hath:nor any foundation vponnaturall reaſon, or upon any ap- 
parance of truth, For, is there any likelihood, or probability, 
that if the creatures do leave behind rhem their af:er-burchens, or 
other ſuch ſpoils, bereaved from them, in the places where they 
have been + Thar therefore the bodies (be they dead, or be they 
alive) do leave an Image, or impreſhon of themſelves, in heir ab- 
ſence, after they are departed from thoſe places 2 Ir is moſt ccr- 
tain, thar the bodies of any creatures, have nor any thing in them, 
which either in their life-rinze, or afrer thar their {ſubſtance is pc- 
riſhed, can be abſtrafted or ſeparared from them, For otherwiſe, 
of one body there ifhould be rwo made z which were a ſtrange 
ching z'and alrogether abhorring from nature, And were nor 
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much different, either from the Fables of the Poets, who of a dead 
body, made the abſtraion of a ſhadow, which they. called the 
Image and Idol} thereot,(as is affirmed, both by Sergim, and Lucian 
and the Commentator upon. Homer ). or elfe from thoſe fabulous and 
idle dreams of the Rabbis, and Talmudiſts, which had their Nephes, 
as.ſaich the Author of Zoar, Bur the truth 1s, that thoſe Creatures 
which do vſe to caſt thcir ſpoils from them, doleave no other then 
a thin ſlenders kin, which being ſupecrfiuous, is no more remaini 

or abiding with the body ; Howbeit, that it commeth from tne bo- 
dy ; as appcareth both by the after-burthens of all creatures (where- 
inthe young ones being wrapped and entolded in the belliesof their 
dams, yet in comming, from thence, do cafily and naturally caſt 
them off) as alſo by the ſpoils of the Serpent, or Snake, and by the 
Skins of the Silk-worms, and the Catcrpillars;. the which ſuper- 
Avities, are drawn and caſt off particularly from theſe beaſts or 
Creatures, as a mark to the onc, to wit, the Silk-worms; and'Ca- 
terpillars, thas they do-chapge from their former ſtate, and ro the 
other, namely the Serpents, to ſhew the poiſons and ill hearbs: and 
ſceds, which they have eaten all che: Winter, according as Yireil 
writeth of them, 

Thcſe Arguments being thus;finiſhed : Let us now come to that. 
which the Epicuzes aflirm,co be the cauſe, why any, ſhould be tou- 
ched and atrainted with fear 5 whenthey ſee ſuch Images and fi- 
gurcs, which thcyaſhrm ngturally-to flit and fly up and down: 
We (lay they) are afteQted: and altered, according to the things 
which weſee, and-which are next-unto-us. As forexamplez we 
pcrceive, I know not what, ſalt humour being near the Sea;;, and 
1n touching of Wormwood, and of Rue, we finda kind of birter- 
nefle ; and when we are near a Smith, we fee] our teeth-tognaſhzand. 
to be ſet on edge, at the noiſe ofþghis File,or Saw, wherewith hewor- 
keth, Solikewiſe, when theſe Images and figures do preſent them- 
ſelves unto us, we cannot poſſibly abide nor 1uffer them 3 but we 
find our ſclves altered agd-changed in our underſtanding ; howbeir 
ſome more then other ſome. For like as there be certain ſeeds 
within the eyes of Cocks, which ſhining and ſhooting into the eyes 
of the Lions, doſo ſtrike and-pierce their eye-lids, and do infli up- 


on them ſuch pain and grief, that they.are conſtrained ro. fly from 


them, being not able to abide'or endurethe ſight of the Cock ;, So 
are thcre ſome men, whothave their ſenſes ſo apprehenfive and ſub- 
till, that they cannot hold from being afraid, when they ſee ſuch 
vain Images and: figures before them. | 

But hereunto we muſt give them this anſwer z that the fear which 
men have by the ſight of SpeRers or Spirirs,commeth in regardthat 
the things are unaccuſtomed and admirable to the bodily ſenfes;and 
not from any ſecret {ceds, which are: contrary ro our nature, and 
much Ilcfle from any natural paſſion; ſuch as that is, where- 
with men are touched, that abide near the Sea; or-thoſe that ſee Rue 
or VVormwood, ordo hear the noiſc of a Smithsfile of ſaw, For if 
it were of any natural paſſion that this fear proceeded ; then would 


nor

northe partyicerritiee,” beſo confounced and aſtonithed even inthe 
very powers of the Soul, as it is commonly ſeen thar men ate, at the 
ſight df Spears or Spirits: bur racher/he ſhould *be ofely moved 
by a certain A-tipathy or abomination (as/Pomponatriusealleth it) and 
would onely abhor and fly from char whictthe ſo fearerth, Beſides, 
things that arc ſupernatural,do much more touch the ſenſes of man, 
then thoſe things do, which are natural; Neither are they to be 
compared with ſuch things;-as having anatural cauſe (howbeit ſc. 
crct ) do happen to be ſeen daily andordinarily, Now I ſay, thar 
_ thecauſe of theſe things (though natural) is ſecret ; For eAlexan- 

der: Aphrodifem, ſpeaking of the noiſe of the File, and how it ſetteth' 
the recth on edge, with other things of like nature, {aich, thar Na- 
rure hath reſerved:the reaſon thereof unto herown ſecret knowledg, 
not being willing ro imparethe cauſethercof unto merj, The like 
may be affirmed! of the greareſt part of thoſe Antipathres, which be-' 
ing concealed from men, yercannor'come of any ſecret ſeeds, that' 
arecontrary orxnemiesto nature(asthe Epreures dote) but arc hid- 
dersin the ſecrereMageziu or Storehouſe of Naturewhich bath nor 
revealed or laidÞthe {ſame'openunto any perſon. VVho can tell the 
rcafon whycthe{v:ciliatour;oherwife called Peter de Albano,did ab- 
hor-milk 7. VWhy:Horacez 4tid Faques'd Fuyly could not abide G arlike? 
nor-Cardan could-away 'with Egs, And::why thar Gentleman of
